AUL was a child (a) 
of one year when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 
two s over Iſrael. 

2 And Saul choſe him 
three thouſand men of Iſrael: 
and two thouſand were with 
Saul in Machmas, and in 
mount Bethel: and a thouſand 
with Jonathan in Gabaa of 
Benjamin, and the reſt of the 
people he ſent back every man 
to their dwellings. 

3 And Jonathan ſmote the 
garriſon of the Philiſtines 
which was in Gabaa. And 
vchen the Philiftines had heard 
of it, Saul ſounded the trum- 
det over all the land, faying : 

et the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Iſrael heard this 
report Saul kath ſmitten the 
garriſon of the Philiſtines : 
and Iſrael took courage againſt 


the Philiſtines. And the peo- 


dle were called together after 
Saul to Galgal. 
5 The Philiſtines alſo were

ple ſli 
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aſſembled to fight againſt Iſ- 
rael, thirty thouſand chariots, 
and fix thouſand horſemen, 
and a multitude of people 
beſides, like the ſand on the 
ſea-ſhore for number. And 
goin up _ camped in 

achmas at the eaſt of Be- 
thauen. 

6 And when the men of Iſ- 
rael ſaw that they were flrait- 
ened (for the people were dif- 
treſſed) they hid themſelves in 
caves, and in thickets, and 
in rocks, and in dens, and in 
pits.

ed by degrees, and was heard 
more clearly. And Saul faid to 
the prieſt: Draw in thy hand.

and behold every man's ſword 
was turned upon his neigh- 
bour, and there was a very 
great (laughter. 

. 21 Moreover the Hebrews 
that had been with the Phi- 
liſtines yeſterday and the day 
before, and went up with 
them into the camp, returned 
to be with the Iſraelites, who 
were with Saul and Jonathan.

OW the Philiſtines ga- 
thering together their 
troops to battle aſſembled at 
Socho of Juda: and camped 
between Socho and Azeca in 
the borders of Dommim. 
2 And Saul and the chil- 
dren of Iſrael being pathered 
together came to the valley of 
terebinth, and they ſet the ar- 
my in array to fight againſt 
the Philitines I N 

3 And the Philiſtines ſtood 
on a mountain on the one fide, 
and Iſrael ſtood on a moun- 
tain on the other ſide : and 
there was a valley between 
them. Yet 

4 And there went out a 
man baſe-born from the camp 
of the Philiſtines named Go- 


liath, of Geth, whoſe height 
was fix cubits and a ſpan: 

5 And he had a helmet of 
braſs upon his head,. and he 
was Clothed with a coat of 
mail. with ſcales, and the 
weight of his coat of mail 
was five thouſand ficles of 
braſs ; oe HET? 

6 And he had greaves 
of braſs on his legs, and a 
buckler of braſs covered his 
ſhoulders. 

7 And the ſtaff of his ſpear 


was like a weaver's beam, 
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weighed fix hundred ficles of 
iron: and his armour-bearer 
went before him. | 
8 And ſtanding he cried out 

to the bands of Iſrael, and ſaid ' 

to them : Why are you come 


out prepared to fight? am 
not I a Philiſtine, and you the 
ſervants of Saul ? Chooſe out 
a man of you, and let him 
come down and fight hand te 
hand. | 

9 If he be able to fight 
with me, and kill me, we 
will be ſervants to you : but 
if I prevail againſt him, and 
kill him, you be ſervants, 
and ſhall ſerve us. ' 

10 And the Philiſtine ſaid : 
I have defied the bands of Iſ- 
rael this day : Give me a man, 
and let him fight with me 
hand to hand. 

11 And Saul and all the Iſ- 
raelites hearing theſe words of 
the Philiſtine were diſmayed, 
and greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was: the 
ſon of that Ephrathite of 
Bethlehem | Juda before-men- 
tioned, whoſe name was Iſai, 
who had eight ſons, and was 
an old man in the day of 
Saul, and of great age among 
men. 

13 And his three eldeſt ſors 
followed Saul to the battle 
and the names of his three 
ſons, that went to the battle, 
were Eliab the firſt- born, and 
the ſecond Abinadab, and the 
third Samma

14 But David was the

ngeſt. So the three eldeſt 
ving followed Saul, 

| 15, David went, and re- 
turned from Saul, to feed his 
father's flock at Bethlehem. 

16 Now the Philiſtine 
came out morning and eyen- 
ing, and preſented himſelf 
forty days. 

17 And Ifai faid to David 
his ſon : Take for thy breth- 
ren an ephi of frumenty, and 
theſe ten loaves, and run to 
the camp to thy brethren, 

18 And carry theſe ten lit- 
tle cheeſes to the tribune: and 
go ſee thy brethren, if the 
are well : and learn wit 
whom they are placed. 

19 But Saul, and they, 
and all the children of Iſrael 
were in the valley of tere- 
binth fighting againſt the Phi- 
hkſtines. 

20 David therefore aroſe 
in the morning, and gave the 
charge of the flock to the 
keeper : and went away load- 
ed as Ifai had commanded 
him. And he came to the 
rlace of Magala, and to the 
«rmy, which was going out 
to fight and ſhouted for the 
battle. | 

21 For Iſrael had put 
themſelves in array, and the 
Philiſtines who ſtood againſt 
them were prepared. 

22 And David leaving the 
veſſels which he had brought, 
under the care of the keeper 
of the baggage, ran to the 
place of the battle and afked 
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if all things went well with 
his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with 
them, that baſe-born man 
whoſe name was Goliath, the 
Philiſtine, of Geth, ſhewed 
himſelf coming up from the 
camp of the Philiſtines: and he 
ſpoke according to the ſame 
words, and David heard them. 

24 And all the Iſraelites 
when they ſaw the man, fled 
from his face, fearing him ex- 
ceedingly. 


25 And ſome one of Iſra- 


el ſaid : Have you ſeen this 
man that is come up, for he is 
come up to defy Iſrael. And 
the man that Kal ſay him, 
the king will enrich with great 
riches, and will give him his 
daughter, and will make his 
father's houfe free from tri- 
bute in Iſrael. 

26 And David ſpoke to the 
men that ſtood by him fay- 
ing : What ſhall be given to 
the man that ſhall kill this 
Philiſtine, and ſhall take away 
the reproach from Iſrael? For 
whois this uncircumcited Phi- 
liſtine, that he ſhould defy the 
armies of the living God ? 

27 And the people anſwer- 
ed him the ſame words, ſay- 
ing: Theſe things ſhall be 
given to the man that ſhall 

y him. 

28 Now when Eltab his 
eldeſt-brother heard this, when 
he was ſpeaking with others, 
he was angry with David, and 
faid; - Why cameſt thou hi- 

ther ? 
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ther? and why didſt thou 
leave thoſe few ſheep in the 
deſart? I know'thy pride, and 
the wickedneſs of thy heart: 
that thou art come down to 
ſee the battle. 

209 And David faid: What 
have I done? is there not 
cauſe to ſpeak ? 

30 And he turned a little 
aſide from him to another : 
and faid the ſame word. And 
the people anſwered him as 
before. 

31 And the words which 
David ſpoke were heard, and 
were rehearſed before Saul. 

32 And when he was 
brought to Saul he ſaĩd to him: 
Let not any man's heart be 
diſmayed in him: I thy ſer- 
vant will go, and will fight 
againſt the Philiſtine. 

33 And Saul ſaid to Da- 
vid: Thou art not able to 
withſtand this Philiſtine, nor 
to fight againſt him, for thou 
art ut a boy, but he is a 
warrior from his youth. 

34 And David faid to Saul: 
Thy fervant kept his father's 
ſheep, and there came a lion, 
or a bear, and took a ram out 
of the midſt of the flock : 
35 And I purſued after 
them, and ftruck them, and 
55 it yg of their mouth, 
and they roſe up againſt me, 
and 2 — by the 
throat, and I ſtrangled and 
killed them. 

36 For I thy ſervant have 
killed both a lion and a bear: 
Us 
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and this uncircumciſed Philiſ- 
tine ſhall be alſo as one of 
them. I will now and 
take away the reproach of the 
people: for who is this uncir- 
cumciſed Philiſtine, who hath 
dared to curſe the army of the 
living God ?

14 Ard Achimelech an- 
ſwering the Kir g, ſaid: And 
who amongſt al} thy ſervants 
is ſo faithful as David, who is 
the king's ſon-in-law, and go- 
eth forth at thy bidding, and 
is honourable in thy houſe? 

15 Did I begin to day to 
conſult the Lord for him ? 
far be this from me: let not 
the — — ſuch a thing 
againſt his ſervant, or any one 
in all my father's houſe: for 
thy ſervant knew nothing of 
this matter, either little or 
great. 

16 And the king 


ſaid: 
Dyin 


thou ſhalt die Achi- 


melech, thou and all thy fa- 


ther's houſe. 
* And the king faid to the 
engers that ſtood * 7 
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him: Turn, and kill the 
prieſts of the Lord, for their 
hand is with David, becauſe 
they knew that he was fled, 
and they told it not to me. 
And the king's ſervants would 
rot put forth their hands 
againſt the prieſts of the 
Lord. 

18 And the king ſaid to 
Doeg : "Turn thou, and fall 
upon the prieſts. And D 
the Edomite turned, and fel 
upon the prieſts and flew in 
that day eighty- five men that 
wore the linnen ephod. 

19 And Nobe the city of 
the prieſts he ſmote with the 
edge of the ſword, both men 
and women, children, and 
ſucklings, and ox and aſs, 
and ſheep with the edge of 
the ſword. 

20 But one of the ſons of 
Achiinelech the fon of Achi- 
tob, whoſe name was Abia- 
thar, eſcaped, and fled to 
David, 


21 And told him that Saul | 


had ſlain the prieſts of the 
Lord. 

22 David faid to Abi- 
athar : 1 knew that day when 
Doeg the Edomite was there, 
that without doubt he would 
tell Saul, I have been the oc- 
caſion of the death of all the 
ſouls of thy father's houſe. 

23 Abide thou with me, 
fear not: for he that ſeeketh 
my life, ſeeketh thy life al- 
ſo, and with me thou ſhal 
be ſaved. it

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CHAP. XXIII. 


David relieveth Ceila, be- 
ſieged by the Philiſtines. He 
fleeth into the deſart of 
Ziph. Jonathan and be 
confirm their former cove- 
nant. The Ziphites diſco- 
ver him to Saul, who pur- 
ſuing cloſe after him, is 
called away by an invaſion 
from the Philiſtines. 


N D they told David, 

ſaying: Behold the Phi- 
litines fight _ Ceila, and 
they rob the barns. 

2 Therefore David con- 
ſulted the Lord, ſaying : Shall 
I goand ſmite theſe Philiſtines? 
And the Lord ſaid to David: 
Go, and thou ſhalt ſmite the 
Philiitines, and ſhalt ſave Ceila. 

3 And the men that were 
with David, faid to him : Be- 
hold we are in fear here in Ju» 
dea, how much more if we 
go to Ceila againſt the bands 
of the Philiſtines? | 
4 Therefore David conſults 
ed the Lord again. And he 
anſwered and ſaid to him: A- 
riſe, and go to Ceila: for I 
will deliver the Philiſtines in- 
to thy hand. 

5 David therefore, and 
his men, went to Ceila, and 
fought againſt the Philiſtines, 
and brought away their cattle, 
and made a great ſlaughter of 


them: and David ſaved the 
inhabitants of Ceila. 
6 Now at that time, when 
Abiathar the ſon of _—_— 
cc 
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lech fled to David to Ceila, 
he came down having () an 
ephod with him. 

7 And it was told Saul 
that David was come to Cei- 
la: and Saul ſaid: The Lord 
hath delivered him into my 
hands, and he is ſhut up, be- 
ing come into a city, that 
hath gates and bars. 

8 And Saul commanded 
all the people, to go down to 
fight againſt Ceila, and to be- 
ſiege David, and his men. 

9 Now when David un- 
derſtood, that Saul ſecretly 
n e evil againſt him, he 

id to Abiathar the prieſt: 
Bring hither the ephod. 

10 And David faid: © 
Lord God of Iſrael, thy ſer- 
vant kath heard a report, that 
Saul deſigneth to come to 
Ceila, to deftroy the city for 
my fake: 

11 Will the men of Ceila 
deliver me into his hands? 


and will Saul come down, as 


thy ſervant hath heard? O 
Lord God of IIrael tell thy 


ſervant. And the Lord ſaid: | 


He will come down. 

12 And David ſaid: Will 
the men of Ceila deliver me, 
and my men, into the hands 
of Saul? and the Lord ſaid: 
They will deliver thee up. 

13 Then David and his 


men, who were about ſix hun- 
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dred, aroſe, and departing 
from Ceila, wandered up and 
down uncertain where they 
ſhould ſtay: and it was told 
Saul that David was fled from 
Ceila,and hadeſcaped: where- 
fore he forbore to go out. 

14 Put David abode in the 
deſart in ftrong-holds, and he 
remained in a mountain of the 
deſart of Ziph, in a woody 
hill. And Saul ſought him 
always: but the Lord deliver- 
ed him not into his hands. 

15 And David faw that 
Saul was come out to feek his 
life. And David was in the 
defart of Ziph, in a wood. 

16 And Jonathan the fon 
of Saul aroſe, and went to Da- 
vid into the wood, and ſtreng- 
thened his hands in God: and 
he ſaid to him: 

17 Fear not: for the hand 
of my father Saul ſhall not 
hnd thee, and thou ſhalt reign 
over Iſtael, and I ſhall be next 
to thee, yea, and my father 
knoweth this. 

18 And they two made a 
covenant before the Lord: 
and David abode in the wood: 
but Jonathan returned to his 
houſe. 

19 And the Ziphites went 
up to Saul in Gabaa, ſaying: 
Lo doth not David lie hid 
with us in the ſtrong- holds of 
the wood, in mount Hachila,

24 And they aroie and 
went to Ziph before Saul: 
and David and his men were 
in the deſart of Maon, in the 
plain at the right hand of 
Jeũmon. 

25 Then Saul and his men 


told David, and forthwith he 
went down to the rock, and 
abode in the wilderneſs of Ma- 
on, and when Saul had heard 
+ of it, he purſued after David 
in the wilderneſs of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this 
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David and his men were on 
the other ſide of the moun- 
tain : and David deſpaited of 
being able to eſcape from the 
face of Saul: And Saul and 
his men encompaſſed David 
and his men round about to 
take them. 7 

27 And a meſſenger came 
to Saul, ſaying: Make haſte 
or the Philiſtines 
have poured in themſelves 
upon the land.

HEN David went up 
from thence, and dwelt 
in itrong-holds of Engaddi. 

2 And when Saul was re- 
turned from following the Phi- 
liſtines, they told him, ſay- 
ing: Behold, David is in the

3 Saul therefore took three 
thouſand choſen men out af 
all Iſrael, and went out to 
feek after David, and his men, 
even upon the moſt cra 
rocks, which are acceſſible 
only to wild goats, 

4 And he came to the 


fide of the mountain: and

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way. And there was a cave, 


into which Saul went, to eaſe 
nature: now David and his 
men lay hid in the inner part 
off the cave. 

5 And the ſervants of Da- 
vid ſaid to him: Behold the 
day, of which the Lord ſaid 
to thee: I will deliver thy 
enemy unto thee, that thou 
mayſt do to him as it ſhall 
ſeem good in thy eyes. Then 
David aroſe, and ſecretly cut 
off the hem of Saul's robe. 

6 After which David's (a) 
heart ſtruck him, becauſe he 
had cut off the hem of Saul's 
robe. 

7 And he faid to his men: 
The Lord be merciful unto 
me, that I may do no ſuch 
thing to my maſter the Lord's 
anointed, as to lay my hand 
upon him, becauſe he is the 
Lord's anointed. 

8 And David ſtopped his 
men with his words, and ſuf- 
fered them not to riſe againſt 


Saul : But Saul riſing up out 


of the cave, went on his way. 


9 And David alſo roſe up 


after him: and going out of 


hut thou lieſt in wait for my 
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the cave, cried after Saul, ſay- 
ing: My lord the king. And 
Saul looked behind him: and 
David bowing himſelf down 
to the ground, worſhipped, 

10 And faid to Saul: Why 
doſt thou hear the words of 
men that ſay : David ſeeketh 
thy hurt ? - 

1 1 Behold this day thy eyes 
have ſeen, that the Lord hath 
delivered thee into my hand, 
in the cave, and I had (5) a 
thought to kill thee, but my 
eye hath ſpared thee. For I 
ſaid: I will not put out my 
hand againſt my lord, becauſe 
he is the Lord's anointed. 

12 Moreover ſee and know, 
O my father, the hem of thy 
robe in my hand, that when 
I cut off the hem of thy robe, 
I would not put out my hand 
againſt thee. Reflect, and ſee, 
that there is no evil in my 
hand, nor iniquity, neither 
have I finned againſt thee :

and Saul lifted up his voice, 
and wept:

me, and I have rewarded 
thee with evil. 

19 And thou haſt ſhewed 
this day what good things thou 
haſt done to me: how the Lord 
delivered me into thy hand, 
and thou haſt not killed me. 

20 For who when he hath 
found his enemy, will let him 
go well away? But the Lord 
reward thee for this good 
turn, for what thou haſt done 
to me this day. 
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21 And now as I know 
that thou ſhalt ſurely be king, 
and have the kingdom of I 
rael in thy hand: 

22 Swear to me by the 
Lord, that thou wilt not de- 
ſtroy my ſeed after me, nor 
take away my name from the 
houſe of my father. : 

23 And David ſwore to 
Saul. So Saul went home:

The death of Samuel. David 
provoked by Nabal threat- 
neth to 252 him: but is 
appeaſed by Abigail. 

N D Samuel died, and 
all Iſrael was gathered 
together, and they mourned 
for him, and buried him in 
his houſe in Ramatha. And 

David aroſe and went down 

into the wilderneſs of Pharan. 
2 Now there was a certain 

man in the wilderneſs of Ma- 
on, and his poſſeſſions were in

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comely woman: but her huſ- 
band was churliſh,' and very 
bad and ill natured : and he 
was of the houſe of Caleb. 

4 And when David heard 
in the wilderneſs, that Nabal 
was ſhearing his ſheep, 


He ſent ten young men,

6 And you ſhall ſay: Peace 
be to my brethren, and to 
thee, and peace to thy houſe, 
and peace to all that thou haſt.

15 Theſe men were very 
to us, and gave us no 
trouble: neither did we ever 
loſe any thing all the time, 
that we converſed with them 
in the deſart. 

16 They were a wall unto 
us both by night and day, all 
the while we were with then 
keeping the theep. 

17 Wherefore conſider, 
and think what thou haſt to

18 Then Abigail made 
haſte and took two hundred 
loaves, and two veſliels of 
wine, and five ſheep ready 
drefled, and five meaſures of 
parched corn, and a hundred 
cluſters of raiſins, and two 
hundred cakes of dry figs, and 
laid them upon aſſes: | 
faid to her ſer- 
vants: Go before me: be- 
hold, I wil! follow after you:

the Philiſtines, and fell down 
ſlain in mount Gelboe. 

2 And the Philiſtines fell 
upon Saul, and upon his ſons, 
and they flew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Melchiſua the 
ſons of Saul,

27 How are the valiant 
fallen, and the weapons of 
war periſhed ? 


CHAP. Il. 


David is received and annint- 
ed king of Juda. Iſboſethᷣ the 
fon of Saul reigneth over 
the reſt of Iſrael. A battle 
between Abner and Joab. 


ND after theſe things 
David conſulted the 

Lord, ſaying: Shall I go up 
into one of the cities of Jude 
And the Lord ſaid to him: 
Go up. And David ſaid: 
Whither ſhall I go up? And 
he anſwered him: Into He- 
bron. 
2 So David went up, and 
his two wives, Achinoam the 
Jezraheliteſs, and Abigail the 
wife of Nabal of Carmel : 

3 And the men allo that 
were with him, David brought 
up every man with his houſ- 
hold: and they abode in the 
towns of Hebron. 

4 And the men of Juda 
came, and anointed David 
there, to be king over the 
bouſe of Juda. And it was 
told David, that the men 


of ſabes Galaad had buried 


_. Saul. 


Chap. II. 
5 David therefore ſent meſ- 


ſengers to the men of Jabes 
Galand, and ſaid to them: 
Bleſſed be you to the Lord, 
who have ſhewed this mercy 
to your maſter Saul, and have 
buried him. 

6 And now the Lord ſurely 
will render you mercy and 


truth: and J alſo will requite 


you for this good turn, becauſe 
you have done this thing. 

7 Let your hands be ſtreng- 
thened, and be ye men of va- 
lour : for although your ma- 
ſter Saul be dead, yet the 
houſe of Juda hath anointed 
me to be their king. 

8 But Abner the ſon of 
Ner, general of Saul's army, 
took Iſboſeth the ſon of Saul, 
and led him about through 
the camp, 

9 And made him king over 
Galaad, and over Geſſuri, and 
over Jezrahel, and over Eph- 
raim, and over Benjamin, and 
over all Iſrael. 

10 Iſboſeth the ſon of Saul 
was forty years old when he 
began to reign over Iſrael, 
and he reigned (a) two 8: 
and only the houſe of Juda 
followed David. 

11 And the number of the 
days, that David abode, reign- 
ng in Hebron over the houſe 
of Juda, was ſeven years and 
fix months. 


Chap. Il. (a) Ver. 10. Two years, viz. Before he began 


viſibly to decline: but in all he reigned ſeven years and fix 


months: for ſo long David reigned in Hebron. 
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12 And Abner the ſon of 
Ner, and the ſervants of Iſ- 
boſeth the ſon of Saul, went 
out from the camp to Gabaon. 

13 And Joab the ſon of 
Sarvia, and the ſervants of 
David went out, and met them 
by the pool of Gabaon. And 
when they were come toge- 
ther, they fat down over-a- 
gainſt one another: the one 
on the one fide of the pool, 
and the other on the other 
fide. 

14 And Abner faid to Jo- 
ab: Let the young men riſe, 
and play before us. And Joab 
anſwered : Let them riſe. 

15 Then there aroſe and 
went over twelve in number, 
of Benjamin, of the part of 
Iſboſeth the ſon of Saul, and 
twelve of the ſervants of Da- 
vid. 

16 And every one catching 
his fellow by the head, thruſt 
his ſword into the fide of his 
adverſary, and they fell down 
together: and the name of 
the place was called: The field 
of the valiant, in Gabaon. 

17 And there was a very 
ſierce battle that day: and 
Abner was put to flight, with 
the men of Iſtael, by the 
ſervants of David. 

18 And there were the 
three fons of Sarvia there, 
Joab, and Abiſai, and Aſael: 
now Afael was a moſt ſwift 
runner, like one of the roes, 
that abide in the woods. 
19 And Aſael purſued af- 
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ter Abner, and turned not to 
the right hand nor to the left 
from following Abner. 

20 And Abner looked be- 
hind him, and ſaid: Art thou 
Aſael? And he anſwered: J 
am. 
21 And Abner ſaid to him: 
Go to the right hand, or to 
the left, and lay hold on one 
of the young men, and take 
thee his ſpoils. But Afael 
would not leave of following 
him cloſe. 

22 And again Abner faid 
to Aſael: Go off, and do not 
follow me, leſt I be obliged to 
ſtab thee to the ground, and 
I ſhall not be able to hold 
up my face to Joab thy bro- 
ther. 

23 But he refuſed to hear- 
ken to him, and would not 
turn aſide: wherefore Abner 
ſtruck him with his ſpear with 
a back ſtroke in the groin, and 
thruſt him through, and he 
died upon the ſpot : and all 
that came to the place, where 
Aſael fell down and died, 
ſtood ſtill, 

Now while Joab and 
Abiſai purſued after Abner, 
the ſun went down: and they 
came as far. as the hill of the 
aqueduct, that lieth over-a- 
gainſt' the valley by the way 
of the wilderneſs in Gabaon. 

25 And the children of 
Benjamin gathered themſelves 
together to Abner : and be- 
ing joined in one body, they 


| ſtood on the top of a hill. 
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26 And Abner cried out to 
loab, and faid: Shall thy 
ſword rage unto utter de- 
ſtruction? knoweſt thou not 
that it is dangerous to drive 
people to deſpair? how long 
coft thou defer to bid the peo- 
ple ceaſe from purſuing after 
their brethern? 

27 And joab ſaid: As the 
Lord liveth, if thou hadſt 
ſpoken ſooner, even in the 
morning the ple ſhould 
have retired, from purſuing 
after their brethren, 

28 Then Joab founded the 
trumpet, and all the army 
ſtood ſtill, and did not purſue 
after Iſrael any farther, nor 
fight any more. 

29 And Abner and his 
men walked all that night 
through the plains: and they 
paſſed the Jordan, and having 
gone through all Bethhoron, 
came to the camp. 

30 And Joab returning, 
after he had left Abner, aſ- 
ſembled all the people : and 
there were wanting of Dawid's | 
ſervants nineteen men, beſide 
Aſael. FS WY 

31 But the ſervants of Da- 
vid had killed of Benjamin, 
and of the men, that were 
with Abner three hundred 
and ſixty, who all died. 

32 And they took Aſael, 
and buried him in the ſepul- 
chre of his father in Bethle- 
hem: and ſoab, and the men 
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all the night, and they came 
to Hebron at break of day.

4 And the fourth Adonais, 
the ſon of Haggith: and the 
fifth Saphathia, the ſon of 
Abital. 

5 And the fixth Jethraam

of Egla the wife of David, 
heſe were born to David in 
ebron. 

6 Now while there was war 
between the houſe of Saul and 
the houſe of David, Abner 
the ſon of Ner ruled the houſe 
of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concu- 
bine named Reſpha, the 
daughter of Aia. And Iſbo- 
ſeth ſaid to Abner :

ſabee. 

11 And he could not an- 
ſwer him a word, becauſe he 


ſeared him, 


12 Abner therefore ſent 
meſſengers to David for him- 
ſelf ſaying : Whoſe is the 
land? and that they ſhould 
ſay: Make a league with me, 
and my hand ſhall be with 
thee : and I will bring all If- 
1acl to thee. 

13 And he faid: Very 
well: I will make a league 
with thee: but one thing 1 
require of thee, ſaying: Thou 
ſhalt not ſee my face before 
thou bring Michol the daugh- 
ter of Saul: and fo thou ſhalt 
come, and ſee me. 


14 And David ſent meſſen- 
ers to Iſboſeth the fon of 
aul, ſaying : Reſtore my 
wife Michol, whom I eſpouſ- 
ed to me for a hundred fore- 
ſkins of the Philiſtines. 

15 And Iſboſeth ſent, and 
took her from her huſband 
Phaltiel, the ſon of Lais. 

16 And her huſband fol- 
lowed her, weeping as far as 
Bahurim : and Abner faid to 
him : Go, and return. And 
he returned. 2 

17 Abner alſo ſpoke to the 
ancients of Iſrael, ſaying: 
Both. yeſterday and the day 
before you ſought for David 
that he might reign over you. 

18 Now then do it: be- 
cauſe the Lord hath ſpoken 
to David, ſaying: By the 
hand of my ſervant David I 
will fave my people Iſrael 
from the hands of. the Philiſ- 
tines, and of all their ene- 
mies. 

19 And Abner ſpoke alſo 
to Benjamin. And he went 
w ſpeak to David in Hebron 
all that ſeemed good to Iſrael, 
and to all Benjamin. 

20 And he came to David 
in Hebron with twenty men: 
and David made a feaſt for 
Abner, and his men that came 
with him. 

21 And Abner ſaid to Da- 
vid: I will riſe, that I may 
ther all Iſrael unto thee my 
ord the king, and may enter 
into a league with thee, and 


that thou mayeſt reign over 
all . 
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all as thy ſoul deſireth. Now 
when David had brought Ab- 
ner on his way, and he was 
gone in peace, | 
22 Immediately David's

23 And Joab and all the 
army that was with him, came

27 And when Abner was 
returned to Hebron, Joab took 


him afide to the middle of the 
gate, to ſpeak to him treache- 
rouſly : and he ſtabbed him 
there in the groin, and he 


24 And Joab went in to 
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died, in revenge of the blood 
of Afael his brother. | 

28 And when David heard 
of it, after the thing was now 
done, he ſaid: I, and my 
kingdom are innocent before 
the Lord for ever of the blood 
of Abner the ſon of Ner, 

29 And may it come up- 
on the head of Joab, and up- 
on all his father's houſe: and 
let there not fall from the 
houſe of Joab one that hath 
an iſſue of ſeed, or that is a le- 
per, or that holdeth the diſtaff, 
or that falleth by the ſword; 
or that wanteth bread. 

30 So Joab and Abiſai his 
brother ſlew Abner, becauſe 
he had killed their brother A- 
ſael at Gabaon in the battle. 

31 And David faid to Jo- 
ab, and to all the people that 
were with him: Rent your 
garments, and gird yourſelves 
with ſack clothes, and mourn 
before the funeral of Abner. 
And king David huanſelf fol- 
lowed the bier. 

32 And when they had bu- 
ried Abner in Hebron, king 
David lifted up his voice, and 
wept at the grave of Abner: 
and all the people alſo wept. 

33 And the king mourning 
and lamenting over Abner, 
ſaid: Not as cowards are 
wont to die, hath Abner 
died. 

34 Thy hands were not 
bound, nor thy feet loaden 


with fetters : but as men fall 


before the children of iniqui- 
ty,

ty, ſo didſt thou fall. And 
all the people repeating it 
wept over him. 
35 And when all the peo- 
le came to take meat with 
David, while it was yet broad 
day David ſwore, ſaying: So 
do God to me, and more al- 
ſo, if I taſte bread or any 
thing elſe before ſun-ſet. 


36 And all the le 
heard, and they were pleaſed, 
and all that the king did feem- 
ed good in the the light of all 
the people. 

37 And all the people, and 
all Iſrael underſtood that day 
that it was not the king's do- 
ing, that Abner the ton of 
Ner was ſlain.

ND Ifboſeth the fon of 

Saul heard that Abner 

was ſlain in Hebron: and his 

hands were weakened, and all

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was Baana, and the name of 
the other Rechab, the ſons of 
Remmon a Berothite of the 
children of Benjamin: for 
Beroth alſo was reckoned in 
Benjamin. 

3 And the Berothites fled 
into Gethaim, and were ſo- 
journers there until that time. 

4 And Jonathan the ſon of 
Saul had a ſon that was lame 
of his feet: for he was hve 
years old, when the tidings 
came of Saul and Jonathan 
from Jezrahel.

2 Moreover yeſterday alſo 
and the day before, when Saul 
was king over us, thou waſt 
he that did lead out and bring 
in Iſrael: and the Lord faid to 
thee : Thou ſhalt feed m 
people Iſrael, and thou ſhalt 
be prince over lirael.

23 Then Joab aroſe and 
went to Geſſur, and brough 
Abfalom to Jeruſalem. 7 

24 But the king faid : Let 
him return into his houſe, and 
tet him not ſee my face. $9 
Abſalom returned into his 
houſe, and faw not the king's 
face. 

25 But in all Ifrael there 
was not a man ſo comely, and 
ſo exceeding beautiful as Ab- 
ſalom: from the ſole of the 
foot to the crown of his head 
there was no blemiſſi in him.

25 And when he met the 
king at Jeruſalem, the king 
ſaid to him: Why cameſt thou 
not with me Miphibofeth ? 

26 And he anſwering, ſaid: 
My lord O king, my ſervant 
deſpiſed me: for I thy ſervant 
ſpoke to him to ſaddle me an 
aſs, that I might get on and 
50 with the king: for I thy 
ervant am lame. 

27 Moreover he hath alſo 
accuſed me thy ſervant to thee 
my lord the king: but thou 
my lord the king art as an 
Angel of God, do what 
pleaſeth thee. 

28 For all of my father's 
houſe were no better than 
worthy of death before my 
lord the king: and thou haſt 
ſet me thy ſervant among the 
gueſts of thy table? What 


juſt complaint therefore have 


I? or what right to cry any 
more to the king ? 


29 Then the king ſaid to 


him : Why ſpeakeſt thou an 
more ? Wha! 1 have ſaid 4 
determined: Thou and Siba 
divide the poſſeſſions. 

30 And Miphiboſeth an- 
ſwered the king: Yea let him 
take all, for as much as my 
lord the king is returned 
peaceably into his houſe. 

31 Berzellai alſo the Ga- 
laadite, coming down from 
Rogelim, brought the king 

over 
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over the Jordan, being ready 
alſo to wait on him beyond 
the river. 

32 Now Berzellai the Ga- 
laadite, was of a great age, 
that is to ſay, fourſcore 
years old, and he provid- 
ed the king with ſuſtenance 
when he abode in the Camp: 
for he was a man exceeding 
rich. | 

33 And the king ſaid to 
Berze!lai: Come with me 
that thoy mayſt reſt ſecure 
with me in Jeruſalem. 


34 And Berzeljai ſaid to 


the king : How many are the 
days of the years of my life, 
that I ſhould go up with the 
king to Jeruſalem 

35 Jam this day fourſcore 
years old, are my ſenſes quick 
to diſcern ſweet and bitter ? 
or can meat or drink delight 
thy ſervant? or can I hear 
any more the voice of ſing- 
in2-men and ſinging- women? 
Why ſhould thy r- be 
a burden to my lord the 
king? 

36 I thy ſervant will go 
on a little way from the Jor- 
dan with thee: I need not 
this recompence. 

37 But I beſeech thee let 
thy ſervant return, and die in 
my own city, and be buried by 
the ſepulchre of my father, 
and of my mother. But there 
s thy ſervant Chamaam, let 
him go with thee my lord the 
king, and do to him whatſo- 
erer ſeemeth good to thee. 
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38 Then the king ſaid to 
him: Let Chamaam go over 
with me, and I will do for 
him whatſoever ſhall pleaſe 
thee, and all that thou thalt 
aſk of me, thou ſhalt obtain. 

39 And when all the peo- 
ple and the king had paſſed 
over the Jordan, the king kiſſed 
Berzellai, and bleſſed him: and 
he returned to his own place. 

40 So the king went on to 
Galgal, and Chamaam with 
him. Now all the people of 
Juda had brought the king 
over, and only half of the peo- 
ple of Ifrael were there. 

41 Therefore all the men 
of Iſrael running together to 
the king, ſaid to him: Why 
have our brethren the men 
of Juda ſtolen thee away, and 
have brought the king and 
his houſhold over the Jordan, 
and all the men of David with 
him. 

4 And allthe men of Juda 
anſwered the men of Iftael. 
Becauſe the king is nearer to 
me: why art thou angry for 
this matter? have we eaten 
any thing of the king's, or 
have any gifts been given us? 

43 And the men of Iſrael 
anſwered the men of Juda, 
and ſaid: I have ten parts in 
the king more than thou, and 
David belongeth to us more 
than to thee : Why haſt thou 
done me a wrong, and why 
was it not told me firſt, that 
I might bring back my king? 


And the men of Juda an- 


ſwered 


Seba's rebellion. Ama ſa is 

lain by rab, Abele is 
befireged, but uon the citi- 
Sens cafiing ever the wall 
the bead of Seba, Joab 
departeth with bis army. 


AN D there happered to 
be there a man of Beli- 


al, whoſe name was Seba, the 
ſon of Bochri, a man of je- 
mini: and he ſounded the 
trumpet, and ſaid: We have 


no part in David, nor inherri- |. 


tance in the fon of Ifai: 
Return to thy dwellings O 
Ifrael. | 

2 And all Iſrael departed 
from David, and followed Se- 
ba the ſon of Backri: But the 
men of Juda ftuck to their 
king from the Jordan unto Je- 
ruſalem. 

3 And when the king was 
come into his houſe at Jeruſa- 
lem, he took the ten women 
his concubines, whom he had 
left to keep the houſe, and 
put them in ward, allowing 
them proviſions : but went not 
in unto them, ſo they were 
ſhut up uato the day of their 
death living in widowhood. 

4 And the king ſaid to A- 
maſa: Aſſemble to me all the 
men of Juda againſt the third 
day, and be thou here. 

5 So Amaſa went to aſſem- 
ble the men of Juda, but he 


tarried beyond the ſet time 
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ſwered more harſhly than the 

men of Iſrac]. 
CHAP XX

6 And David ſaid to Abi- 
ſai: Now will Seba the fon 
of Bochri do us more harm 
than did Abſalom : take thou 
therefore the ſervants of thy 
lord, and purſue after him, 
left he find fenced cities, and 
eſcape us.

9 And Joab ſaid to Ameſa' 


God fave thee my brother. 
And he took Amaſa by the 
chin with his right hand to 
kiſs him. 

10 But Amaſa did not take 
notice of the ſword, which 
Joab had, and he ftruck him 
in the fide, and ſhed out his 
bowels to the ground,and gave 
him not a ſecond wound, and 
he died. And Joab, and A- 
biſai his brother purſued after 
Seba the ſon of Bochri. 

11 In the mean time ſome 
men of Joab's company ftop- 

Ping 
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ping at the dead body of A- 
mata, ſaid: Behold he that 
would have been in Joab's 
ſtead the companion of Da- 
vid. N 

12 And Amaſa embrewed 
with blood, lay in the midſt 
of the way. A certain man 
ſaw this that all the people 
ſtood ſtill to look upon him, 
ſo he removed Aua out of 
the high-way into the field, 
and covered him with a gar- 
ment, that they who paſſed 
might not ſtop on his account. 

13 And when he was re- 
moved out of the way, all 
the people went on following 
Joab to purſue after Seba the 
lon of Bochri. 

14 Now he had paſled 
through all the tribes of [ſrae! 
unto (4) Abela and Bethma- 
ach: and all the choſen men 
_ gathered together unto 

im, 

is And they came, and 
beſieged him in Abela, and in 
Bethmaacha, and they caſt up 
works round the city, and the 
city was beſieged: and all the 
people, that were with Joab, 
laboured to throw down the 
walls. 

16 And a wiſe woman cri- 
ed out from the city: Hear, 
hear and ſay to Joab: Come 
near hither, and I will ſpeak 
with thee. 

17 And when he was come

near to her, the ſaid to him: 


Art thou * And he 
anſwered: I am. And ſhe 
ſpoke thus to him: Hear -the 
words of thy handmaid. He 
anſwered : I do hear. 

18 And ſhe again faid: 
A faying was uſed of old as 2 
proverb: They that inquire, 
let them inquire in Abela: 
and ſo they made an end. 

19 Am not I ſhe that an- 
{wer truth in Iſrael, and thou 
ſeekeſt to deſtroy the city, and 
to overthrow a mother in It- 
rael? Why wilt thou throw 
down the iaheritance of th 
Lord? 

20 And Joab anſwering, 
ſaid: God torbid, God for- 
bid that I ſhould, I do not 
throw down, nor deſtroy. 

21 The matter is not fo, 
but a man of mount E- 


phraim, Seba the ſon of Bo- 


chri by name, hath lifted up. 


his hand againft king David: 
deliver hun only, and we 
will depart from the city. 
And the woman ſaid to Joab: 


Behold his head thall be 


thrown to thee from the wall. 
22 So ſhe went to all rhe 


people, and ſpoke to them 
wiſely: and they cut off the 


head of Seba the ſon of Bo- 
chri, and caſt it out to Joab. 


And he ſounded the trumpet 


and they departed from the ci- 
ty, every one to their home: 
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of the tribe of Nepthali.

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and Joab returned to Jeruſa- 
lem to the king. 

23 So Joab was over all 
the army of Iſrael: and Ba- 
naias the ſon of Joiada was 
over the Cerethites and Phe- 
lethites. 

24 But Aduram over the 
tributes: and Joſaphat the ſon 
of Ahilud was recorder. 

25 And Siva was ſcribe: 
and dadoc and Abiathar, prieſts. 

26 And Ira the Jairite was 
the prieſt of David.

N D there was a famine 
in the days. of David 
for three years ſucceſſively :

3 David therefore ſaid to 
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the Gabaonites: What ſhall 
I do for you? And what ſhall 
be the atonement for you, that 
you may bleſs the inheritance 
of the Lord? 

4 And the Gabaonites ſaid 
to him: We have no conteſt 
about ſilver and gold, but a- 
gainſt Saul, and apainſt his

What will you then that I 
ſhou!d do for you ? 

And they ſaid to the 
king: The man that cruſhed

11 And it was told David, 
what Reſpha the daughter of 
Aia, the concubine of Saul, 
had done. 

12 And David went, and 
took the bones of Saul, and 
the bones of Jonathan his ſon 
from the men of ſabes Ga- 
laad, who had ſtolen them 
from the ſtreet of Bethſan, 
where the Philiſtines had 
hanged them when they had 
ſlain Saul in Gelboe. 

13 And he brought from 
thence the bones of Saul, and 
the bones of Jonathan his ſon : 
and they gathered up the 
bones of them that were cru- 
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cified, 


14 And they buried them 
with the bones of Saul, and

ſons of Merob, who was married to Hadriel: but they ate 
here called the ſons of Michol,

build a houſe to the Lord. 

2 And the houſe, which 
king Solomon built to the 
Lord, vas thteeſcore cubits 
in length, and twenty cubits 
in breadth, and touty cubits 
in height. 

3 And there was a porch 
before the temple of twenty 
cubits in length, according to 
the meaſure of the breadth of 
the temple : and it was ten 
cubits in breadth before the 
face of the temple. 

4 And he made in the 
temple oblique windows. 

5 And (a) upon the wall of 
the temple (6) he built floors 
round about, in the walls of 


the houſe round about the 
temple,

five cubits: that is, in all ten 


cubits, from the exetremity of 
one wing to the extremity of 
the other wing. FT 

25 The ſecond cherub alſo 


was ten cubits: and the mea- 


ſure, and the work was the 


ſame in both the cherubims, 
26 That is to ſay, one 


cherub was ten cubits high,

years, and brought it to per- 


fection. 

2 He built alſo the houſe 
of the foreſt of Libanus, the 
length of it was a hundred 
cubits, and the breadth fifty 
cubits, and the height thirty 
cubits: and four galleries be- 
tween pillars of cedar: for 
he had cut cedar-trees into 
pillars. 

3 And he covered the whole 
vault with boards of cedar, 
and it was held up with five 
and forty pillars. And one 
row had keen pillars, 

4 Set one againſt another, 

5 And looking one upon 
another, with equal ſpace be- 
tween the pillars, and over 
the pillars were ſquare beams 
in all things equal. 

6 And he made a porch 
of pillars of fifty cubits in 
length, and thirty cubits in 
breadth: and another porch 

rch: and 


before the 
pillars, 22 upon 
the pillars. 

7 He made alſo the porck 
of the throne, wherein 1s the 
ſeat of judgment ; and cover- 
ed it with cedar-wood from 
the floor to the top. 

8 And in the midſt of the 
. porch,

porch, was a ſmall houſe 
where he ſat in judgment, pf 
the like work. He made alſo 
a houſe for the daughter of 
Pharao (whom Solomon had 
taken to wife) of the ſame 
work, as this porch, 

9 All of coſtly ſtones, 
which were ſawed by a cer- 
tain rule and meaſure both 
within and without: from 
the foundation to the top of 
the walls, and without unto 
the great court. 

10 And the foundations 
were of coſtly ſtones, great 
ſtones of ten cubits or eight 
cubits, 

11 And above there were 
coſtly ſtones of equal meaſure 
bewed, and in like manner 
planks of cedar. 

12 And the great court 
was made round with three 
rows of hewed ſtones, and 
one row of planks of cedar, 
which alſo was obſerved in 
the inner court of the houſe 
of the Lord, and in the porch 
of the houſe. 


| 


13 And king Solomon ſent, 
ch udbrought Hiram from Tyre, 
in 14 The ſon of a Widow- 
4 woman of the tribe of Neph- 


thali, whoſe father was a 
Tyrian, an artificer in braſs, 
add full of wiſdom, and un- 
lerſtanding, and ſkill to work 
ul work in braſs. And when 
ie was come to king Solomon, 
de wrought all his work. 

15 And he caſt two pillars 
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teen cubits high: and a line of 
twelve cubits compaſſed both 
the pillars. 

16 He made alſo two cha- 

_ of molten braſs, to be 
et upon the tops of the pil- 
lars: the height of one cha- 
piter was five cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter 
was five cubits: 

17 And a kind of net- 
work,andchain-work wreath- 
ed together with wonderful 
art. Both the chapiters of 
the pillars were caſt: ſeven 
rows of nets were on one cha- 
piter, and ſeven nets on the 
other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pil- 
lars, and two rows round a- 
bout each net-work to cover 
the chapiters, that were upon 
the top, with pomegranates: 
and in like manner did he to 
the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that 
were upon the top of the 
pillars, were of lily-work, in 
the porch, of four cubits. 

20 And again there were 
other chapiters in the top of 
the pillars above, according to 
the meaſure of the pillar over- 

inſt the 3 and 
of pom ates there were 
dende in rows round 
about the other chapiter. 

21 And he ſet up the two 
pillars in the porch of the 
temple: and when he had 
ſet up the pillar on the right

braſs, each pillar was eigh- | 


hand, he called the name 
thereof 
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thereof, (a) Jachin: in like 
manner he ſet up the ſecond 
pillar, and called the name 
thereof (J) Booz. | 

22 And upon the tops of 
the pillars he made lily-work: 
ſo the work of the pillars was 
finiſhed 


23 He made alſo a molten 


ſea of ten cubits from brim to 


brim, round all about, the 
height of it was five cubits, 
and a line of thirty cubits 
compaſſed it round about. 

24 And a graven work un- 
der the brim of it compaſſed 
it, for ten cubits going about 
the ſea: there were two rows 
caſt of chamfered ſculptures. 

25 Andit ſtood upontwelve 
oxen, of which three looked 
towards the north, and three 
towards the weſt, and three 
towards the ſouth, and three 
towards the eaſt, and the ſea 
was above upon them, and 
their hinder parts were all 
hid within. 

26 And the laver was a 
hand breadth thick: and the 
brim thereof was like the brim 
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of a cap, or the leaf of a 
criſped lilly: it contained (c) 
two thouſand bates. 

27 And he madce ten baſes 
of braſs, every baſe was four 
Cubits in length, and four cu- 
bits in breadth, and three cu- 
bits high. 

28 And the work itſelf of 
the baſes, was entergraven: 
and there were gravings be- 
tween the joinings. ' 

29 And between the little 
crowns and the ledges were 
lions, and oxen, and cheru- 
bims: and in the joinings like- 
wiſe above: and under the li- 
ons, and oxen as it were bands 
of braſs hanging down. 

30 And every baſe had 
four wheels, and axletrees oi 
braſs : and at the four ſides 
were underſetters under the 
laver molten, looking one a- 
gainſt another. 

31 The mouth alfo of the 
laver within, was in the top 
of the chapiter: and that 
which appeared without, was 
of one cubit all round, and 
together it was one cubit and

ings: and the ſpaces between 
the pillars were ſquare, not 
round. 

32 And the four wheels, 
which were at the four cor- 
ners of the baſe, were joined 
one to another under the 
baſe: the height of a wheel 
was a Cubit and a half. 

33 And they were ſuch 
wheels as are uſed to be made 
in a chariot : and their axle- 
trees, and ſpokes, and ſtrakes, 
and naves, were all caſt. 

34 And the four underſet- 
ters that were at every corner 
of each baſe, were of the baſe 
itſelf caſt and joined together. 

35 And in the top of the 
bate there was a round com- 
paſs of half a cubit, fo 
wrought, that the laver might 

ſet thereon, having its 
ge Wl gavings, and diverſe ſculp- 
0 tures of itſelf. 
at 36 He engraved alfo in 
ns Wl thoſe plates, which were of 
nd Wl draſs, and in the corners, che- 
ind MW fu bims, and lions, and palm- 
trees, in likeneſs of a man 
ga- Sanding, fo that they ſeem- 
ed not to be engraven, but 
added round about. 
37 After this manner he

38 He made alſo ten lavers 
of braſs: one laver contained 
but bates, and was of four 
wits: and upon evety baſe, in 
Vol. II.

39 And he ſet the ten baſes, 
five on the right ſide of the 
teraple, and hve on the left: 
and the fea he put on the right 
fide of the temple over-againſt 
the eaſt ſouthward. 

40 And Hiram made caul- 
drons, and ſhovels, and baſins, 
and finiſhed all the work of 
king Solomon in the temple 
of the Lord. 

41 The two pillars and the 
two cords of the chapiters, up- 
on the chapiters of the pillars: 
and the two net-works, to co- 
ver the two cords, that were 


upon the top of the pillars. 


42 Andfour hundred pome- 


granates for the two net- 
works: two rows of pome- 
granates for each net-work, 
to cover the cords of the 
chapiters, which were upon 
the tops of the pillars. 

43 And the ten baſes, and 
the ten lavers on the baſes. 

44 And one fea, and twelve 
oxen under the ſea. 

45 And the cauldrons, and 
the ſhovels, and the baſins. 
All the veſſels that Hiram 
made for king Solomon for 
the houſe of the Lord, were 
of fine braſs. 

46 In the plains of the 

ordan did the king caſt them 
in a clay ground, between So-

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48 And Solomon made all | ont of the city of David, that 


the veſlels {or the houſe of the 
Lord: the altar of gold, and 
the table of gold, upon which 
the loavesof propoſition ſhould 
be ſet: 

49 And the golden candle- 
ſticks, tive on the right hand, 
and five on the leit, over-a- 
gainſt the oracle, of pure gold: 
and the flowers like lilies, and | 
the lamps over them of gold: 
and golden ſnuffers, 

50 And pots, and fleſh- 
hooks, and bowls, and mor- 
tars, and cenſers, of moſt pure 
gold: and the hinges for the 
doors of the inner houſe of the 


doors of the houſe of the 
temple were of gold. 

51 And Solomon finiſhed 
all the work that he made in 
the houſe of the Lord, and 
brought in the things that Da- 
vid his father had dedicated, 
the ſilver and the gold, and 
the veſſels, and laid them u 
in the treaſures of the houſe 
of the Lord. 


CHAP. VIII. 
The dedication of the temple: 


Solomon s prayer and ſacri- 
feces. 


HEN all the ancients 

of Iſrael with the prin- 
ces of the tribes, and the heads 
of the families of the children | 
of Iſrael were aſſembled to 
king Solomon in Jeruſalem : 
that they might carry the ark 
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of the covenant of the Lord 
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is, out of Sion. 

2 And all Iſtael aſſembled 
themſelves to king Solomon 
on the feſtival day in the 
month of Ethanim, the ſame 
is the ſeventh month. 

3 And all the ancients of 
Iſrael came, and the prieſls 
took up the ark, ; 

4 And carried the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle 
of the covenant, ard all the 
veſſels of the ſanQuary, thut: 
were in, the tabernacle : and 
the prieſts and the levites car- 
ried them. 

5 And king Solomon, and 
all the multitude of Iſtael, 
that were aſſembled unto him, 
went with him before the ark, 
and they ſacrificed ſheep and 
oxen that could not be count- 
ed or numbered. 

6 And the prieſts brought 
in the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord into its place, into 
the oracle of the temple, into 
the holy of holies under the 
wings of the cherubims. 

7 For the cherubius ſpread 
forth their wings over the 
place of the ark, and covered 
the ark, and the ſtaves thereof 
above. 

8 And whereas the ſtaves 
ſtood out, the ends of them 
were ſeen without in the ſanc- 
tuary before the oracle, but 
were not ſeen farther out, 
and there they have been us 
to this day. 


9 Now in the ark thett 
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was (a) nothing elſe but the 
two tables of ſtone, which 
Moſes put there at Horeb, 
when the Lord made a cove- 
nant with the children of Iſ- 
racl, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to paſs, 
when the prieſts were come out 
of the ſanQuary, that a cloud 
filled the houſe of the Lord, 

11 And the prieſts could 
not ſtand to miniiter becauſe 
of the cloud : for the glory 
of the Lord had filled the 
houſe of the Lord. 

12 Then Solomon faid : 
The Lord faid that he would 
dwell in a cloud. 

13 Building I have built a 
houſe for thy dwelling, to be 
thy moſt firm throne for ever. 

i4 And the king turned 
bt his tace, and bleſſed all the 
by of Ifrac]: for all the 
oe aſſculbly of Iſrael ſtood. 


wo 's And Solomon faid : 
1 Blefled be the Lord the God 


of Iſrael, who ſpoke with 
his mouth to David my father, 
and with his own hands hath 
accompliſhed it, ſaying : 

16 Since the day that I 
brought my, people Iſrael out 
of Egypt, 1 choſe no- city 
out ot all the tribes of Iſrael, 
for a houſe to be built, that 
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my name might be there: but 


I choſe David to be over my 
people Iſracl. 

17 And David my father 
would have built a houſe <5 
the name of the Lord the 
God of Ifrael : 

13 And the Lord ſaid to 
David my father: Whereas 
thou haſt thought in thy heart 
to build a houſe to my name, 
thou haſt done well in having 
this ſame thing in thy mind. 

19 Nevertheleſs thou ſhalt 
not build me a houſe, but 
thy ſon, that ſhall come forth 
out of thy loins, he ſhall build 
a houſe to my name. 


20 The Lord hath per- 


formed his word which he 


ſpoke : and I ſtand in the 


room of David my father, and 
fit upon the throne of Iſrael, 
as the Lord promiſed: and 
have built a houſe tothe name 


of the Lord the God of Ifracl. - 


21 And 1 have ſet there a 
place for the ark, wherein is 
the covenant of the Lord, 
which he made with our fa- 
thers, when they came out 
of the land of Egypt. 

22 And Solomon ſtood be- 
fore the altar of the Lord in 
the ſight of the aſſembly of 
Iſrael, and ſpread forth his 
hands towards heaven. 

23 And faid : Lord God 
of Iſrael, there is no God like

24 Who haſtkept with thy

— as this day prov- 
eth. | 
25 Now therefore O Lord 
God of Iſrael, keep with thy 
ſervant David my father what 
thou haſt ſpoken to him, ſay- 
ing: There ſhall not be taken 
away of thee a man in my 
ſight, to fit on the throne of li- 
rac]: yet fo that thy children 
take heed to their way, that 
they walk before me as thou 
haſt walked in my fight. 

26 And now Lord God of 
Iſrael, let thy words be eſta- 
bliſhed, which thou haſt ſpok- 
en to thy ſervant Dayid my 
father. 

27 Is it then to be thought 
that God ſhould indeed dwell 
upon earth? for if heaven, and 
the heavens of heavens can not 
contain thee, how much leſs 
this houſe, which I have built? 

28 But have regard to the 

rayer of thy ſervant, and to 
his ſupplications O Lord my 
God: hear the hyinn and the 
prayer, Which thy ſervant 
prayeth before thee this day: 

29 That thy eyes may be 
open upon this houſe night 


and day upon the houſe of 
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which thou haſt ſaid : My 
name ſhall be there: that thou 
mayſt hearken to the prayer, 


which thy

ant prayetli in 
this place to thee. 
30 That . keark- 
en to the ſupplication of thy 
ſervant and of thy 
rael, whatſoever they ſhall 
pray for in this place, and heat 


them in the place 6f thy dwel- 


ling ia heaven; and when thou 
heareſt, ſhew them mercy. 

31 If any man treſpaſs a- 
gainſt hisneighbour, and have 
an oath upon him, wherewith 
he is bound : and come be- 
cauſe of the oath before thy 
altar to thy houſe, 

32 Then hear thou in hea- 
ven: and do, and judge thy 
ſervants, condemning the 
wicked, and bringing his way 
upon his own head, and juſti- 
fying the juſt, and rewarding 
him according to his juſtice. 

33 If thy people Iſrael thall 
fly before their enemies (be- 
cauſe they will ſin againſt thee) 
and doing penance, and con- 
feſſing to thy name, ſhall come, 
and pray, and make ſupplica- 
tions to thee in this houſe; 

34 Then hear thou in hea- 
ven, and forgive the fin of thy 
people Iſrael 
back to the land, which thou 
gaveſt to their fathers. 

5 If hcaven ſhall be ſhut 
up, and there ſhall be no rain, 
becauſe of their ſins, and they 
praying in this place, ſhall do 
penance to thy name, and *

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be converted from their fins, 
by occaſion of their afflictions: 

36 Then hear thou them 
in heaven, and forgive the fins 
of thy ſervants, and of thy 
people Iſrael: and ſhew them 
the _ way wherein they 
ſhould walk, and give rain up- 
on thy land, which thou haſt 
given to thy people in poſſeſ- 
ſion. 

37 If a famine ariſe in the 
land, or a peſtilence, or cor- 
rupt air, or blaſting, or lo- 
cuſt, or mildew, if their e- 
nemy afflict them beſieging 
the gates, whatſoever plague, 
whatioever infirmity, 

38 Whatſoever curſe or 
imprecation ſhall happen to 
any man of thy people Iſrael : 
when a man ſhall know the 
wound of his own heart, and 
ſhall ſpread forth his hands in 
this houſe, 

39 Then hear thou in hea- 
ven, in the place of thy dwel- 
ling, and forgive, and do ſo 
as to give to every one accord- 
ing to his ways, as thou ſhalt 
ſee his heart (for thou only 
knoweſt the heart of all the 
children of men) 

40 That they may fear 
thee all the days, that they 
live upon the face of the land, 
which thou haſt given to our 
fathers. 

41 Moreover alſo the ſtran- 
ger, who is not of thy peo- 
ple Iſrael, when he ſhall come 
out of a far country for thy 


name's ſake, (for they _ 
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hear every where of thy great 
name and thy mighty hand, 
42 And thy ſtretched out 
arm) ſo when he ſhall come, 
and ſhall pray in this place. 
43 Then hear thou in hea- 
ven, in the firmament of thy 
dwelling-place, and do all 
thoſe things, for which that 
{tranger ſhall call upon thee: 
that all the people of the 
earth may learn to fear thy 
name, as do thy people Iſrael, 
and may prove that thy name 


is called upon on this houſe, 
which I have built. 

44 If thy people go out 
to war againſt their enemies, 
by what way ſoe ver thou ſhalt 
ſend them, they ſhall pray 
to thee towards the way of 
the city, which thou haſt cho- 
ſen, and towards the houſe, 
which I have built to thy 
name. 

45 And then hear thou in 
heaven their prayers,and their 
ſupplications, and do judg- 
ment for them. 

46 But if they fin againſt 
thee (for there is no man who 
ſinneth not) and thou being 
angry deliver them up to 
their enemies, ſo that they 
be led away captives into t he 
land of their enemies far or 
near, | 

47 Then if they do pe- 
nance in their heart in the 
place of captivity, and being 
converted make fupplication 
to thee in their captivity, 
ſaying: We have ſinned, we 


have 
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done unjuſtly, we have com- 
mitted wickedneſs: 

48 And return to thee with 
all their heart, and all their 
ſoul, in the land of their ene- 
mies, to which they have been 
led captives: and pray to thee 
towards the way of their land, 
which thou gaveſt to their fa- 
thers, and of the city which 
thou haſt choſen, and of the 
temple which I have built to 
thy name: 

49 Then hear thou in hea- 
ven, in the firmament of thy 
throne, their prayers, and 
their ſupplications, and do 
judgment for them: 

50 And forgive thy people, 
that have ſinned againſt thee, 
and all their iniquities, by 
which they have tranſgreſſed 
againſt thee: and give them 
mercy before them that have 
made them captives, that 
they may have compaſſion on 
them. 

51 For they are thy people, 
and thy inheritance, whom 
thou haſt brought out of the 
land of Egypt, from the midſt 
of the furnace of iton. 

72 That thy eyes may be 
open to the ſupplication of thy 
ſervant, and of thy people II- 
rac], to hear them in all things 


for which they ſhall call upon 


thee. 

53 For thou haſt ſeparated 
them to thyſelf for an 1n- 
keritance from among all the 
people of the earth, as thou 
haſt ſpoken by Moſes thy ſer- 
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vant, when thou broughteſt 
our fathets out of Egypt, O 
Lord God. 

54 And it came to paſs, 
when Solomon had made an 
end of praying all this prayer 
and ſupplication to the Lord, 
that he roſe from before the 
altar of the Lord: for he had 
fixed both knees on the 
ewe and had ſpread his 

ands towards heaven. 

55 And he ſtood and bleſ- 
ſed all the aſſembly of Iſtael 
with a loud voice, faying : 

56 Bleſſed be the Lord, who 

bath given reſt to his people 
Iſrael, according to all that 
he promiſed: there hath not 
failed ſo much as one word of 
all the good things, that he 
"qe by his ſervant Mo- 
es. 
57 The Lord our God be 
with us, as he was with our 
fathers, and not leave us, nor 
caſt us off: 

58 But may he incline our 
hearts to himſelf, that we may 
walk in all his ways, and keep 
his commandments, and his 
ceremonies, and all his judg- 
ments which he commanded 
our fathers. 

59 And let theſe my words, 
wherewith I have prayed be- 
ſore the Lord, be nigh unto 
the Lord our God day and 
night, that he may do Judg- 
ment for _ 8 or 
his people Iſrael day by day: 
— That all the 5 of 


the earth may know, that the 
Lord 
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Lord he is God, and there is 
ro other beſides him. 

61 Let our hearts alſo be 
perfect with the Lord our 
God, that we may walk in 
his ſtatutes, and keep his 
commandments, 
day. 

62 And the king, and all 
Iſrael with him, offered vic- 
tims before the Lord. 

62 And Solomon ſlew vie- 
tims of peace-cfferings, which 
he ſacrihced to the Lord, two 
and twenty thouſand oxen, 
and a hundred and twenty 
thouſand ſheep: ſo the king, 
and all the children of Iſrael 
dedicated the temple of the 
Lord. 

64 In that day the king 
ſanctified the middle of the 
court, that was before the 


houſe of the Lord: for there] bao 


he offered the holocauſt, and 
lacrifice, and fat of the peace- 
offerings: becauſe the brafen 
altar that was before the Lord, 
was too little to receive the 
holocauſt, and ſactifice, and 
tat of the peace-ofterings. 

65 And Solomon made at 
the fame time a ſolemn feaſt, 
and all Ifrael with him, a 
great multitude from the en- 
trance of Emath to the river 
of Egypt, before the Lord our 
God, — days and ſeven 
days, that is, fourteen days. 
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66 And on the eighth dav 
he ſent away the people: ard 
they bleſſed the king, and 
went to their dwellings re- 
joicing, and glad in heart for 
all the good things, that the 
Lord had done for David his 
ſervant, and for Iſrael his 
people.

to draw it back again to him. 

$ The altar allo was rent, 
and the aſhes were poured out 
from the altar, according to 
the fign which the man of 
Gcd had given before in the 
word of the Lord. 

6 And the king ſaid to the 
mam of God: intreat the face 
ofthe Lord thy God, and pray 
{or me, that my hand may be 
reſtored to mg. And the man 
ot God beſought the face of 
the Lord, and the king's hand 
was reſtored to him, and it 
became as it was before, 

7 And the king taid to the 
men of God: Come home 
with me, to dine, and I will 
make thee preſents. 

8 And the man of God 
anſwered the king: If thou 
wouldſt give me halſ thy houſe 
I will not go with thee, nor 
cat bread, nor drink water in 
this place: : 

9 For ſo it was enjoined 
me by the word of the Lord 
commanding me: Thou ſhalt 
not eat bread nor drink water, 
nor return by the fame way 
that thou cameſt. 

10 So he departed by ano- 
ther way, and returned not 
by the way that he came into 
Bethel. 

11 Now a certain old pro- 
phet dwelt in Bethel, and his 
ſons came to him and told hun 


| all the works, that the man of

father the words which he had 
ſpoken to the king.

17 Becauſe the Lord ſpoke 
to me in the word of the 
Lord, faying: Thou ſhalt 
not eat bread, and thou ſhalt 
not drink water there, nor re- 
turn by the way thou wenteſt. 

18 He ſaid to him: I alſo 
am a prophet like unto thee; 
and (a) an Angel ſpoke to 
me in the word of the Lord,

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ſaying: Bring him back with 
thee into thy houſe, that he 
may eat bread, and drink 
He deceived him, 

19 And brought him back 
with him: ſo he eat bread and 
drank water in his houſe. 

20 Andas they fat at table, 
the word of the Laid came to 
the prophet that brought him 
back. 

21 And he cried out to - 
the man of God who came out 
of Juda, ſaying: Thus faith 
the Lord : Becauſe thou haſt 
not been obedient to the Lord, 
and haſt not kept the com- 
mandment, which the Lord 
thy God commanded thee, 

22 And haſt returned, and 
eaten bread, and drunk water 
in the place wherein he com- 
manded thee that thou ſnouldſt 
not eat bread, nor drink wa- 
ter, thy dead body ſhall not 
be brought into the ſepulchre 
of thy fathers. 

23 And when he had eaten 
and drunk, he ſaddled his aſs 
for the prophet, whom he 
had — back. 

24 And when he was gone, 
a lion found him in the way, 
and (5) killed him, and his 
body was caſt in the way:

22 But king Aſa ſent word 
into all Juda, ſaying: Let no 
man be excuſed, and they took 
away the ſtones from Rama, 
and the timberthereof, where- 
with Baaſa had been building, 
and with them king Afa built 
Gabaa of Benjamin, and Maſ- 
phe. 
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23 But the reſt of all the | 
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acts of Aſa, and all his ſtrength, 
and all that he did, and the 
cities that he built, are the 
not written in the book of the 
words of the days of the 
kings of ſuda?

28 So Baaſa flew him in 
the third year of Aſa king of 
Juda, and reigned in his place. 

29 And when he was kin 
he cut off all the houſe of le- 
roboam: he left not fo much 
as one ſoul of his ſeed, till 
he had utterly deſtroyed him 
according to the word of the 
Lord, which he had ſpoken

HEN the word of the 

Lord came to Jehu the 
ſon of Hanani againſt Baaſa, 
ſaying : 

2 For as much as I have 
exalted thee out of the duſt, 
and made thee prince over my 
people Iſrael, and thou haſt 
walked in the way of Jero- 
boam, and haſt made my peo- 
ple Ifrael to fin, to provoke 
me to anger with their fins : 

3 Behold, I will cut down 
the poſterity of Baaſa, and the |

poſterity of his houſe, and I 
will make thy houſe as the 
houſe of Jeroboam the ſon of 
Nabat. 

4 Him that dieth of Baafa 
in the city, the dogs ſhall eat: 
and him that dieth of his in 
the country, the fow]s of the 
air ſhall devour. : 

5 But the reſtof the acts of 
Baaſa and all that he did, and 
his battles, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the word: 
of the days of the kings of 
Ifrael ? 

6 So Baaſa ſlept with his 
fathers, and was buried in 
Therſa: and Ela his ſon reign- 
ed in his ſtead. 

7 And when the word of 
the Lord came in the hand 
of Jchu the fon of Hanani the 
prophet againit Baaſa, and a- 
gainſt his houſe, and againſt 
all the evil, that he had done 
before the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger by the works of 
his hands, to become as the 
houſe of Jeroboam : for this 
cauſe he flew him, that is to 
ſay, Jehu the ſon of Hanani, 
the prophet. 

8 In the fix and twentieth 
year of Aſa king of Juda, Ela 
the ſon of Baaſa reigned over 
Iſrael in Therſa two years. 

9 And his ſervant Zambri, 
who was captain of half the 
horſemen rebelled againſt him: 
Now Ela was drinking in Ther- 
ſa, and drunk in the houſe of 
Arſa the governor of Therſa. 


10 And Zambri ruſhing 
in, 
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in, ſtruck him and ſew him 
in the ſeven ard twentieth 
year of Aſa king of Juda, and 
he reigned in his ſtead. 

11 And when he was king 
and fat upon his throne, he 
flew all the houſe of Baaſa, 
and he left not one thereof to 
piſs againſt a wall, and all his 
kinsfolks and friends. 

12 And Zambri deſtroyed 
all the houſe of Bag ſa, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord. 
that he had ſpoken to Baaſa in 


the hand of Jehu the prophet, 


13 For all the fins of Baafa, 
and the fins of Ela his fon, 
who ſinned, and made Iſtacl 
to ſin, provoking the Lord 
the God of Ifracl with their 
Vanities. 

14 But the reſt of the acts 
of Ela, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the 
book of the words of the days 
of the kings of Iſrael ? 

15 In the ſeven and twen- 
tieth year of Aſa king of Juda, 
Z.ambri reigned ſeven days in 
'Therſa. Now the army was 
beſieging Gebbethon a city of 
the Philiflines. 

16 And when they heard 
that Zambr1 had rebelled, and 
ſlain the king, all Iſrael made 
Amvi their king, who was ge- 
neral over Iſrael in the camp 
that day. 
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and all Iſrael with him from 
Gebbethon, and they be- 
ſieged Therſa. 

18 And Zambri ſeeing 
that the city was about to be 
taken, went into the palace 
and burnt himſelf with the 
king's houſe: and he died 

19 In his fins, which he 
had ſinned, doing evil before 
the Lord, and walking in the 
way ef Jeroboam, and in his 
ſin, wherewith he made Iſrael 
to fin. 

20 But the reft of the acts 
of Zambri, and of his conſpi- 
racy and tyranny, are they 
not written in the book of 
the words of the days of the 
kings of Ifrac!? 

21 Then were the people 
of Iſrael divided into two 
parts: one half of the people 
tol.owed Thebni the ſon of 
Gineth, to make him king : 
and one half followed Amr1. 

22 But the people that 
were with Amri, prevailed 
over the people that followed 
Thebni the ſon of Gineth : 
and Thebni died, and Amri 
reigned. 

23 (a) In the one and 
thirtieth year of Aſa king of 
Juda, Amr reigned over Iſ- 
rael, twelve years: in Therſa 
he reigned fix years. 

24 And he bought the hill 


17 And Amri went up, of Samaria of Somer for two 


talents

Amri began to reign in the ſeven and twentieth year of Aſa;

with their yanities. 

27 Now the reſt of the 
acts of Amri, and the battles 
he fought, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the words 
of the days of the kings of 
Ifrae! ?

And A- 
chab the ſon of Amri reigned 
over Ifrael in Samaria two 
and twenty years. 

zo And Achab the ſon of 
Amri did evil in the ſight of 
the Lord above all that were 


before him. 
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31 Nor was it enough for 
him to walk in the fins of Je- 
roboam the fon of Nabat: 
but he alſo took to wife ſeza- 
bel daughter of Ethbaal king 
of the Sidonians. And he 
went, and ſerved Baal, and 
adored him. 

32 And he ſet up an altar 
for Baal in the temple of Baal, 
which he had built in Samaria, 

33 And he planted a grove: 
and Achab did more to pro- 
voke the Lord the God of 
Israel, than all the kings of 
Iſrael that were before him. 

34 In his days Hiel of 
Bethel built Jericho : in Abi- 
ram his firſt-born he laid its 
foundations : and in his 
youngeft /n Segub he ſet up 
the gates thereof: according 
to the word of the Lord, 
which he ſpoke in the hand 
of Joſue the fon of Nun.

them with bread and water ? 

14 And now thou ſayſt: 
Go, and tell thy maſter : Elias 


is here: that he may kill me? dred and fifty men. 


15 And Elias ſaid: As 
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the Lord of hoſts liveth, be- 
fore whoſe face I ſtand, this 
day I will ſhew myſelf unto 
him. 

16 Abdias therefore went 
to meet Achab, and told 
him: and Achab came to 
meet Elias. 

17 And when he had ſeen 
him, he ſaid: Art thou he 
that troubleſt Iſrael ? 

18 And he faid: I have 
not troubled Iſrael, but thou 
and thy father's houte, who 
have forſaken the command - 
ments of the Lord, and have 
followed Baalim.

26 And they took the bul- 
lock, which he gave them, 
and Crefied it: and they call- 
ed on the name of Baal from 
morning even till noon, ſay- 
ing: O Baal hear us. But 
there was no voice, nor any 
that anſweted: and they leap- 
ed over the altar that they 
bad made. 

27 And when it was now 
noon, Elias jeſted at them, 
faying: Cry with a louder 
voice: for he is a god, and 
perhaps he is talking, or is in 
an inn, or on a Journey, or 
perhaps he is aflcep, and muſt 
be awaked. 

28 So they cried with a 
loud voice, andcut themſelves 
after their manner with knives 
and lancets, till they were all 
covered with blood, 
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29 And after mid day was 
pait, and while they were pro- 
pheſying, the time was come 
of offer ing ſacrifice, and there 
was no voice heard, nbr did 
any one anſwer, nor regard 
them as they prayed : 

zo Elias ſaid to all the 
people : Come ye unto me. 
And the people caning near 
unto him, he repaired the al- 
tar of the Lord, that was 
broken down : 

31 And he took twelve 
ſtones according to the num- 
ber of the tiibes of the ſons of 
Jacob, to whom the word of 
the Lord came, ſaying : Iſrael 
ſhall be thy name.

24 Do thou therefore this 
thing: Remove all the kings 
from thy army, and put cap- 
tains in their ſtead: 

25 And make up the rum- 
ber of Soldiers, that have been 
Pain of thine, and hoifes ac- 
cording to the former horſes, 
and chariots acccrding to the 
chariots which thou hadft 
before : and we will fight a- 
gainſt them in the plains, and 
thou ſhalt ſee that we ſhall 
overcome them. He believed 
their counſel, and did fo. 

26 Wherefore at the re- 
turn of the year, Benadad 
muſtered the Syrians, and 
went vp to Aphec, to fight 
apainſt Iſrael. 

27 And the children of Iſ- 
rael were muſtered, and tak- 
ing victuals went out on the 
other ſide, and camped over- 
againſt them, like two little 
flocks of goats: but the Sy- 
tans filled the land.

2 And Achab ſpoke to Na- 
boteh, ſaying: Give me thy 
vinyard, that I may make me a 
garden of herbs, beauſe it is

3 Naboth anſwered him:

fathers. And caſting himſelf 
upon his bed, he turned away 
has face to the wall, and 
would eat no bread. 
5 And Jezabel his wife 
went in to him, and ſaid to 
him : What isthe matter that 
thy ſoul is ſo grieved? and 
why eateſt thou no bread ? 

9 And he anſwered her: 
I ſpoke to Naboth the Jezra- 
helite, and faid to him: Give 
me thy vineyard, and take 
money for it: or if it pleaſe 
thee, I will give thee a better 
vineyard for it. And he ſaid: 
I] will not give thee my vine- 
yard. 

Then Jezabel his wife 
faid to him: I hou art of great 
authority indeed, and govern- 
eſt well the kingdom of Iſra- 
el. Ariſe, and eat bread, and 
be of good cheer, I will ge 
thee the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezrahelite. 

8 So ſhe wrote. letters in 
Achab's name, and ſealed 
them with his ring, and ſent 
them to the ancients, and the 
chief men that were in his ci- 
ty, and that dwelt with Na- 
both. 

9 And this was the tenor of

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the letters: Proclaim a faſt, 
and make Naboth fir among 
the chief of the people, 

10 And ſuborn two men, 
ſons of Belial, againſt him, and 
let them bear falſe wifneſs: 
that he hath blaſphemed God 
and the king: and then carry 
him out, _ ſtone him, and. 
ſo let him die. 

11 And the men of his ci- 
ty the ancients and nobles, 
that dwelt with him in the 
city, did as Jezabel had com- 
manded them, and as it was 
written in the letters which 
ſhe had ſent to them: 

12 Theyproclaimed a fait, 
and made Naboth fit among 
the chief of the people. 

13 And bringing two men- 
ſons of the devil, they made 
them fit againſt him : and- 
they, like men of the devil, 
bore witneſs againſt hun be- 
fore the people, laying: Na- 
both hath blaſphemed God 
and the king: Wherefore they 
brought him forth without the 
city, and ſtoned him to death. 

14 And they ſent to Jeza- 
bel, ſaying : Naboth is ſton- 
ed, and 1s dead. 

15 And it came to pals, 
when Jezabel heard that Na- 
both was ſtoned, and dead,. 
that ſhe ſaid to Achab : Ariſe, 
and take poſſeſſion of the vine- 
yard of Naboth the ſezrahe-: 
lite, who would not agree 
with thee, and give it thee 
for money.: for Naboth is 


not alive, but dead.

16 And when Achab heard 
this, to wit, that Naboth was 
dead, he aroſe, and went down 
into the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezrahelite, to take poſſeſ- 
ſion of it. 

17 And the word of the 
Lord came to Elias the Theſ- 
bite, ſaying: 


18 Ariſe, and go down to- 


meet Achab king of Ifrael, 
who is in Samaria: behold he 
is going down to the vineyard 
of Naboth, to take poſſeiſion 
of it: 

19 And thou ſhaltſpeak to 
him, ſaying: Thus ſaith the 
Lord: Thou haſt lain, more- 
over alſo thou haſt taken poſ- 
ſelſion. And after theſe words 
thou ſhalt add: Thus faith the 
Lord: In this place, wherein 
the dogs havelicked the blood 
of Naboth, they ſhall lick 
thy blood allo. 

20 And Achabſaid to Elias: 
Haſt thou found me thy ene- 
my? He ſaid. Ihave found thee, 
becauſe thou art (a) ſold, to do 
evil in the ſight of the Lord. 

21 Behold I will bring evil 
upon thee, and I will cut 
down thy poſterity, and I will 
kill of Achab him that pifseth 
againſt the wall, and him that is 
ſhut up, and the laſt in Iſrael. 

22 And I will make thy 
houſe, like the houſe of Je- 
roboam the ſon of Nabat, and 
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18; 
like the houſe of Baaſa the ſon 
of Ahias: for what thou haſt 
done, to provoke me to anger, 
and for making Iſrael to fin, 

23 And of Jezabel alſo the 
Lord ſpoke, ſaying: The 
dogs ſhall eat Jezabel in the 
field of Jezrahel. 

24 It Achab die in the ci- 
ty, the dogs ſhall eat him: 
but if he die in the field, the 
birds of the air ſhall eat him. 

25 No there was not ſuch 
another as Achab, who w as 
ſold to do evil in the ſight of 
the Lord: for his wife Jeza- 
bel ſet him on, 

26 And he became abomi- 
nable, inſomuch that he fol- 
lowed the idols, which the A- 
morrhites had made, whom 
the Lord deftroyed before the 
face of the children of Iſrael. 

27 And when Achab had 
heard theſe words, he rent his 
garments, and put hair-cloth 
upon his flech, and faſted and 
ſlept in ſack-cloth, and walk- 
ed with his head caſt down. 

28 And the word of the 
Lord came to Elias the Theſ- 
bite, faying: 

29 Haſt thou not ſeen A- 
chab humbled before me?

15 But now bring me hi- 
ther a minſtrel. And when 
the minſtrel played, the hand

16 Thus faith the Lord: 
Make the channel of this tor- 
rent full of ditches. 

17 For thus ſaith the Lord: 
You ſhall not ſee wind, nor

to it: and he called its name 
(a) Noheſtan. 

5 He truſted in the Lord

2 And he did evil in the 
ſight of the Lord, according 
to the idols of the nations, 
which the Lord deſtroyed 
from before the face of the 
children of Iſrael. 

3 And he turned, and built 
up the high places which Eze- 
chias his father had deſtroyed: 
and he ſet up altarsto Baal, and 
made ves, as Achab the 
king of Iſrael had done: and 


he

he adored all the hoſt of hea- 
ven, and ſerved them. 

4 And he built altars in 
the houſe of the Lord, of 
which the Lord ſaid: in le- 
ruſalem I will put my name. 

5 And he built altars for 
all the hoſt of heaven in the 
two courts of the temple of 
the Lord. 

6 And he made his ſon 
paſs through fire: and he uſed 
divination, and obſerved 
omens, and appointed (a) py- 
thons, and multiplied Get 
ſayers to do evil before the 
Lord, and to provoke him. 

He ſet alſo an idol of the 
grove, which he had made in 
the temple of the Lord: con- 
cerning which the Lord ſaid 
to David, and to Solomon his 
ſon: In this temple and in le- 
ruſalem, which I have choſen 
out of all the tribes of Iſrael, 
I will put my name for e- 
ver. | 
8 And I will no more make 
the feet of Iſrael to be moved 
out of the land, which I gave 
to their fathers: only if they 
will obſerve to do all, that 1 
havecommanded them accord- 


ing to the law which my ſer- 


vant Moſes commanded them. 
9 But they hearkened not 
but were ſeduced by Manaſſes, 
to do evil more then the nati- 
ons, which the Lord deſtroyed 
before the children of [irael. 


10 And the Lord ſpoke, 
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in the hand of his ſervants the 
prophets, ſaying: 

11 Becauſe Manaſſes king 
of Juda hath done theſe moſt 
wicked abominations, beyond 
all that the Amorrhites did 
before him, and hath made ]u. 
da alſo to fin with his filthy 
doings: | ny: 

12 Therefore thus ſaith the 
Lord the God of Iſrael: Be- 
hold I will bting on evils up- 
on Jeruſalem and Juda: that 
whoſoever ſhalt hear of them, 
both his ears ſhall tingle. 

13 And Iwill ſtretch over 
Jeruſalem the line of Samaria, 
and the weight of the houſe 
of Achab: and I will efface 
Jeruſalem, as writings upon 
tables are wont to be effaced, 
and I will eraſe and turn it, 
and draw the pencil often over 
the face thereof. 

14 And I will leave the 
remnants of my inheritance, 
and will deliver them into the 
hands of their enemies: and 
they ſhall become a prey, and 
a ſpoil to all their enemies: 

15 Becauſe they have done 
evil before me, and have con- 
tinued to provoke me, from 
the day thattheir fathers came 
out of Egypt, even unto this 
day. 


116 Moreover Manaſſes ſhed 


alſo very much innocent 
blood, till he filled Jeruſalem 
up to the mouth: beſides his 


fins, wherewith he made Juda 


— 
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to ſin, to do evil before the 
Lord. 

17 Now the reſt of the 
acts of Manaſſes, and all that 
he did, and his fin, which he 
ſinned, are they not written 
in the book of the words of 
the days of the kings of Juda? 

18 And Manaſſes ſſept with 
his fathers, and was buried in 
the garden of his own houſe, 
in the garden of Oza: and 
Amon his ſon reigned in his 
ſtead, 

19 Two and twenty years 
old was Amon when he be- 
gin to reign: and he reigned 
two years in Jeruſalem : the 
name of his mother was Meſ- 
ſalemeth the daughter of Ha- 
rus of Jeteba. 

20 And he did evil in the 
light of the Lord, as Manaſ- 
les his father had done. 


21 And he walked in all 


the way m which his father 
had walked: and he ſerved 
the abominations, which his 
father had ſerved, and he a- 
dored them, 

22 And forſook the Lord 
the God of his fathers, and 
walked not in the way of the 
Lord. 
23 And his ſervants plot- 
ted againſt him, and flew the 
king in his own houſe. 

24 But the 
land flew all them, that had | 
conſpired againſt king Amon: 
and made joſias his ſon thei 
king in his ſtead. 6

25 But the reſt' of the acts 
Yor. - L 
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of Amon which he did, are 
they not written in the book 
of the words of the days of 
the kings of Juda ? 

26 And they buried him in 
his ſepulchre in the garden 
of Oza: and his fon Joſias 
reizned in his ſtead, 
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Tofias repaireth the temple. 
The book of the lnawwis found, 
upon which they conſult the 
Lord, and are told that 
great evils ſhall fall upon 
them, but not in the time of

OSITAS was eight years 
old when he began to 
reign, he reigned one and 

thirty years in Jerufalem : 
the name of his mother was 
Idida, the daughter of Ha- 
daia of Beſecath. 

2 And he did that which 
was right in the fight of the 
Lord, and walked in all the 
ways of David his father: he 
turned not aſide to the right 
hand, or to the left. | 

3 And in the eighteenth 

year of king Tofias, the king 
ſent Saphan the ſon of Aſlia, 


the fon of Meſſulam, the 


(cribe of the temple of the 
Lord, ſaying to him: 

4 Go to Uolctas the high 
prieſt, that the money may 
'be put together, which is 
brought into the temple of 
the Lord, which the door-.

5 And 
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5 And let it be given to 
the workmen by the oveiſeers 
of the houſe of the Lord: 
And let them diſtribute it to 
thoſe that wotk in the temple 
of the Lord, to repair the 
temple : 

6 That 1s, to carpenters 
and maſons, and to ch as 
mend breaches: And that 
timber may be bought, and 
ſtones out of the quarries, 
to repair the temple of the 
Lord. 

7 But let there be no rec- 
koning made with them of the 
money which they receiye, 
but let them have it in their 

ower, and in their truſt. 

8 And Helcias the high 
prieſt ſaid to Saphan the 
{cribe : I have found (a) the 
book of the law in the houſe 
of the Lord : and Helcias 
gave the book to Saphan, and 
he read it. 

9 And Saphan the ſcribe 
came to the king, and brought 
him word again Concerning 
that which he had command- 
ed, and faid: Thy ſervants 
have gathered together the 
money, that was found in the 
houſe of the Lord: and they 
have given it to be diſtributed 


to the workmen, by the over- 


ſters of the works of the 
tc mple of the Lord. 
10 And Saphan the ſcribe 
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told the king, ſaying: Hel- 


cias the prieſt hath delivered 
to me a book. And when 
Saphan had read it before 
the king, 

11 And the king had 
heard the words of the law 
of the Lord, he rent his gar- 
ments. ; 

12 And he commanded 
Helcias the prieſt, and Ahi- 
cam the fon of Saphan, ard 
Achobor the ſon of Micha, 
and Saphan the ſcribe, and 
Afaia the king's ſervant, ſay- 
ing : 

13 Go and conſult the 
Lord for me, and for the 
people, and for all Juda, con- 
cerning the words of this 
book, which is found : for 
the great wrath of the Lord 
is kindled againſt us, becauſe 
our fathers have not hearken- 
ed to the words of this book, 
to do all that is written for us. 

14 80 Helcias the prieſt, 
and Ahicam, and Achobor, 
and Saphan, and Aſaia went 
to Holda the propheteſs the 
wife of Sellum the ſon of 
Thecua, the ſon of Araas 
keeper of the wardrobe, who 
dwelt in Jeruſalem (4) The 
ſecond: and they ſpoke to her. 

15 And ſhe faid to them: 
Thus faith the Lord the God 
of Iſrael: Tell the man, that

D they brought the 
king word again what 
ſhe had ſaid. And he ſent: 
and all the ancients of Juda 
and Jerufalem were aſſem- 
bled to him. 

2 And the king went up 
to the temple of the Lord, 
and all the men of Juda, and 
all the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem with him the prieſts and 
the prophets, and all the peo- 
ple both little and preat : and 
in the hearing of them all 
he read all the words of the 
book of the covenant, which 
was found in the houſe of the 
Lord. 

3 And the king ſtood u 
(a) the ſtep: — made ng 
venant with the Lord, to walk 
after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments, and his 
teſtimonies and his ceremo- 
nies, with all their heart, and 
with all their ſoul, and to 
perform the words of this 
covenant, which were written 


by the people. 


Chap. XXIII. (a) The /tep his tribune, or tribunal, a 
more eminent place, from whence he might be ſeen and heard

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in that book: and the people 
agteed to the covenant: 

4 And the king command- 
ed Helcias the high prieſt, 
and the prieſts of the . 
order, and the door-keepers, 
to caſt out of the temple of 
the Lord all the veſſels, that 
had been made for Baal, and 
for the grove, and for all the 
hoſt of heaven: and he burnt 


them without Jeruſalem in 


the valley of Cedron, and he 
carned the aſhes of them to 
Bethel. 

5 And he deſtroyed the 
ſoothſayers, whom the kings 


of juda had appointed to ſa- 


crifice in the high places in 
the cities of Juda, and round 
about Jeruſalem : them alſo 
that burnt incenle to Baal, and 
to the ſun, and to the moon, 
and to the twelve ſigns, and 
to all the hoſt of heaven. 

6 And he cauſed the grove 
to be carried out from the 
houſe of the Lord without 
Jeruſalem to the valley of 
Cedron, and ke burnt it there, 
and reduced it to duſt, and 
caſt the duſt upon the graves 
of the common people. 

7 He deſtroyed alſo the 
pavilions of the effeminate, 
which were in the houſe of 
the Lord, for which the wo- 
men woe as it were little 
dwellings for the grove. 

8 At he gathered toge- 
ther all the prieſts out of the 
cities of Juda: and he defiled 
the high places, waere the 
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prieſts offered ſacrifice, from 
Gabaa to Berſabee : and he 
broke down the altars of the 
gates that were in the entering 
in of the gate of Joſue go- 
vernor of the city, which was 
on the left hand of the pate 
of the city. 

9 However the prieſts of 
the high places came not up 
to the altar of the Lord in 
Jeruſalem: but only eat of 
the unleavened bread among 
their brethren. 

10 And he. defiled To- 
pheth, which is in the valley 
of the ſon of Ennom: that 
no man, ſhould conſecrate 
there his ſon or his daughter 
through fire to Moloch. 

11 And he took away the 
horſes which the kings of Ju- 
da had given to the ſun, at 
the entering in of the temple 
of the Lord, near the cham- 
ber of Nathanmelech the eu- 
nuch, who was in Pharurim: 
and he burnt the chariots of 
the ſun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were 
upon the top of the upper 
chamber of Achaz, which the 
kings of Juda had made, and 
the altars which Manaſſes had 
made in the two courts of the 
temple of the Lord, the king 
broke down: and he ran from 
thence, and caſt the aſhes of 
them into the torrent Cedron. 

13 The high places alſo 
that were at Jeruſalem on the 
right ſide of the mount of 


Otfence, which Solomon king 
01 


of Iſrael had built to Aſtaroth 
the idol of the Sidonians, and 
to Chamos the ſcandal of Mo- 
ab, and to Melchom the abo- 
mination of the children of 
Ammon, the king defiled. 

14 And he broke in pieces 
the ſtatues, and cut down the 
groves: and he filled ther 
places with the bones of dead 
men. 

15 Moreover the altar alſo, 
that was at Bethel, and the 
high place, which Jeroboam 
the ſon of Nabat, who made 
Iſrael to fin, had made: both 
the altar, and the high place 
he broke down, and burnt, 
and requc'd to powder, and 
burnt the grove. 

16 And as joſias turned 
himſelf, he ſaw there the ſe- 
pulchres, that were in the 
mount: and he ſent and took 
the bones out of the ſepul- 
chres, and burnt them upon 
thealtar, and defiled it accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord, 
which the man of God ſpoke, 
who had ſoretold theſe things. 

17 And he ſaid: What is 
that monument which | ſee ? 
And the men of that city an- 
ſwered: It is the ſepulchre of 
the man of God, who came 
from Juda, and foretold theſe 
things which thou haſt done 
upon the altar of Bethel. 

18 And he faid : Let him 
alone, let no man move his 
bones. So his bones were left 


untouched with the bones of 
L 3 
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'| which the kings of Iſtael had 


the prophet, that came out 
of Samara. 

19 Moreover all the tem- 
ples of the high places, which 


were in the cities of Samaria, 


made to provoke the Lord, 
Joſias took away: and he did 
to them according to all the 
acts, that he had done in Be- 
thel. 

20 And he ſlew all the 
prieſts of the high places, that 
were there, upon the altars : 
and he burnt men's bones up- 
on them: and returred to Je- 
ruſalem. 

21 And he commanded all 
the people, ſaying: Keep the 
phaſe to the Lord your God, 
according as it is written in 
the book of this covenant. 

22 Now thete was no ſuch 
a phaſe kept from the days 
of the judges, who judged 
Iſtael, nor in all the days of 
the kings of Iiracl, and of 
the kings of Juda, 

23 As was this phaſe that 
was kept to the Lord in Je- 
ruſalem, in the eighteenth 
year of king Joſias. 

24 Moreover thedivinersby 
ſpirits, and ſoothſavers, and 
the figures of 1dols, and the 
uncleanneſſes, and the abomi- 
nations, that had been in the 
land of Juda and jeruſalem, 
Joſias took away: that he 
might perform the words of 
the law, that were written in 


the book, which Heſcias the 
prieſt 
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prieſt had found in the tem- 


ple of the Lord. 


25 There was no king be- 
fore him like unto him, that 
returned to the Lord with all 
his heart, and with all his 
foul, and with all his ſtrength, 
according to all the law of 
Moſes : neither after him did 
there ariſe any like him. 

26 But yetthe Lord turned 
not away from the wrath of 
his great indignation, where- 
with his anger was kindled 
againſt Juda: becauſe of the 
provocations, wherewith Ma- 
naſſes had provoked him. 

27 And the Lord ſaid: I 
will remove Juda alſo from 
before my face, as I have re- 
moved Iſrael: and J will caſt 
off this city Jeruſalem, which 
I choſe, and the houſe, of 
which I ſaid : My name ſhall 
be there. 

28 Now the reſt of the 
acts of Johas, and all that he 
did, are they not written in 
the book of the words of the 
days of the kings of ſuda? 

29 In his days Pharao Ne- 
chao king of Egypt went up 
againſt the king of Aſſyria to 
the river Euphrates: and king 
Joſias went to meet him: and 
was ſlain at MHageddo, when 
he had ſeen him. 

20 And his fervants carri- 
ed him dead from Mageddo: 
and they brought him to Je- 
ruſalem, and buried him in 
his own ſepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Joa- 
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chaz the ſon of Joſias : and 
they anointed him, and made 
him king in his father's ſtead. 

31 Joachaz was three and 
twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 
three months in Jeruſalem: 
the name of his mother was 
Amital, the daughter of Je- 
remias of Lobna. 

32 And he did evil before 
the Lord, according to all that 
his fathers had done. 

3 And Pharao , Nechao 
bound him at Rebla, which 
is in the land of Emath, that 
he ſhould not reign in Jeru- 
falem: and he fet a fine upon 
the land, of a hundred ta- 
lents of filver, and a talent 
of gold. 

34 And Pharao Nechao 
made Eliacim the ſon of Jo. 
ſias king in the room of Jo- 
ſias his father : and turned 
his name to Joakim. And he 
took Joachaz away and car- 
ried him into Egypt, and he 
died there. 

And Joakim gave the 
ſilver and the gold to Pharao, 
after he had taxed the land 
for every man, to contribute 
according to the command- 
ment of Pharao: and he ex- 
acted both the ſilver and the 
gold of the people of the land, 
of every man according to 
his ability: to give it to Pha- 
rao Nechao. | 

36 Joakim was five and 
twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign: and he reigned 

eleven 
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eleven years in Jeruſalem : 
the name of his mother was 
Zebida the daughter of Pha- 
daja of Ruma. 

37 And he did evil before 
the Lord according to a!l that 
his fathers had done. 


CH A-P.. XXIV. 
The reign of Foakim, Jo- 
achin and Sedecias. 
I. his days Nabuchodono- 
ſor king of Babylon came 
up, and Joakim becaize his 
ſervant three years: then a- 
gain he rebelled againſt hun. 

2 And the Lord (ent againſt 
him (a) the rovers of the 
Chaldees, and the rovers of 
Syria, and the rovers of Mo- 
ab, and the rovers of the 
children of Ammon: and he 
ſent them againſt Juda, to de- 
{troy it, according to the word 
of the Lord, which he had 
ſpoken by his ſervants the 
prophets. 

3 And this came by the 
word of the Lord againſt Ju- 
da, to remove them from be- 
fore him for all the fins of 
Manaſſes which he did, 

4 And for the innocent 
blood, that he ſhed, filling Je- 
ruſalem with innocent blood: 
and therefore the Lord would 
not be appeaſed. 

5 But the reſt of the acts 
of Joakim, and all that he 
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did, are they not written in 
the book ot the words of the 
davs of the kings of Juda ? 
And Joakim ſlept with his fa- 
thers : 

6 And TJoachin his fon 
reigned in his ſtead. 

7 And the king of Egypt 
came not again any more out 
of his own country: for the 
king of Babylon had taken all 
that had belonged to the king 
of Egypt, from the river of 
Egypt, unto the river Eu- 
phrates. 

8 -Joachin was eighteen 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned three 
months in Jerufalem : the 
name of his mother was No- 
heſta the daughter of Elna- 
than of Jeruſalem. | 

9 And he did evil before 
the Lord, according to all that 
his father had done. 

10 At that time the ſer- 
vyants of Nabuchodonoſor king 
of Babylon came vp againſt 
Jeruſalem, and the city was 
ſurrounded with their forts. 

11 And Nabuchodonoſot 
king of Babylon came to the 
city with his ſervants to aſ- 
ſault it. 

12 And Joachin king of 
Juda went out to the king of 
Babylon, he and his mother, 
and his ſervants, and his no- 


| bles, and his eunuchs: and

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the king of Babylon received 
him in the eighth year of his 
reign. 
13. And he brought out 
from thence all the treaſures 
of the houſe of the Lord, and 
the treaſures of the king's 
houſe : and he cut in pieces 
all the veſſels of gold which 
Solomon king of Iſrael had 
made in the temple of the 
Lord, according to the word 
of the Lord. 

14 And he carried away 
all Jeruſalem, and all the 
pruices, and all the. yaliant 
men of the army, to the num- 
ber of ten thouſand into cap- 


tivity: and every artificer and 
engraver: and none were leſt, 


but the poor ſort of the peo- 
ple of the land. 

15 And he carried away 
loachin into Babylon, and the 
king's mother, and the king's 
wives, and his eunuchs: and 
the judges of the land he car- 
ried into captivity from Jeru- 
ſalem into Babylon.

19 And he did evil before 
the Lord, according to all 
that Joakim had done. 

20 For the Lord was an- 
gry againſt Jeruſalem and a- 
gainſt Juda, till he caſt them 
out from his face : and Sede- 
cias revolted from the king of 
Babylon. |

ND it came to paſs in 
the niath year of his 
reign, in the tenth month, 
the tenth day of the month, 
that Nabuchodonoſor king of 
Babylon, came, he and all his 
army againſt Jerafalem : and 
they ſurrounded it ; and raiſed 
works round about it. 

2 Andthe city was ſhut up 
and beſieged till the eleventh 
year of king Sedecias, 

3 The ninth day of the 
month: and a famine prevail- 
ed in the City, and there was 

no bread for the people of the 
land. 
4 And a breach was made 
into the city: and all the men 
of war fled in the night be- 
tween the two walls by the 


eleven years in Jeruſalem: the 


king's garden (now the Chal- 
dee s 
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dees beſieged the city round 
about) and Sedecias fled by 
the way, that leadeth to the 
plains of the wildernels. 

5 And the army of the 
Chaldees purſued after the 
king, and overtook him in the 
plains of Jericho : and all the 
warriors that were with him, 
were ſcattered, and left him. 

6 So they took the king, 
and brought him to the king 
of Babylon to Reblatha, and 
be gave judgment upon him. 

2 he flew the denn of 
Sedecias before his face, and 
he put out hiseyes, and bound 
him with chains, and brought 
him to Babylon, 

8 In the fifth month, the 
ſeventh day of the month, 
the ſame is, the nineteenth 
year of the king of Babylon, 
came Nabuꝛardan commander 
of the army, a ſervant of the 
king of Babylon, into Jeruſa- 
em. 

9 And ke burnt the houſe 
of the Lord, and the king's 
houſe, and the houſes of fe- 
rulalem, and every great 
houſe he burnt with tire. 

10 And all the army of 
the Chaldees, which was with 
the conunander of the troops, 
broke down the walls of je- 
ruſalem round about. 

rt And Nabuzardan the 
commander of the army, car- 
ried away the reſt of the peo- 
ple that remained in the city, 
and the fugitives, that had 
gone over to the king of _ 

5 
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bylon, and the remnant of 
the common people. 

12 But of the poor of the 
land he left ſome dreffers of 
vines and huſbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of braſs 
that were in the temple of the 
Lord, and the baſes, and the 
{ea of braſs, which was in the 
houſe of the Lord, the Chal- 
dees broke in pieces, and car- 
ried all the braſs of them to 
Babylon. 

14 They took away alſo 
the pots of braſs, and the ma- 
zers, and the forks, and the 
cups, and the mortars, and 
all the veſſels of braſs, with 
which they miniſtered. 

15 Moreover alto the cen- 
ſers, and the bowls, ſuch as 
were of gold in gold: and 
ſuch as were of ſilver in 
ſilver, the general took a- 
way. 

16 That is, two pillars, 
one ſea, and the baſes which 
Solomon had made in the tein- 
ple of the Lord: the braſs of 
all theſe veſſels was without 
weight. 

17 One pillar was eigh- 
teen cubits high: and the 
chapiter of braſs which was 
upon it was three cubits high: 
and the net-work, and the 
pomegranates that were upon 
the chapiter of the pillar, 
were all of braſs: and the ſe- 
cond pillar had the like adorn- 
ing. | :

31 And Mathathias a Le- 
vite, the firſt-born of Sellum 
the Corite, was overſeer of 


ſuch things, as were fried in 


the frying-pan.

33 Theſe are the chief of

34 The heads of the Le- 
vites, princes in their families, 
abode in feruſalem. 

5 And in Gabaon dwelt 
Jehiel the father of Gabaon, 
and the name of his wife was 
Maacba. 

26 His ſirſt- born ſon Ab- 
don, and Sur, and Cis, and 
Baal, and Ner, and Nadab,

O W the Philitines 

fought againſt Iſrael, 
and the men of Ifrael fled 
from before the Philiſtines, 
and fell down wounded in 
mount Gelboe. 

2 And the Philiſtines drew 
near purſuing after Saul, and 
his ſons, and they killed Jo- 
nathan, and Abinadab, and 
Rlelchiſua the ſons of Saul. 

3 And the battle grew hard 
againſt Saul, and the archers 
reached hun, and wounded 
him with arrows. 

4 And Saul faid to his ar- 
mour- bearer: Draw thy ſword, 
and kill me: left theſe uncir- 
cumciſed come, and mock 
me. Put his armour-bearer 
would not, for he was {truck 
with fear: ſo Saul took his 
ſword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when Ni armour- 
bearer ſaw it, to wit, that 


Saul was dead, he allo fell 


upon his {word, and died, 

6 So Saul died, and his 
three ſons, and all his houſe 
fell together. 

7 And when the men of 
Iſtael, that dwelt inthe plains, 
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ſaw this, they fled : and Sau! 
and his tons being dead, they 
for ſook their cities, and were 
{cattered up and down : and 
the Philiſtines came, and 
dwelt in them. 

8 And the next day the 
Philiſtines taking away the 
tpoils of them that were ſlain, 
found Saul and his ſons lying 
on mount Gelboe. 

9 And when they had ſtrip- 
ped him, and cut off his head, 
and taken away his armour, 
they ſent it into their land, to 
be carried about, and ſnewed 
in the temples of the idols, 
and to the people. 

10 And his armour they 
dedicated in the temple of their 
god, and his head they faſten- 
ed up in the temple of Dagon. 

11 And when the men of 
Jabes Galaad had heard thus, 
to wit, all that the Philictines 
had done to Saul, 

12 All the valiant men of 
them aroſe, and took the bo- 
dies of Saul and of his ſons, 
and brought them to Jabes, 
and Þuiied their bones under 
the oak, that was in Jabes, 
and they faſted ſeven days.

HE N all Iſrael gather- 

ed themſeves to Da- 
vid in Hebron, ſaying: We 
are thy bone, and thy fleſh. 

2 Yeſterday alſo, and the 
day before when Saul was 
king, thou waſt he that lead- 
edſt out and broughteſt in Iſ- 
rael: for the Lord thy God 
ſaid to thee : Thou ſhalt feed 
my people Iftac], and thou 
ſhalt be ruler over them. 

3 So all the ancients of Iſ- 
tael came to the king to He- 
bron, and David made a cove- 
nant with them before the 
Lord : and they anointed him 
king over Ifrael, according to 
the word of the Lord, which 
he ſpoke in the hand of Sa- 
muel. 

4 And David and all Iſrael 
went to Jerufalem,whichis je- 
bus, where the Jebuſites were 
the inhabitants of the land. 

5 And the inhabitants of 
Tebus, ſaid to David: Thou 
malt not come in here. But 
David took the caſtle of Sion, 
which is the city of David, 

6 And he ſaid: Whoſocver 
ball firſt ſtrike rhe Jebuſites, 
mall be the head and chief 
captain. And Joab the fon of 
dar via went up firtt, and was 
made the general. 

7 And David dwelt in the 
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caſtle, and therefore it was 
called the City of David. 

8 And he built the city 
round about from Mello ail 
round, and Joab built the eſt 
of the city. 

9 And David went on grow- 
ing and increaſing, and the 
Lord of hoſts was with him. 

10 Theſe are the chief of 
the valiant men of David, 
who helped hin to be made 
king over all Iſtael. according 
to the word of the Lord, 
which he ſpoke to Iſrael. 

11 And this is the number 
of the heroes of David: Jeſ- 
baam the ſon of Hachamoni 
the chief among the thirty: 
he lifted up his tpear againſt 
three hundred wounded by 
him at one time. | ; 

12 And after him was Ele- 
azar his uncie's ſon the Aho- 
hite, who was one of the 
three mighties. 

13 He was with David in 
Pheſdomim, when the Phili(- 
tines were gathered to that 
place to battle: and the field 
of that country was full of 
barley, and the people fled 
from before the Philiſtines. 

14 But theſe men ſtood in 
the 1:41dit of the field, and de- 
tended it: ard they flew the 
Philiſtines, and the Lord gave 
a great deliverance to his peo- 

le, | 
; 15 Andthree of the thirty 
captains went down to the 
rock, where David was, to the 
cave of Odallam, when the 
Phi- 
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Philiſtines encamped in the 
valley of Raphaim. 

16 And David was then in 
a hold, and the garriſon of the 
Philiſtines in Bethlehem. 

17 And David longed, and 
ſaid: O that ſome man would 
give me water of the ciſtern 
of Bethlehem, which is in 
the gate. 

18 And theſe three broke 
through the midſt of the camp 
of the Philiftines, and drew 
water out of the ciſtern of 
Bethlehem, which was in the 
gate, and brought it to David 
to drink : and he would not 
drink of it, but rather offered 
it to the Lord, 

19 Say ing: God forbid that 
I ſhould do this in the fight of 
my God, and ſhould drink 
the blood of theſe men: for 
with the danger of their lives 
they have brought me the 
water. And therefore he 
would not drink. Theſe things 
did the three moſt valiant. 

20 And Abilai the brother 
of Joab, he was cluef of three, 
and he lifted up his ſpear 
againſt three hundred whom 
he flew, and he was renowned 
among the three. 

21 And illuſtiious among 
the ſecond three, and their 
captain: but yet he attained 
not to the firſt three. 


22 Banaias the ſon of Jo- | 
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Cabſeel, who had done many 
acts: he flew the (a) two ariel; 
of Moab: and he went down, 
and killed a lion in the midſt 
of a pit in the time of ſnow. 

23 And he ſle an Egyptian, 
whoſe ſtature was of hve cy- 
bits, and who had a ſpear like 
a weaver's beam: and he went 
down to him with a ſtaff, and 
11 77 away the ſpear, that 

e held in his hand, and flew 
him with his own ſpear. 

24 Theſe things did Banaias 
the ſon of Joiada, who wa 
renowned among the three va- 
liant ones, a 

25 And the firſt among the 
thirty, but yet to the firf 
three he attained not: and Da- 
vid made him of his counſel. 

26 Moreover the moſt va- 
liant men of the army, were 
Aſahel brother of Joab, and 
Elchanan the fon of his uncle 
of Bethlehem, 

27 Sammoth an Arorite, 
Helles a Phalonite, 

28 Ira the fon of Acces: 
Thecuite, Abiezer an Ana-

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potamia, and out of Siria of 
Maacha, and out ef Soba. 

7 And they hired two and 
thirty thouſand chariots, and 
the king of Maacha, with his 
people. And they came and 
camped over againſt Medaba. 
And the children of Ammon 
gathered theinſelves together 
out of their cities, and came 
to battle. 

8 And when David heard 
of it he ſent Joab, and all the 
army of valiant men: 

9 And the children of Am- 
mon came out and put their 
army in array before the gate 
of the city: and the kings, 
that were come to their aid, 
ſtood apart in the field, 

10 Wherefore Joab under- 
ſtanding that the battle was ſet 
againtt him before and behind, 
choſe out the braveſt men of 
all Iſrael, and marched againſt 
the Syrians. 

11 And the reſt of the peo- 
ple he delivered into the hand 
of Abiſai his brother and they 
went againſt the children of 
Ammon, 

12 And he faid : if the 8 y- 
rians be too ſtrong for me, 
then thou ſhalt help me : But 
if the children of Ammon be 
too ſtrong for thee, I will help 
thee. 5 

13 Be of good courage and 
let us behave ourſelves man- 
fully for our people, and for 
the cities of our God: and 
the Lord. will do that which 
is good in his ſight. 8 

14 80 
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14 So Joab and the people | at the time that kings go out 


againſt the Sytians to the bat- 


tle: and he put them to flight. 

15 And the children of 
Ammon ſeeing that the Syri- 
ans were fled, they likewiſe 
fled from Abiſai his brother, 
and went into the city: and 
Joab alſoteturnedto Jeruſalem. 

16 But the Syrians ſeeing 
that they had fallen before Iſ- 
rael, ſent meſſengers, and 
brought to them the Syrians 
that were beyond the river: 
and Sophach, general of the 
army of Adarezer, was their 
leader. 

17 And it was told David, 
and he gathered together all 
Ifrael, and paſſed the Jordan, 
and came upon them, and put 
his army in arrayagainſt them, 
and they fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled be- 
fore Iſrael: and David flew 
of the Syrians ſeven thouſand 
chariot men, and forty thou- 
ſand {ootmen, and Sophach 
the general of the army. 

19 And when the ſervants 
of Adarezer ſaw themſelves 
overcome by Iſrael, they went 
over toDavid, and ſerved him: 
and Syria would not help the 
children of Ammon any more. 


CHAT. AS.

N D it came to paſs af- 
ter the coui ſe oi a year, 


:0 battle, Joab gathered toge- 
acer an army and the ſtrength 
of the troops and waſted the 
land of the children of Am- 
mon: and went and belieged 
Rabba. But David ſaid at Je- 
ruſalem, when Joab ſmote 
Rabba, and deſtroyed it. 

2 And David took the 
crown of Melchom from his 
head, and found 1n it a talent 
weight of gold, and moſt pre- 
cious ſtones and he made him- 
lelf a diadem of it: he took 
alſo the ſpoils of the city 
which were very great. ; 
3 And the people that were 
therein he brought out: and 
made harrows, and ſleads, and 
chariots of iron to go over 
them, ſo that they were cut 
and bruiſed to pieces: In this 
manner David dealt with all 
the cities of the children of 
Ammon: and he returned 
wich all his people to Jeruſa- 
lem. 

4 After this there aroſe a 
war at Gazer againſt the Phi- 
liſtines: in which Sabachai 
the Huſathite ſlew Saphai of 
the race of Raphaim, and 
humbled them. 

5 Another battle alſo was 
fought againſt the Philiſtines 
in Which Adeodatus the ſon 
of Saltus a Bethlehemite flew 
the brother of Goliath the Ge- 
thite, the ſtaff of whote ſpear 
was like a weavet's beam. 


6 There was another battle 
| alſo

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alſo in Geth, in which there 
was a man of great ſtature, 
whoſe fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, fix on each 
hand and foot: who alſo was 
born of the ſtock of Rapha. 
7 He reviled Iſrael: but 
ſonathan the ſon ot Samaa 
the brother of David flew 
him. "Theſe were the ſons of 
Rapha in Geth, who fell by 
the hand of David and his 


iervants.

tence: which ceaſeib upon 
His offering-/acrifice in the 


threſbing floom of Ornun.

3 And Joab anſwered: 
The Lord make his people a 
hundred times more than they 
are: but my lord the king are 
they not all thy ſervants? why 
doth my lord ſeek this thing, 
which may be unputed as a 
ſin to Iſrael? 
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4 But the king's word ra- 
ther prevailed : and Joab de- 
arted, and went through al! 
tact: and returned to Jeru- 
ſalem. 

5 And he gave David the 
number of them, whom he 
had ſurveyed: and all (a) the 
number ot Iſrael was found to 
be eleven hundred thouſand 
men that drew the {word : 
and of Juda four hundred 
and ſeventy thouſand fighting 
men. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin 
he did not number: for Joab 
unwillingly executed the 
king's orders. 

7 And God was diſpleaſ- 
ed with this thing that was 
commanded: and he ſtruck 
Ifrael. 

8 And David faid to God: 
I have finned exceedingly in 
doing this: I beſeech thee 
take away the iniquity of thy 
ſervant, for I have done fool- 
iſhly. 

9 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Gad the Seer of David, ſay- 
ing:

12 Either (5) three years 
famine: or three months to 
fee from thy enemies, and 
not to be able to efcape their 
word: or three days to have 
tae iword of the Lord, and 
peſtilence in the land, and the 
Angel of the Lord deſtroying 
in all the coaſts of Iſrael: now 
therefore fee what I ſhall an- 
{wer him, that ſent me. 

13 And David ſaid to Gad: 
I am on every ſide in a great 
ſtrait: but it is better for me 
to tall into the hands of the 
Lord, for his mercies are ma- 
ny, than into the hands of men. 

14 So the Lord ſent a peſ- 
tilence upon Iſracl. And there 
tell of Itrael ſeventy thouſand 
men.

23 And Ornan ſaid to Da- 
vid: Take it, and let my 
lord the king do all that plea- 
ſeth him: and moreover the 
oxen alſo l give for a holocauſt, 
and the diays for wood, and 
the wheat tor the ſacriſice: I 
will give it all willingly, 

24 And king David faid to 
him: It ſhall not be fo, but I 
will give thee money as much 
as it is worth: for I mutt not 
take it from thee, and fo of- 
fer to the Lord holocauſts free- 
coſt. 

25 So David gave to Or- 
nan for the place, (4) ſix hun- 


dred ficles of gold of juſt 


weight. 
26 And he built there an 
altar to the Lord: and he of- 


tered holocauſts, and peace- 
ofterings, and he called upon 
the Lord, and he heard him 
by ſending fre from heaven 
upon the altar of the holo- 
cauſt. 

27 And the Lord com- 
manded the Angel: and he 
put up his ſword again into 
the ſheath. 


28 And David, ſeeing 
that the Lord had heard him 
in the threſhing-floor of Or- 
nan the Jebufite, forthwith 
oftered victims there, 

29 But the tabernacle of 
the Lord, which Moſes made 
in the defart, and the altar of 
holocauſts, was at that time in 
the high-place of Gabaon. 

30 And David could not 
go to the altar there to pray 
to God: for he was ſeized 
with an exceeding great fear, 
ſecing the ſword of the Angel 
of the Lord.

5 And David faid: Solo- 


mon my ſon is very young 


and tender, and the houſe 


which 1 would have to be 


built to the Lord, muſt be 
tuch as to be renowned in all 
countries: therefore I will 
prepare him neceſſaries. And 
therefore before his death he 
prepared all the charges. 

6 And he called for Solo- 
mon his ſon: and commanded 
him to build a houſe to the 
Lord the God of Iſrael. 

7 And David faid to Solo- 
mon: my ſon, it was my de- 
fire to have built a houſe to 
the name of the Lord my 
God. 

8 But the word of the 
Lord came to me, faying: 
Thou haſt ſhed much blood, 
and fought many battles, ſo 
thou canſt not build a houſe 
to my name, after ſhedding 
ſo much blood before me: 

9 But a fon, that ſhall be 
born to thee, ſhall be a man 
of reſt and quiet: for I will 
make him reſt from all his 
enemies round about: and 
therefore he ſhall be called 
Peaceable: and I will give 
peace and quietneſs to Iſrael 
all his days. 

10 He ſhall build a houſe 
to my name, and he ſhall be 
2 ſon to me, and I will be 
a father to Fim: and I will 


eſtabliſh the throne of hisking- 
dom over Iſrael for ever. 

11 Now then, my ſon, the 
Lord be with thee, and do 
thou proſper, and build the 
houſe to the Lord thy God, 
as he hath ſpoken of thee. 

12 The Lord alſo give thee 
wiſdom and underttanding, 
that thou mayſt be able to 
rule Iſrael, and to keep the 
law of the Lord thy God. 

13 For then thou ſhalt be 
able to proſper, if thou keep 
the commandments, and judg- 
ments, which the Lord com- 
manded Moſes to teach Iſrael: 
take courage and act manfully, 
fear not, nor be diſmayed. 

14 Behold I in my pover- 
ty have prepared the charges 
of the houſe of the Lord, of 
gold a hundred thouſand ta- 
lents, and of ſilver a million 
of talents: but of braſs, and 
of iron there is no weight, 
for the abundance ſur Aeth 
all account: timber alſo and 
ſtones I have prepared for all 
the charges. 

15 Thou haſt alſoworkmen 
in abundance, hewers of 
ſtones, and maſons, and car- 
penters, and of all trades the 
moſt ſkilful in their work, 

16 In gold, and in ſilver, 
and in braſs, and in iron, 
whereof there is no number. 
Ariſe then, and be doing, and 
the Lord will be with thee. 

17 David alſo charged all 
the pfinces of Iſrael, to help 
Solomon his ſon. 


13 Saying 
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18 Saying: You ſee, that 
the Lord your God is with 
you, and hath given you reſt 
round about, and hath deli- 
vered all your enemies into 
your hands, and the land 1s 
ſubdued before the Lord, and 
before his people. 

19 Give therefore your 
hearts and your fouls, to ſeek 
the Lord your God: and a- 
rite, and build a ſanQtuary to 
the Lord God, that the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, 
and the veſſels conſecrated to 
the Lord, may be brought in- 
to the houſe, which is built 
to the name of the Lord.

ND David being old 
and fu!! of days, made 
Solomon his ſon king over

3 And the Levites were 
numbered from the age of 
thirty years, and upwards: 
and there were found of them 
thirty _ thouſand men. 

4 Ot theſe twenty four 
thouſand were choſen, and di- 
{tributed unto the miniſtry of 
the houſe of the Lord: and 
ix thouſand were the over- 
ſeets and judges. 

5 Moreover four thouſand 
were porters: and as —_

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ſingers ſinging to the Lord 
with the inſtruments, which 
David had made to ſing with. 

6 And David diſtributed 
them into courſes by the fa- 
milies of the ſons of Levi, to 
wit, of Gerſon, and of Caath, 
and of Merar1. 

7 The ſons of Gerſon: 
were Leedan, and Semel. 

8 The ſons of Leedcan: 
the chief lahiel, and Zethan, 
and Joel, three. 

The ſons of Semei: Sa- 
lomith, and Hoſiel, and Aran, 
three: theſe were the heads 
of the families of Leedan. 

10 And the ſons of Senic: : 
were Leheth, and Ziza, and 
Jaus, and Baria: theſe were 
| the ſons of of Semei, four. 

11 And Leheth was the 
firſt, Ziza the ſecond : bur 
Jaus and Baria had not mary 
children, and therefore they 
vere counted in ons family, 
and in one houſe. 

12 The ſons of Caath: 
were Amram, and Illaar, He- 
bron, and Ozel, four. 

13 The ſons of Amntam. 
Aaron, and Mofes. And Aa- 
ron was ſeparated to tuiniſte: 
in the Holy of Holigs, he and 
his ſons ſor ever, aud to burn 
incenſe before the Lord ac- 
cording to his ceremonies, and 
to bleſs his name for ever. 

14 The ſons alto of Moſes : 
the man of God were num- 
bered in the tribe of Levi. 

15 The ſons of Moſes 


were Gerſom and Eliezer: 
3 _ . 
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16 The ſons of Gerſom: 
Sabuel the firſt. 

17 And the ſons of Eli- 
ezer were: Rohobia the 
firſt: and Eltezer had no 
more ſons. But the ſons of 
Rohobia were multiplied ex- 
ceedingly. 

18 The ſons of Iſaar: Sa- 
lomith the firſt. 

19 The ſons of Hebron: 
Jeriau the firſt, Amarias the 
tecond, Jahaziel the third, 
Jecmaam the fourth. 

20 The ſons of Oriel: 
Micka the firſt, Jeſia the ſe- 
cond. 

21 The ſons of Mera): 
Moholi, and Muſi. The {ons 
of Moholi: Eleazar and Cis. 

22 And Eleazar died, and 
had no ſons but daughters: 
and the ſons of Cis their bre- 
thren took them. 

23 The ſons of Muſt : Mo- 
holt, and Eder, and Jerunoth, 
three. 

24 Theſe are the ſons of 
Levi in their kiadreds and fa- 
milies, princes by their courſes, 
aud the number of every head 
that did the works of the mi- 
niſtery of the houſe of the 
Lord from twenty years old 
and upward. 

25 For David ſaid: The 
Lord the God of Iſrael hath 
given reſt to his people, and 
a babitation in Jeruſalem for 
ever. 

26 And it ſhall not be the 
office of the Levites to carry 
any more the tabernacle, and 


all the veſſels for the ſervice 
thereof. 

27 So according to the laſt 
precepts of David the ſons of 
Levi are to be numbered from 
twenty years old and upward. 

28 And they are to be un- 
der the hand of the ſons of 
Aaron for the ſervice of the 
houſe of the: Lord, in the 
porches, and in the chambers, 
and in the place of purificati- 
on, and in the ſanctuary, and 
in all the works of the mi- 
niſtery of the temple of the 
Lord. 

29 And the prieſts have 
the charge of the loaves of 
propoſition, and of the facri- 
tice of fine flour, and of the 
unleavened cakes, and of the 
irying-pen, and of the roalt- 
ing, and of every weight and 
meaſure, *' 

30 And the Levites are to 


mand in the morning to give 


thanks, and to ling praiſes to 
the Lord: and in like manner 
in the evening, 


31 As well in the oblation 


of the holocauſts of the Lord, 
as in the ſabbaths and in the 
new moons, and the reſt of 
the ſolemnities, according to 
the number, and ceremonies 
preſcribed for every thing, 
continually before the Lord. 

32 And let them keep the 
obſervances of the tabernacle 
of the covenant, and the cere- 
monies of the ſanctuary, and 
the charge of the ſons of Aa- 
ron their brethren, that they 


may 
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may miniſter in the houſe of 
the Lord. 


C. HAP. XXIV. 


The diviſions of the prieſts int® 
four and twenty courſes, 10 
ferve in the temple the 
chiefs of the Levites. 

O W theſe were the di— 
viſions of the ſons of 

Aaron: The ſons of Aaron: 

Nadab, and Abiu, and Ele- 

azar, and Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abiu died 
before their father, and had 
no children: ſo Eleazar, and 
Ithamar did the office of prieſt- 
hood. | 

3 And David diftributed 
them, that 1s, Sadoc of the 
ſons of Eleazar, and Ahime- 
lech of the ſons of Ithamar, 
according to their courſes and 
miniſtry. 

4 And there were found 
many more of the {ons of E- 
leazar among the principal 
men, than of the ſons of I- 
thamar. And he divided them 
ſo, that there were of the ſons 
of Eleazar, ſixteen chief men 
by their families: and of the 
ſons of Ithamar eight by their 
families and houſes. 

5 And he divided both the 
families one with the other by 
lot: for there were princes of 
the ſanctuary, and princes of 
God, both of the ſons of 
Eleazar, and- of the ſons of 
Ithamar. 

6 And Semeias the ſon of 
Nathanael the ſcribe a Levite, 
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wrote them down beſore the 
king and the princes, and Sa- 
doc the prieſt, and Ahimelech 
the ſon'of Abiathar, and Le- 
fare the princes of the ptieſtly 
and Levitical families: ore 
houſe, which was over the 
reſt, of Eleazar: and another 
houſe, which had the reſt un- 
der it, of Ithainar. 

7 Now the firſt lot caine 
forth to -Joiarib, the ſecond 
to ſedei, | 

8 The third to Harim, the 
fourth to Seorim, 

9 The fifth to Melchia, 
the ſixth to Maiman, 

10 The ſeventh to Accos, 
the eighth to Abia, 

11 The ninth to Jeſua, 
the tenth to Sechenga, 

12 The eleventh to Eliaſib, 
the tweltth to Jacim, 

13 The thirteenth to Hop- 
pha, the fourteenth to Iſbaab, 

14 The fifteenth to Belga, 
the ſixteenth to Emmer, 

15 The ſeventeenth to He- 
zit, the cighteenth to Aphſes, 

16 The nineteenth to Phe- 
teia, the twentieth to Heze-

21 And over the half tribe 
of Manaſſes in Galaad, Jaddo 
the ſon of Zacharias: and 
over Benjamin, ſaſiel the ſon 
of Abner.

28 And over the olive- 
yards and the fig-groves, which 
were m the plains, was Bala- 
nam a Gederite: and over the 
oil cellars, Joas. 

29 And over the heards 
that fed in Saron, was Setrai 
a Saronite: and over the oxen

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30 And over the camels, U- 
bil an Iſmahelite: and over the 
aſſes, Jadias a Meronathite : 

31 And over the ſheep Ja- 
ziz an Agarene. All theſe, 
were the rulers of the ſub- 
ſtance of king David. 

* 32 And Jonathan David's 
uncle, was a counſellor, a wiſe 
and learned man: he and Ja- 
hiel the fon of Achamoni 
were with the king's ſons. 

33 And Achitophe! was the 
king's counſellor, and Chuſai 
the Arachite, was the king's 
triend.

A ND David aſſembled 
all the chief men of 11- 
Tael, the princes of the tribes, 
and the captains of the com- 
panies, who waited on the 
king: and the captains over 
thouſands, and over hundreds, 
ard them that had the charge 
over the ſubſtance and poſſeſ- 
ſions of the king, and his 
ſons with the ofhcers of the 
court, and the men of power, 
and all the braveſt of the ar- 

my at Jeruſalem. 

2 And the king riſing up, 
and ſtanding ſaid: Hear me 


my brethren, and my people: 


I had a thought to have built 
a houſe, in which the ark of 
the Lord, and the foot-ſtool of 
our God might reſt; and I 
prepared all things tor the 
building. 

3 And God ſaid to me: 
Thou ſhalt not build a houſe to 
my name : becauſe thou art a 
man of war, and haſt ſhed 
blood. 

4 But the Lord Gold of 
[frael_chole me of all the 
houſe of my father, to be king 
over Iſrael for ever: for of 
Juda he choſe the princes: 
and of the houſe of Juda, my 
father's houſe: and among 
the ſons of my father, it plea- 
ied him to chooſe me king 
over al! lfrael. 

Aud among my ſons 
(for the Lord hath given me 
many ſons) he hath choſen So- 
lomon my ſon, to fit upon the 
throne of the kingdom of the 
Lord over Iſrael, | 

6 And he faid to me: So- 
lomon thy ſon ſhall build my 
houſe, and my courts: for I 
have choſen him to be my ſon, 
and I will be a father to him. 

7 And will eſtabliſh his 
kingdom for ever, if he con- 
tinue to keep my command- 
ments, and my judgments, as 
at this day. f 

8 Now then before all the 
aſſembly of Iſrael, in the hear- 
ing of our God, keep ye, and 
ſeek all the commandmeuts 
of the Lord our God: that 
you - may polleſs this good 


land, 
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land, and may leave it to your 
children after you for ever. 

9 And thou my ton Solo- 
mon, know the God of thy 
father, and ſerve him with a 
perfect heart, and a willing 
mind: for the Lord ſearch- 
eth all hearts, and underſtand- 
eth all the thou ghts of minds. 
If thou ſeek In thou ſhalt 
find him: but if thou forſake 
him he will catt thee oft tor 
ever. 

10 Now therefore ſeeing 
the Lord hath choſen thee to 
build the houſe of is ſanctu- 
ary, take courage, and do dit. 

11 And David gave to 
Solomon his ſon a deſcription 
of the porch, and of the 
temple, and of the treaſutes, 
and of the upper floor, and of 
the inner chambers, and of

12 As allo of all the courts, 
which he had in his thought,

for all the works of the houſe 
of the Lord, and for all the 
veſſels of the ſervice of the 
temple of the Lord. 

14 Gold by weight for 
every veſſel for the miniſtery. 
And filver by weight accord- 
ing to the diverſityot the veſ- 
ſels and uſes. 


15 He gave alſo gold 
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the golden candleſticks, and 
their lamps, according to the 
dimenſions of every candle- 
ſuck, and the lamps thereof, 
In like manner alfo he gave ſil- 
ver by weight for the ſilver 
candleſticks, and for their 
lamps according to the diver- 


ſity of the dimenſions of them. 


16 He gave alſo gold for 
the tables of propoſition, ac- 
cording to the diverſity of the 
tables: in like manner alſo ſil- 
ver for other tables of ſilver. 

17 For fleſh hooks alſo, 
and bowls, and cenſers of fine 
gold, and for little lions of 
gold, according to the mea- 
fure he gave gold by weight, 
for every lion, In like man- 
ner alſo for lions of ſilver he 
ſet aſide a different weight of 
ſilver. 

18 And for the altar of in- 
cenſe, he gave the pureſt gold: 
and to make the likeneſs of 
the chariot of the Cherubims 
ſpreacing their wings, and 
covering the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord. 

19 All theſe things, ſaid he, 
came to me written by the 
hand of the Lord: that I 
might underſtand all the works 
of this pattern. 

20 And David faid to Salo- 
mon his ſon: Act like a man, 
and take courage, and do: 
fear not, and be not diſmayed: 
for the Lord my God will 
be with thee, and will not 
leave thee, nor forſake thee, 
till thou haſt haithed all the 

work 


work for the ſervice of the 
houſe of the Lord. 

21 Behold the courſes of 
the prieſts and the Levites, for 
every miniſtery of the houſe 
of the Lord, ſtand by thee, 
and are ready, and both the 

rinces, and the people know 
ow to execute all thy com- 
mandments. 


C HAP. XXIX. 


David by word and example 
encourageth the princes to 
contribute liberally to the 
building of the temple. His 
thankſgiving, prayer, and 
ſacrifices : his death. 


ND king David faid to 
all the aſſembly : Solo- 
mon niyſon, whom alone God 
hath choſen, is as yet young 
and tender : and the work 1s 
great; for a houſe is prepared 
not for man, but for God. 

2 And I with all my abi- 
lity have prepared the expen- 
ces for the houſe of my God. 
Gold for veſſels of gold, and 
filver for veſſels of filver, braſs 
for things of braſs, iron for 
things i. "He wood for things 
of wood : and onyx-ſtones, 
and ftones like alabaſter, and 
of divers colours, and all man- 
ner of precious ſtones, and 
marble of Paros in great 
abundance : 

3 Now over and above the 
things which I have offered 
into the houſe of my God, I 
give of my own proper goods, 
gold and ſilver for the temple

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of my God, beſide what 


| 1 5 I have prepared tor 


the holy houſe. 

4 Three thouſand talents 
of gold of the gold of Ophir : 
and ſeven thouſand talents of 
refined ſilver, to overlay the 
walls of the temple. 

5 And gold for whereſo- 
ever there 1s need of gold: 
and ſilver for whereſoeverthere 
isneed of filver, for the works 
to be made by the hands of the 
artificers : now if any man is 
willing to offer, let him fill 
his hand to day, and offer 
what he pleaſeth to the Lord. 

6 Then the heads of the 
families, and the princes of 
the tribes of Ifrael, and the 
captains of thouſands, and of 
hundreds, and the overſeers of 
the king's poſſeſſions promiſed. 

7 And they gave for the 
works of the houſe of the 
Lord, of gold, five thouſand 
talents, and ten thouſand ſo- 
lids: of ſilver ten thouſand 
talents, and of braſs eighteen 
thouland talents: and of iron 
a hundred thouſand talents. 

8 And all they that had 
precious ſtones, gave them to 
the treaſures of the houſe of 
the Lord, by the hand of Ja- 
hiel the Gerſonite. 

9 And the people rejoiced, 
when they promiſed their of- 
ferings willingly : becauſe they 
offered them to the Lord with 
all their heart: and David the 
king rejoiced alſo with a great 


Oy. | 
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10 And he bleſſed the Lord 
before all the multitude, and 
he faid: Bleſſed art thou O 
Lord the God of Iſrael our fa- 
ther from eternity to eternity. 

11 Thine O Lord, is mag- 
nificence, and power, and glo- 
ry, and victory: and to thee 
is praiſe: for all that is in 
heaven, and in earth, is thine: 
thine is the kingdom O Lord, 
and thou art above all princes. 

12 Thine are riches, and 
thine is glory: thou haſt do- 
minion over all, in thy hand 
is power and might: in thy 
hand greatneſs, and the em- 
pire of all things. 

13 Now therefore our God 
we give thanks to thee, and 
we praiſe thy glorious name. 

14 Who am I, and what 
is my people, that we ſhould 
de able to promiſe thee all 
theſe things? all things are 
thine: and we have only given 
thee what we received of thy 
hand. 

15 For we are ſojourners 
before thee, and ſtrangers, as 
were all our fathers. Our 
days upon earth are as a ſha- 
dow, and there is no ſtay. 

16 O Lord our God, all 
this ſtore that we have pre- 
pared to build thee a houſe for 
thy holy name, is from thy 
hand, and all things are thine. 

17 I know my God that 
thou proveſt hearts, and loveſt 
ſimplicity, wherefore I alſo in 
the ſimplicity of my heart, 
have joytully offered all theſe 
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things : and I have ſeen with 
great joy, thy people which 
are here preſent, offer thee 
their offerings. ; 

18 O Lord God of Abra- 
ham, and of Iſaac, and of 
Iirael our fathers, keep for 
ever this will of their hearts, 
and tet this mind remain al- 
ways for the worthip of thee. 

19 And give to Solomon 
my ſon a perfect heart, that 
he may keep thy command- 
ments, thy teſtimonies, and 
thy ceremonies, and do all 
theſe things: and build the 
houſe, for which I have pro- 
vided the charges. 

20 And David command- 
ed all the afſembly, ſaying - 
Bleſs ye the Lord our God. 
And all the aſſembly bleſſed 
the Lord the God of their 
fathers : and they bowed 
themſelves, and worſhipped 
God, and then the king. 

21 And they ſacrificed 
victims to the Lord: and they 
offered holocauſts the next 
day, a thouſand bullocks, a 
thouſand rams, and a thou- 
ſand lambs, with their liba- 
tions, and with every thing 
preſcribed moſt abundantly 
for all Iſrael. | 

22 And they eat, and drank 
before the Lord that day with 
great joy. And they anoint- 
ed the ſecond time Solomon 
the fon of David. And they 
anointed him to the Lord to 
be prince, and Sadoc to be 


high prieſt,

23 And Solomon ſat on 
the throne of the Lord as king 
inſtead of David his father, 
and he pleaſed all: and all Iſ- 
rael obeyed him.

lomon the king. 
25 And the Lord. magni- 
hed Solomon over all Iſrael : 
and gave him the glory of a 
reign, ſuch as no king of Iſ- 
Tac] had before him. 

26 eo David the ſon of Iſai 
reigned over all Iſtael. 

27 And the days, that he 
reigned over Iſrael, were forty 
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[years : in }leb:on he reigned 


ſeven years, and in Jeruſalem 
three and thirty years. 

28 And he died in a good 
age, full of days, and riches, 
and gloiy. And Solomon his 
fon reigned in his f{t2ad. 

29 Now the acts of king 
David firit and laſt are written 
in the book of Samuel the 
ſeer, and in the book of Na- 
than the prophet, and in the 
book of Gad the ſeer: 

30 And of all his reign, 
and his valour, and of the 
times that paſſed under him, 
either in Iſrael, or in al! the 
kingdoms df the countries.

the fon of Hur had made, was 
there before the tabernacle of 
the Lord: and Solomon and 
all the aſſembly ſought it: 

6 And Solomon went up 
thither to the brazen altar, 
before the tabernacle of the 
covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up on it a thouſand 
victims. 

7 Ard behold that night 
God appeared to him, ſoying: 
Aſk what thou wilt that J 
ſhould give thee. 

8 And Solomon ſaid to God: 
Thou haſt ſhewed great kind- 
neſs to my father David: and 
haſt made me king in his ſtead. 

9 Now therefore O Lord 
God let thy word be fulfilled, 
vhich thou haſt promiſed to 
David my father: for thou 
haſt made me king over thy 
great people, which is as in- 
numerable as the duſt of the 
earth. 

10 Give me wiſdom and 
knowledge, that I may come 
in and go out before thy peo- 
ple : for who can worthily 
judge this thy people, which 
is {o great? 


11 And Gad ſaid to Solo- 
mon: Becauſe this choice hath 
pleaſed thy heart, and thou 


; wealth, and glory, nor -the 
lives of them that hate thee, 
| nor many days of life : but 
ha't aſked wiſdem and knew - 
ledge, to be able to judge my 
people, over which I have 
mace thee King. 

12 Wiſdom and knowledge 
are granted to thee: and 1 
will give thee riches, and 
wealth, and glory, fo that 
none of the kings before thee, 
nor aiter thee, ſhall be like 
thee. . 
13 Then Solomon came 
from the hizh place of Gaba- 
on to Jeruſalem before the 
tabernacie of the covenant, 
and reigned cver Iſcael. 

14 Andhe gathered to him- 
ſelf chariots and horſemen, 
and he had a thouſand four 
hundred chariots, and twelve 
thouſand horſemen : and he 
placed them in the cities of 
the chariots, and with the 
king in Jeruſalem. 

15 And the king made ſil- 
ver and gold to be in Jeruſa- 
lem as ſtones, and cedar-trees 
as ſycamores, which grow in 
the plains in great multitude. 

16 And there were horſes 
brought him from Egypt, and 
from Coa by the king's mer- 
| chants, who went, and bought 
at a price, 

17 A chariot of four horſes 
for fix hundred pieces of ſil- 
ver, anda horſe for a hundred 
and fifty: in like manner 
| market was made in all the

Solomon's embaſſage to Hiram, 
avho ſends him a fhilful 
workman and timber. 
ND Solomon determin- 
ed to build a houſe to 
the name of the Lord, and a 
palace for himſelf. 

2 And he numbered out 
ſeventy thouſand men to bear 
burdens, and eighty thouſand 
to hew ſtones in the moun- 
tains, and three thouſand fix 
| hundred to overſee them. 
| 3 He ſent alfo to Hiram 
|

as — tried ns — —— 
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king of Tyre, ſaying: As thou 

didit with David my father, 

| and didſt ſend him cedars, to 

| build him a houſe, in which 
he dwelt : 

4 So do with me that I 

may builda houſe to the name 

| of the Lord my God, to de- 

dicate it to burn incenſe be- 

| ; fore him, and to perfume 

with aromatical ſpices, and for 

the continual ſetting forth of 

bread, and for the holocauſts, 

morning and eveping, and on 

the ſabbaths, and on the 

new-moons, and the ſolem-

for ever, which are com- 
manded for Iſrael. 5 
For the houſe which 1 
defire to build, is great : for 
2 God is great above all 
8. 
0 6 Who then can be able 
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if heaven, and the heavens of 
heavens cannot contain him :

able to build him a houſe ? 
but to this end only, that in- 
cenſe may be burnt before 
him. 

7 Send me thercfore a ſkil- 
ful man, that knoweth how 
to work in gold, and in ſilver, 
in braſs, and in iron, in pur- 
ple, in ſcarlet, and in blue, 
and that hath ſkill in engrav- 
ing, with theartificers, which 
I have with me in Judea, and 
Jeruſalem, whom David m 
father provided. ; 

8 Send me alſo cedars, and 
fir- trees, and pine-trees from 
Libanus: for 1 know that thy 
ſervants are ſkilful in cutting 
tunber in Libanus, and my 
ſervants ſhall be with thy ſer- 
vants, 

9 To provide me timber 
in abundance. For the houſe 
which I deſire to build, is to 
be exceeding great, and glo- 
rious. 

10 And I will give thy ſer- 
vants the workmen that are 
to cut down the trees, for 
their food twenty thouſand 
cores of wheat, and as many 
cores of barley, and twenty 
thouſand meaſures of wine, 
and twenty thouſand meafures 
of oil. 

11 And Hiram king o 
Tyre ſent aletter to Solomon, 
ſaying : Becauſe the Lord hath 
loved his people, therefore be

Chap. III. 


12 And he added, ſaying : 
Bleſſed be the Lord the God 
of Iſrael, who made heaven 
and earth, who hath given to 
king Davida wife and know- 
ing ſon, endued with under- 
ſtanding, and prudence, to 
build * to the Lord, and 
a palace for himſelf, 

13 I therefore have ſent 


thee my father Hiram, a wiſe 


and moſt ſkilful man, 

14 The ſon of a woman of 
the daughters of Dan, whoſe 
father was a Tyrian, - who 
knoweth how to work in gold, 
and in ſilver, in braſs, and in 
iron, and in marble, and in 
timber, in purple alſo, and 
violet, and filk and ſcarlet: 
and who knoweth to grave all 
ſort of graving, and to deviſe 
ingeniouſly all that there may 
be need of 1a the work with 
thy artificers, and with the 
artificers of my lord David 
thy father. 

15 The wheat therefore, 
and the barley, and the oil, 
and the wine, which thou my 
tord haſt promiſed, ſend to 
thy ſervants, 

.16 And we will cut down 
as many treesout of Libanus, 
as thou ſhalt want, and will 
convey them in floats by ſea 
to Joppe: and it will be thy 
part to bring them thence to 
Jeruſalem. 8 

17 And Solomon number- 
ed all the proſelytes in the 
land of Iſrael, after the num- 
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| had made, and they were found

a hundred fifty three thouſand 
and ſix hundred. _ 

18 And he ſet ſeventy thou- 
ſand of them to carry burdens 
on their ſhoulders, and eighty 
thouſand to hew ſtones in the 
mountains: and three thou- 


| ſand and fix hundred to be 


overſeers of the work of the 
people.

The plan andornaments of the 
temple : the cherubims, the 
weil, and the pillars. 


ND Solomon began to 
build the houſe of the 
Lord in Jeruſalem, in mount 
Moria, which had been ſhew- 
ed to David his father, in the 
place, which David had pre- 
pared in the threſhing-floor of 
Ornan the Jebuſite. 

2 And he began to build in 
the ſecond month, in the 
fourth year of his reign. 

3 Now theſe are the foun- 
dations, which Solomon laid, 
to build the houſe of God, the 
length by the firſt meaſure was 
ſixty cubits, the breadth twen- 
ty cubits. 

4 And the porch in the 
front, which was extended in 
length according to the mea- 
ſure of the breadth of the 


houſe, twenty cubits: and 


the height was a hundred and 

twenty cubits: and he over- 

laid it within with pure gold. 
5 And the greater houſe he 
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bering which David his father I cieled with deal boards, and 
| overlaid 
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overlaid them with plates of 
tine gold throughout : and he 
graved in them palm-trees, 
and like little chains interlaced 
with one another. 

6 He paved alto the floor 
of the temple with moſt pre- 
cious marble, of great beauty. 

7 And the gold of the 
plates with which he overlaid 
the houſe, and the beams 
thereof, and the poſts, and 
the walls, and the doors was 
of the fineſt: and he graved 
cherubims on the walls. 

8 He made alſo the houſe 
of the holy of holies: the 
length of it according to the 
breadth of the temple, twen- 
ty cubits, and the breadth of 
it in like manner twenty cu- 
bits: and he overlaid it with 
plates of gold, amounting to 
about fix hundred talents. 
| He made, alſo nails of 

4 and the weight of eve- 
ry nail was fifty ſicles: the 
upper chambers alſo he over- 
laid with gold. 

10 He made alſo in the 
houſe of the holy of holies 
two cherubims of image- 
work: and he overlaid them 
with gold. | SY 
11 The wings of the che- 
rubims were extended twenty 
cubits, ſo that one wing was 
five cubits long, and reached 
to the wall of the houſe : and 
the other was alſo five cubits 


long, and reached to the wing 


of the other cherub. 


12 In like manner the wing! 


of the other cherub, was five 
cubits long, and reached to 
the wall: and his other wing 
was five cubits long, and 
touched the wing of the o- 
ther cherub. 

13 So the wings of the 
two cherubims were fpread 
forth, and were extended 
twenty cubits: and they ſtood 
upright on their feet, and 
their ſaces were turned to- 
ward the houſe without. 

14 He made alſo a veil of 
violet, purple, ſcarlet, and 
filk : and wrought in it che- 
rubims. 

15 He made alſo before the 
doors of the temple two pil- 
lars, which were five and thir- 
ty cubits high: and their cha- 
piters were five cubits. 

16 He made alſo as it were 
little chains in the oracle, and 
he put them on the heads of 
the pillars: and a hundred 
ee which he put 

etween the little chains. 

17 Theſe pillars he put at 
the entrance of the temple, 
one onthe right hand, and the 
other on the left : that which 


was on the right hand, he 


called Jachin: and that on 
the left hand, Booz. _ 
CH A P.. IV. 
The altar of braſs, the molten 
fea upon twelve oxen ; the 
ten haves; the candle- 
flicks and other weſſels and 
_ ornaments of the temple. 
E made alſo an altar of 
braſs twenty cubits 
long, 
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long, and twenty cubits broad, 
and ten cubits high. 

2 Alſo a molten ſea of ten 
cubits from brim to brim, 
round in compaſs: it was five 
cubits high, and a line of thir- 
ty cubits compaſſed it round 
about. 

3 And under it there was 
the likeneſs of oxen, and cer- 
tain engravings on the outſide 
of ten cubits compaſſed the 
belly of the ſea, as it were 
with two rows. 

4 And the oxen were caſt: 
and the ſea itſelf was ſet upon 
the twelve oxen, three of 
which looked towards the 
north, and other three toward 


the weſt: and other three to- 


ward the ſouth, and the other 
three that remained, toward 
the eaſt, and the ſea ſtood up- 
on them: and the hinder parts 


of the oxen were inward un- 


der the fea. 

5 Now the thickneſs of it 
was a hand breadth, and the 
brim of it was like the brun 
of a cup, or of a criſped lil- 
ly: and it held three thouſand 
meaſures. 

6 He made alfo ten lavers : 
and he fet five on the right 
hand, and five on the left, to 
waſh in them all ſuch things, 
as they were to offer for holo- 
cauſt: but the ſea was for the 
prieſts to waſh in. 

7 And he made ten gold- 
en candleſticks, according to 
the form which they were 
commanded to be made by: 
and he ſet them in the temple, 
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five on the right hand, and 
five on the left. 

8 Moreover alſo ten ta- 
bles: and he ſet them in the 
temple, five on the right fide, 
and five on the left. Alſo a 
hundred bowls of gold. 

9 He made alſo the court 
of the prieſts, and a great 
hall, and doois in the hall, 
which he covered with braſs. 

10 And he ſet the ſea on 
the right ſide over-againſt the 
eaſt toward the ſouth. 

11 And Hiram made caul- 
drons, and fleſh-hooks, and 
bowels: and finiſhed all the 
king's work in the houſe of 
God: 

12 That is to ſay, the two 
pillars, and the pommels, and 
the chapiters, and the net- 
work, to cover the chapiters 
over the pommels. 

13 And four hundred pome- 
granates, and two wreaths 
of net- work, ſo that two rows 
of pomegranates were joined to 
each wreath, to cover the 
pommels, and the Chapiters of 
the pillars. 

14 He made alſo baſes, and 
lavers, which. he ſet upon the 
baſes, 
15 One ſea, and twelve 
oxen under the ſea. 

16 And the cauldrons, and 
fleh-hooks, and bowls. All 
the veſſels did Hiram his fa- 
ther make for Solomon in the 
houſe of the Lord of the fi- 
neſt braſs. | 

17 In the country near the 
| Jordan did the king caft them, 

OT, in 


— 
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in a 1 between So- 
chot and Saredatha. 


18 And the multitude of 


veſſels was innumerable, ſo 
that the weight of the braſs 
was not known. | 

19 And Solomon made all 
the veſſels for the houſe of 
God, and the golden altar, 
and the tables, upon which 
were the loaves of propoſi- 
tion, | 

20 The candleſticks alſo of 
moſt pure gold with their 


lamps to give light before the 


pracle, according to the man- 
ner. 
21 And certain flowers, 


and lamps, and golden tongs: 
all were made of the fineſt 
gold. 


22 The veſſels alſo for the 
perfumes and the cenſers, and 
the bowls, and the mortars, 
of pure gold. And he grav- 
ed the doors of the inner tem- 

le, - that is, for the holy of 

olies: and the doors of the 
temple without were of gold. 
And thus all the work was fi- 
niſhed which Solomon made 
in the houſe of the Lord. 


| C. 
The Ark is brought with great 


 folemnity into the temple: 


the temple is filled with the 
glory of God. 

HE N Solomon brought 

in all the things, that 

David his father had vowed, 

the ſilver, and the gold, and 

all the veſſels he put among 


the treaſures of the houſe of 
God. 

2 And after this he gather- 
ed together the angients of 
Iſrael, and all the princes of 
the tribes, and the heads of 
the families, of the children 
of Iſrael to Jeruſalem, to bring 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of the city of David, 
which is Sion, S 

3 And all the men of Iſrael 
came to'the king in the ſolemn 
day of the ſeventh month. 

4 And when all the anci- 
ents of Ifrae} were come, the 
levites took up the ark. 

5 And brought it in, toge- 
ther with all the furniture of 
the tabernacle. And theprieſts, 
with the levites carried the 
veſſels of the ſanctuary, 
which were in the tabernacle. 

6 And king Solomon, and 
all the afſembly of Itrael, 
and all that were gathered to- 
gether before the ark, facrif- 
ced rams, and oxen without 
number: ſo great was the 
multitude of the victims. 

7 And the prieſts brought 
in the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord into its place, that 
is, to the oracle of the tem- 
ple, into the holy of holies 
under the wings of the cheru- 
buns : | 

8 So that the cherubuns 
ſpread their wings over the 
one, in which the ark was 
et, and covered the ark it- 
ſelf and its ſtaves. 

9 Now the ends of the 

ſtaves 
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ſtaves, wherewith the ark was 
carried, becauſe they were 
ſomething longer, were ſeen 
before the oracle: but it a 
man were a litle outward, he 
could not ſee them. So the 
ark has been there unto this 
day. 

10 And there was nothing 
elſe in the ark, but the two 
tables, which Moſes put there 
at Horeb, when the Lord 
gave the law to the children 
of Iſrael at their coming out 
of Egypt. 

11 Now when the prieſts 
were come out of the Anctu- 
ary (for all the prieſts that 
could be found there, were 


ſanctiied: and as yet at that 


time the courſes, and order of 
the miniſteries were not divid- 
ed among them) 

12 Both the Levites and 
the ſinging men, that is, both 
they that were under Afaph, 
and they that were under He- 
man, and they that were un- 
der Idithun, with their ſons, 
and their brethren clothed with 
fine linnen, ſounded with cym- 
bals, and pſalteries, and harps, 
ſtanding on the eaſt- ſide of the 
altar, and with them a hun- 
dred and twenty prieſts, 
ſounding with - trumpets. 

13 So when they all ſound- 
ed together, both with trum- 


-pets, and voice, and cymbals, 


and organs, and with diverſe 
kind of muſical inftruments, 


and lifted up their voice on 


high: the found was heard 
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afar off, ſo that when they 
began to praiſe the Lord, and 
to ſay: Give glory to the 
Lord for he is good, tor his 
meicy endureth for ever: the 
houſe of God was filled with 
a cloud, 

14 Nor could the prieſts 
ſtand and miniſter by reaſon of 
the cloud. For the glory of 
the Lord had filled the houſe 
of God. 


CHAP. VI. 


Solomon's bleſſings, and prayer. 


HEN Solomon faid: 
'The Lord promiſed that 
he would dwell in a cloud. 

2 But I have built a houſe 
to his name, that he might 
dwel! there for ever. | 

3 And the king turned his 
face, and bleſſed all the multi- 
tude of Iſtael (for all the mul- 
titude ſtood attentive) and he 
ſaid: ; 

4 Bleſſed be the Lord the 
God of Ifrael, who hath ac- 
compliſhed in deed that, 
which he ſpoke to David my 
father, ſaying: 

5 From the day that I 
brought my people out of the 
land of Egypt, 2 no ci- 
ty among all the tribes of Iſra- 
el, for a houſe to be built in it 
to my name: neither choſe 1 
any other man, to be the ru- 
ler of my people Iſrael. 

6 But I choſe Jeruſalem, 


that my name might be there: 


and I choſe David to ſet him 
over my people lirael. 


—— 


9 

7 And whereas David my 
father bad a mind to build a 
houſe to the name of the Lord 
the God of Iſtael, 

8 "The Lord ſaid to him: 
Foraſmuch as it was thy will 
to build a houſe to my name, 
thou halt done well indeed in 
having ſuch a will: 

But thou ſhalt not build 
the houſe, but thy fon, Who 
ſhall come out of thy loins, 
he ſhall build a houſe to my 
name. | 

10 The Lord therefore hath 
accompliſhed his word, which 
he ſpoke: and I am riſen up 
in the place of David my ta- 
ther, and fit upon the throne 
of Iſtael, as the Lord pro- 
miſed : and have built a houſe 
to the name of the Lord God 
of lirael. 

11 And I have put in it 


the ark, wherein is the cove- 


nant of the Lord, which he 
made with the children of 1f- 


rael. 


12 And he ſtood before the 


altar of the Lord, in preſence 
of all the multitude of Iſrael, 
and ſtretched forth his hands. 

13 For Solomon had made 
a braſen ſcaffold, and had ſet 


it in the midſt of the temple, 


which was five cubits long, 
and fve cubits broad, and 


- threecubitshigh : and he ſtood 


upon it: then kneeling down 
in the preſence of all the mul- 
titude of Llirael, and lifting up 
his hands towards heaven, 


14 He faid: O Lord God | thee 
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of Iſrael, there is no God like 
thee in heaven nor in earth: 
who keepeſt covenant and 
inercy with thy ſervants, that 
walk before thee withall their 
hearts: 

15 Who haſt performed 
to thy ſervant David my fa- 
ther all that thou haſt promi- 
fed him: and haſt accom- 
pliſhed in fact, what thou haſt 
ſpoken with the mouth, al- 
ſo the preſent time proveth. 

16 Now then O Lord God 


of Iſrael, fulfil to thy ſervant 


David my father, whatſoever 
thou haſt promi'ed him, ſay- 
ing: There ſhall not fail thee 
2 man in my fight, to ſit up- 
on the throne of Ifracl: yet 
ſo that thy children take heed 
to their ways, and walk in 
my law, as thou haſt walked 
before me. 

17 And now Lord God of 
Iſrael, let thy word be eſta- 
bliſhed, which thou haſt ſpok- 
en to thy ſervant David. 

18 Is it credible then that 
God ſhould dwell with men 
on the earth? If heaven and 
the heavens of heavens do not 


contain thee, how much leſs 


this houſe, which I have 
built ? 

19 But to this end only 
it is made, that thou mayſt 
regard the prayer of thy 2 
vant, and his tupplication, O 
Lord my God: and mayſt 
hear the prayers, which thy 
ſervant poureth aut before 
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20 That thou mayſt open 
thy eyes upon this houſe day 
and night, upon the place, 
wherein thau haſt promiſed 
that thy name ſhould be called 
upon, 

21 And that thou wouldſt 
heat the prayer, which thy ſer- 
vant prayeth in it: hearken 
then to the prayers of thy ſer- 
vant, and of thy people lirael. 
Whoſqever ſhall pray in this 
place, hear thou from thy 
dwelling-place, that 1s, from 
heaven, and ſhew mercy. 

22 If any man fin againſt 
his neighbour, and come to 
ſwear againſt him, and bind 
bimſelf with a curſe before 
the altar in this houſe : 

23 Then hear thou from 

heaven, and do juſtice to thy 
ſervants, ſo as to requite the 
wicked by making his wicked- 
neſs fall upon his own head, 
and to revenge the juſt, re- 
warding him according to his 
juſtice. 
24 If thy people Iſrael be 
overcome by their enemies, 
(for they will fin againſt thee) 
and being converted ſhall do 
penance, and call upon thy 
name, and pray to thee 1n this 
place, 

25 Then hear thou from 
heaven, and forgive the fin of 
thy people Iſiael, and bring 
them back into the land, 
which thou gaveſt to them, 
and their fathers. 

256 If the heavens be ſhut 
up, and there fall no rain by 
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reaſon of the fins of the peo- 
ple, and they ſhall pray to 
thee in this place, and con- 
feſs to thy name, and be con- 
verted from their fins, when 
thou doſt afflict them, 

27 Then hear thou from 
heaven O Lord, and forgive 
the ſins of thy ſervants and of 
thy people Iſrael, and teach 
them the good way, in which 
they may walk: and give 
rain to thy land, which thou 
haſt given to thy people to 
poſſe ſs. 

28 If a famine ariſe in the 
land, or a peſtilence or blaſt- 
ing, or mildew, or locuſts, or 
caterpillars; or if their ene- 
mies, waſte the country, and 
beſiege the cities, whatſoever 
ſcourge or infirmity ſhall be 
upon them : | 

29 Then if any of thy 
people Ifrael, knowing his 
own ſcourge and infirmity 
ſhall pray, and ſhall ſpread 
forth his hands in this houſe, 

30 Hear thou from hea- 
ven, from thy high dwelling 
place, and forgive, and ren- 
der to every one according to 
his ways, Which thou know- 
eſt him to have in his heart: 
(for thou only knoweſt the 
hearts of the children of 
men:) 

31 That they may fear 
thee, and walk in thy ways 
all the days, that they live 
upon the iace of the land, 
which thou haſt given to our 
fathers. a 
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32 [f the ſtranger alſo, 
who is not of thy people lſ- 
rae], come from a far coun- 
try, for the fake of thy great 
name, and thy ſtrong hand, 
and thy ſtretched out arm, 
and adore in this place : 

33 Hear thou from hea- 
ven thy firm dwelling place, 
and do all that which that 
ſtranger ſhall call upon thee 
for : that all the people of 
the earth may know thy 
pame, and may tear thee, as 
thy people Iſtael, and may 
know, that thy name is invok- 
ed upon this houſe, which I 
have built. 

34 If thy people go out to 
war againſt their enemies, by 
the way, that thou ſhalt ſend 
them, and adore thee towards 
the way of this city, which 
thou haſt choſen, and the 
houſe, which J have built to 
thy name: | 

35 Then hear thou from 
heaven their prayers, and 
their ſupplications, and re- 
venge them. : 

36 And if they fin againſt 
thee (tor there is no man that 
ſinneth not) and thou be an- 
gry with them, and deliver 
them up to their enemies, and 
they lead them away _— 
to a land either a-tar oft, or 
near at hand, 

37 And if they be convert- 
ed in their heart 1n the land, 
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| to which they were led cap- 
tive, and do penance, and 
pray to thee in the land of 
their captivity, ſaying: We 
have ſinned, we have done 
wickedly, we have dealt un- 
juſtly : 

33 And return to thee with 
all their heart, and with all 
their ſoul, in the land of their 


captivity, to which they were 


led away, an adore thee to- 
wards the way of their own 
land, which thou gavelt their 
fathers, and of the city, 
which thou haſt choſen, and 
the houſe, which I have built 
to thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from 
heaven, that 1s, from thy firm 


dwelling place, their prayers, | 


and do judgment, and forgive 
thy people, although they 
have ſinned: 

40 For thou art my God: 
let thy eyes, I beſeech thee, 
be open, and let thy ears be

41 Now therefore ariſe O 
Lord God into thy reſting 
place, thou and the ark of 
thy ſtrength: Let thy prieſts 
O Lord God put on falvation, 
and thy ſaints rejoice in good 
things. 


42 O Lord God turn not 


| away the face of thy Anoint- 


ed: remember the mercies of 


David thy ſervant, 
& ' 
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CHAP. VII. 

Fire from heaven conſumeth 
the ſacrifices. The ſolemnity 
of the dedication of the tem- 
le. God fignifieth his hav- 
ing heard Solomon's prayer: 
yet ſo if he continue to ſerve 
him. 

OW when Solomon 
had made an end of 


his praver, fire came down 


from heaven, and conſumed f 


the holocauſts and the vic- 
tims : and the majeſty of the 
Lord filled the houſe. 

2 And the prieſts could 
not enter into the temple of 


the Lord, becauſe the majeſ- 


tv of the Lord had filled the 
temple of the Lord. 
3 Moreover all the chil- 


dren of Iſrael faw the fire 


coming down, and the glory 
of the Lord upon the houſe : 
and falling down with their 
faces to the ground, upon the 
{tone pavement, they adored, 
ind praiſed the Lord: be- 
cauic he is good, becauſe his 
metcy endureth tor ever. 


4 And the king and all the 


people ſacrificed victims be- 
tore the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offer- 
ed a ſacrifice of twenty-two 
thouſand oxen, and one hun- 
dred and twenty thouſand 
rams: and the king and all 
the people dedicated the 
houſe of God. 

6 And the prieſts ſtood in 
their offices: and the Levites 
with the inſtruments of- mu- 


ſick of che Lord, which king 
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| David made to praiſe the 


Lord: becauſe his mercy en- 
dureth for ever, ſinging the 
bymns of David by their mi- 
niſtery: and the prieſts ſound- 
ed with trumpets before 
them, and all Iſrael ſtood. 

Solomon al ſo ſanctified the 
middle of the court before the 
temple of the Lord: for he 
offered there the holocauſts, 
and the tat of the peace- offer- 
ings: becaute the brazen al- 
tar, which he had made, could 
not hold the holocauſts and 
the ſacritices and the fat. 

8 And Solomon kept the 
ſolenmity at that tune ſeven 
days, and all Iſtael with him, 
a very great congtegation, 
from the entrance of Emath 
to the torrent of Egypt. 

9 And he made on the 
eighth day a ſolemn aſſem- 
bly, becauſe he had kept the 
dedication of the altar ſeven 
days, and had celebrated the 
folemnity ſeven days. 

10 So on the three and 
twentieth day of the feventh 
month he ſent away the peo- 
ple to their dwellings, joyful 
and glad for the good, that 
the Lord had done to David, 
and to Solomon, and to all 
Iſrael his people. 

11 And Solomon finiſhed 
the houſe of the Lord, and 
the king's houſe, and all that 
he had defigned in his heart 
to do, in the. houſe of the 
Lord, and in his own houſe, 
and he proſpered. 

O 3 12 And 
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12 And the Lord appeared 


to hun by night, and ſaid : 
I have hear thy prayer, and 
I have choſen. thi place te 
mylſc!t tor a houſe of ſacriſice. 

13 It 1 ſhut up heaven, 
and there fall no rain, or if I 
give orders, and command the 
legal to devour the land, or 
1: i ſend peſtilence among my 
people: 

14 And my people, upon 
whom my name is called, be- 
ing converted, ſhall make ſup- 
plication to me, and ieek out 
my face, and do penance for 
their moſt wicked ways: then 
will I hear from heaven, and 
wili forgive their ſins, and 
will heal their land. 

15 My eyes aiſo ſhall be 
open, and my ears attentive 
to the prayer of hun tat 
ſhall pray in this place. 

16 For I have choſen, and 
have ſanctified this place, that 
my name may be there for 
ever, and my eyes and my 
heart may remain there per- 
petually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou 
walk before me, as David thy 
father walked, and do accord- 
ing to all that I have com- 
manded thee, my keep my 
juſtices and my judgments : 
181 will a throne 
of thy kingdom, as I promited 
to David thy father, ſaying : 
There ſhall not fail thee a 
man of thy ſtock to be ruler 
in Ifrael, 


19 But if you turn away, 
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and forſake my juſtices, and 
my commandments, which ! 
have ſet before you, and ſha!! 
go and ſerve ſtrange gods, and 
adore them, 

29 I will pluck you up by 
the root out of my God 
which I have given you: and 
this houſe, which I have ſanc- 
tifed to my name, I will-caf 
away from before my face, 
and will make it a by-wotd, 
and an example among all 
nations, | 

21 And this houſe ſhall be 
for a proverd to all that paſs 
by, and they ſhall be aſtoniſh- 
ed and fay: Why hath the 
Lord done thus to this land, 
and to this houſe ? 

22 And they ſhall anſwer : 
Becauſe they fortook the Lord 
the God of their fathers, who 
brought them out of the land 
of Egypt, and laid hold on 
ſtrange gods, and adored 
them, and worſhipped them: 
theretore all theſe evils ate 
come upon them. 


CAS. . TRE 
Sclomen's buildings and uther 
acts. 


ND at the end of twen- 
ty years after Solomon 
had built the houſe of the 
Lord and his own houſe: 

2 He built the cities, which 
Hiram had given to Solomon, 
and cauſed the children of Iſ- 
rae! to dwell there. 

3 He went alſo into Emath 
duba, and poſſeſſed it, 

4 And 
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4 And he built Palmira in 
the deſart, and he built other 
ſtrong cities in Emath. 

« And he built Bethhoron 
the upper, and Bethhoron the 
nether, walled cities with 
gates and hars and locks. 

6 Balaath allo and all the 
trong cities that were Sclo- 
mon's, and all the cities of the 
chariots, and the cities of the | 
horſemen. All that Solomon 
had a mind, and deſigned, he 
built in Jerufalem and in Li— 
banus, and in all the land of 
bis dominion. 

7 All the ople that were 
left of the 3 and the 
Amorriuites, and the Phere- 
zites, and the Hevites, and 
the Jebuſites, that were not of 
the ſtock of Iſrael : ; 

8 Of their children, and 
of their poſterity, whom the 
children of Iſrael had not 
ſlain, Solomon made to be 
titbutaries, unto this day. 

9 But of the children of 
Iſrael he ſet none to ſerve in 
the king's works: for they 
were men of war, and chief 
captains, and rulers of his 
chariots and horſemen. | 

10 And all the chief cap- 
tains of king Solomon's army 
were two hundred and fifty, 
who taught the people. 

11 And he removed the 
daughter of Pharao from the 
City of David, to the houſe 
which he had built for her. 
For the king ſaid: My wife 
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David king of Iſrael, for it is 
ſarQihed : becauſe the ark of 
the Lord came into 1t. 

12 Then Solomon offered 
holocauſts to the Lord upon 
the altar of the Lord, which 
he had built before the 
porch, 

13 That every day an of- 
fering might be made on it 
according to the ordinaace of 
Moſes, in the ſabbaths, and 
on the new moons, and on tae 
teſtival days thiee times a 
year, that is to ſay, in the 
feaſt of unleavened bread, and 
in the ſcaſt of weeks, and in 
the feaſt of tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed ac- 
cording to the order of Da- 
vid his father the offices of 
the prieſts in their miniſter ies: 
and the Levites in their ordert 
to give praiſe, ard miniſter 
beſo:e the prieſts according to 
the duty of every day: and 
the porters in their diviſions 
by gate and gate: for ſo Da- 
vid the man of God had com- 
manded. 

15 And the prieſts and Le- 
vites de parted not from the 


king's commandments, as to 


any thing that he haa com- 
manded, and as to the keep- 
ing of the treaſures. 

16 Solomon had all charges 
repared, from the day that 
e founded the houſe of the 

Lord, until the day wherein 
he fhniſhed it. | 
17 Then Solomon went to 
Aſiongaber, and to Ailath on 
O 4 the 
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the coaſt of the red-ſea, which 

is in the land of Edom. 

18 And Hiram ſent him 
ſhips by the hands of his ſer- 
vants, and ſkilful mariners, 
and they went with Solomon's 
ſervants to Ophir, and they 
took thence four hundred and 
hity talents of gold, and 
brought it to king Solomon. 

. 

The queen of Saba admireth 
the wiſdom of Solomon. His 
riches and glory. His 
death. 

ND when the queen of 
Saba heard of the fame 
of Solomon, the came to try 
bim with hard queſtions at 

Jeruſalem, with great riches, 

and camels, which carried 

{pices, and abundance of gold, 

and precious ſtones. And 

when ſhe was come to Solo- 
mon, ſhe propoſed to him all 
that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon explained 
to her all that the propoſed: 
and there was not any thing 
that he did not make clear 
unto her. 

3 And when ſhe had ſeen 
theſe things, to wit, the wiſ- 


dom of Solomon, and the |. 


houſe which he had built, 

4 And the meats of his ta- 
ble, and the dwelling places 
of his ſervants, and the atten- 
dance of his officers, and their 
apparel, his cup-bearers allo, 
and their garments, and the 
victims, which he offered in 
the houſe of the Lord: there 


was no more ſpirit in her, ſhe 
was fo aſtoniſhed. | 

5 And ſſ e ſaid to the king: 

The word is true, which I 
heard in my country of thy 
virtues and wiſdom. 
6 I did not believe them 
that told it, until I came, and 
my eyes had ſeen it, and [I 
had proved thit ſcarce one 
halt of thy wiſdom had been 
told me: thou haſt exceeded 
the tame with thy virtues. 

7 Happy are thy men, and 
happy are thy ſervants, who 
ſtand always before thee, and 
hear thy wiſdom. 

8 Bleſſed be the Lord thy 
God, who hath been pleaſed 
to ſet thee on his throne, king 


.of the Lord thy God. Be- 


cau'e God loveth Iſtael, and 
will preſerve them for ever: 
therefore hath he made thee 
king over them, to do judg- 
ment and juſtice. 

9 And ſhe gave to the king 
a hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and ſpices in great a- 
bundance, and moſt precious 
ſtones: there were no ſuch ſſ i- 
ces as theſe which the queenof 
Saba gave to king Solomon. 

10 And the ſervants alſo- 
of Hiram, with the ſewants 
of Solomon brought gold 
from Ophir, and thyin-trees, 
and moſt precious ſtones : 

11 And the king made of 
the thyin-trees, ſtairs in the 
houſe of the Lord, and in 
the king's houſe, and harps 


| and pfalteries for the ſinging 


men: 
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men: never were there ſeen 
ſuch trees in the land of Juda. 

12 And king Solomon gave 
to the queen of Saba all that 
ſhe deſired, and that ſhe aſked, 
and many more things than 
ſhe brought to him: ſo ſhe 
returned, and went to her own 
country with her ſervants. 

13 And the weight of the 

old, that was brought to So- 
| every year, Was fix 
hundred and fixty fix talents 
of gold: 

14 Beſide the ſum which 
the deputies of divers nations, 
and the merchants were aC- 
cuſtomed to bring, and all the 
kings of Arabia, and the lords 
of the lands, who brought 
gold and filver to Solomon. 

15 And king Solomon made 
two hundred golden ſpears, of 
the ſum of ſix hundred pieces 
of gold, which went to eyery 
ſpear : 

16 And three hundred, gol- 
den ſhields of three hundred 
pieces of gold, which went to 
the covering of every ſllield: 
and the king put them in the 
armoury, which was compat- 
{ed with a wood. 

17 The king alſo made a 
great throne of Ivory, and 
overlaid it with rg gold. 

18 And ſix ſteps to go up 
to the throne, and a foot-ſtoo! 
of gold, and two arms one on 
either ſide, and two lions 
ſtanding by the arms, 

10 Moreover twelve other 
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ſteps on both ſides: there was 
not ſuch a throne in any king- 
dom. 

20 And all the veſſels of 
the king's table were of gold, 
and the veſſels of the houſe of 
the foreit of Libanus were of 
the pureſt gold. For no ac- 
count was made of filver in 
thoſe days. 

21 For the king's ſlips 
went to Tharſis with the ſcr- 
vants of Hiram, once in three 
years: and they broughtthence 
gold and filver, and ivory, 
and apes, and peacocks. 

22 Aad Solomon was mag- 
mhed above all the kings of 
the earth for riches and glory. 

23 And all the kings of 
the earth deſired to ſee the face 
of Solomon, that they might 
hear the wiſdom, which God 
had given in his heart. 

24 And every year they 
brought him preſents, veſſels 
of ſilver, and of gold, and 
garments, and armour, and 
ſpices, and horſes, and mules. 

25 And Solomon had forty 
thouſand horſes in the ſtables, 
and twelve thouſand chariots, 
and horſemen, and he placed 
them in the cities of the cha- 
riots, and where the king was 
in ſeruſalem. | 

26 And he exerciſed au- 
thority over all the kings trom 
the river Euphrates to the 
land of the Philiſtines, and to 
the borders of Egypt. | 

27 And he made ſilver as 
plentitul in Jeruſatem as ſtones: 
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and cedars as common as the 
ſycomores, which grow in the 
plains. 

28 And horſes were brought 
to him out of Egypt, and out 
of a!l countries. 

29 Now the reſt of the acts 
of Solomon firſt and laſt are 
written in the words of Na- 
than the prophet, and in the 
books of Ahias the Silonite, 
and in the viſion of Addo the 


| ſeer, againſt Jeroboam the fon | 


of Nabat. 

20 And Solomon reigned 
in ſeruſatem over all Ifrae! 
Forty years. 

31 And he ſlept with his 
fathers: and they buried him 
in the city of David: and 
Reboam his ſon reigned in his 
ſtead. | 


CHAMP, 4 


Roboam anſwereth the people 
roughly: upon which ten 
* revolt. 

ND Roboam went to 
Sichem: for thither all 

Iſrael were aſſembled, to make 

him king. 

2 And when Jeroboam the 
ſon of Nabat, who was in 
Egypt (for he was fled thither 
from Solomon) heard it, forth- 
with he returned. 

3 And they ſent for him, 
and he came with all Iſrael, 
and they ſpoke to Roboam, 
ſaying: | 

4 Thy father oppreſſed us 
with a moſt grievous 
do thou govern us with. a 
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lighter hand than thy father, 
who laid upon us a heavy ſer- 
vitude, and eaſe ſomething of 


the burden, that we may ſerve 


thee. 


5 And he ſaid to them: 
Come to me again after three 
days. And when the people 
were gone, ; 

6 He took counſel with the 
ancients, who had ſtood before 
his father Solomon, while he 
yet lived, ſaying: What coun- 
tel give you to me, that I may 
anſwer the people? 

7 And they ſaid to him: 
If thou pleaſe this people, and 
ſooth them with kind words, 
they will be thy ſervants for 
ever. 

8 But he forſook the coun- 
ſel of the ancients, and began 
to treat With the young men, 
that had been brought up with 
him, and were in his train. 

9 And he ſaid to them: 
What ſeemeth good to you? 
or what ſhall I anſwer this peo- 
pie: who have faid to me: 

Laſe the yoke which thy fa- 
ther laid upon us? 

10 But they anſwered as 
young men, and brought up 
with him in pleaſures, and 
ſaid: Thus ſhalt thou ſpeak to 
the people, that ſaid to thee. 
Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, do thou eaſe it: thus 
ſhalt thou anſwer them: M 
little finger is thicker than the 
loins of my father. 


yoke, | 


11 My father laid upon you 
a heavy yoke, and I will add 
5 more 
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more weight to it, my father 
beat you with ſcourges, but J 
will beat you with ſcorpions. 

12 $0 jeroboam, and all 
the people came to Roboam 
the third day, as he command- 
ed them. 

13 And the king anſwered 
roughly, leaving the counſel of 
the ancients. 

14 And he ſpoke according 
to the advice of the young 
men: My father laid upon 
you a heavy yoxe, which I 
will make heavier : my father 
beat you with ſcourges, but I 
will beat you with ſcorpions. 

15 And he condefcended 
not to the people's requeſts: 
for it was the will of God, 
that his word might be fulkl- 
ed, which he had ſpoken by 
the hand of Ahias the Silonite 
to Jeroboam the ſon of Nabat. 

16 And all the people upon 
the king's ſpeaking roughly, 
{aid thus unto him: We have 
no part in David, nor inheri- 
tance in the ſon of Iſai. Re- 
turn to thy dwellings O Ifrae! 
and do thou O David feed thy 
own houle. And Iſtael went 
away to their dwellings. 

17 But Roboam .reigned 
over the children of Iſrael, 
that d welt in the cities of Juda, 

18 And king Roboam ſent 
Aduram, who was over the 
tributes, and the children ot 
Iſrael ftoned him, and he died: 
And king Roboam made haſte 
to get up into his chariot, and 
fed into Jerulalem, 
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19 And Iſrael revolted from 
the houſe of David unto this 


day. 
CHAP; AL 
Roboam's reign. His kingdom is 
rengthened. 


| N D Roboam came to 

Jerufalem, and called 
together all the houſe of Juca 
and of Benjamin, a hundred 
and fourſcore thouſand choſen 
men and warriors, to fight a- 
gainſt Iſrael, and to bring back 
his kingdom to hun. 

2 And the word of the 
Lord came to Semetas the inan 
of God, ſaying: 

3 Speak to Roboam the ſon 
of Solomon the king of Juda, 
and to all Iſrael, in Juda and 
Benjamin: 

4 Thus ſaith the Lord: 
Vou ſhall not go up, nor fight 
againſt your brethren: let eve- 
ry man return to his own houſe 
for by my will this thing has 
been done. And when they 
heard the word of the Lora, 
they returned, and did not go 
againſt Jeroboam. 

5 And Robeam dwelt in 
Jeruſalem, and built walled 
cities in Juda. | 

6 And he built Bethlehem, 
and Etam, and Thecue, 

7 And Bethſur, and Socho, 
and Odollam. BE” 

8 And Geth and Marcela, 
and Ziph, 

9 And Aduram, and La- 
chis, and Azecha, 


10 Saraa alſo, and Aiajon, 


and 
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and Hebron, which are in Ju- 
da and Benjamin, well fenced 
cities. | 

11 And when he had en- 
cloſed them with walls, he 
= in them governors and 
itore houſes of proviſions, that 
1s, of oil and of wine. 


12 Moreover in every city 


he made an armoury of ſhields 
and ſpears, and he fortified 
them with great diligence, and 
he reigned over Juda and Ben- 


jamin. 


13 And the prieſts and Le- 
vites, that were in all Iſrael, 
came to him out of all their 
ſeats, 

14 Leaving their ſuburbs, 
and their — and paſ- 
ling over to Juda, and Jeru- 
ſalem, becauſe Jeroboam and 
his ſons had caſt them off, 
from executing the prieſtly 


office to the Lord. 
15 And he made to him-- 


ſelt prieſts for the high places, 
and for the devils, and for the 
calves which he had made. 

16 Moreover out of all the 
tribes of lirael, whoſoever 
cave their heart to ſeek the 
Lord the God of Iſrael, came 
iato Jeruſalem to ſacrifice their 
victims before the Lord the 
God of their fathers. 

17 And they ftrengthened 
the kingdom of Juda, and 
eſtablithed Roboam the ſon of 
Solomon for three years: for 
they: walked in the ways of 
David and of Solomon, only 


three years. -

18 And Roboam took to 
wite Mahalath, the daughter 
of Jerimoth the ſon of Da- 
vid: and Abihail the daugh- 
ter of Eliab the fon of Iſai, 


19 And they bore him ſons | 


Jehus, 
Zoom. 
20 And after her he mar- 
ried Maacha the daughter of 
Abſalom, who bore him Abia, 
and Ethai, and Ziza, and Sa- 
lomith. | 

21 And Roboam loved 
Maacha the daughter of Ab- 
ſalom above all his wives, and 
concubines : for he had mar- 
ried eighteen wives, and three- 
{core concubines: and he be- 
got eight and twenty ſons, and 
threeſcore daughters. | 

22 But he put at the head 
of them Abia the ſon of Ma- 
acha to be the chief ruler over 
all his brethren: for he meant 
to make him king, 

23 Becauſe he was wiſer 
and mightier than all his 
ſons, and in all the countries 
of Juda, and of Benjamin, 
and in all the walled cities: 


and Somorias, and 


and he gave them proviſions 


in abundance, and he fought 
many wives.

Roboam for his fins is deliver-

thened and fortified, he for- 
ſook the law of the Lord, and 
all Iſrael with him. 

2 And in the fifth year of 
the reign of Roboam, Seſac 
king of Egypt came up a- 

ainſt Jeruſalem (becauſe they 
bad ſinned againſt the Lord) 

3 With twelve hundred 
chariots, and threeſcore thou- 
ſand horſemen : and the peo- 
ple were without number that 
came with him out of Egypt, 
to wit, Lybians, and Trog- 
lodites, and Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the ſtrong- 
eſt cities in Juda, and came 
to Jeruſalem. 

5 And Semeias the pro- 
phet came to Roboam, and 
to the princes of Juda, that 
were gathered together in Fin 
ruſalem, fleeing from Seſac, 


and he ſaid to them: Thus 


faith the Lord: You have 
left me, and I have left you 
in the hand of Seſac. 

6 And the princes of If- 
rae!, and the kin , being in 
a conſternation, ſaid: The 
Lord is juſt. 

7 And when the Lord ſaw 
that they were humbled, the 
word of the Lord came to Se- 
meias, ſaying: becauſe they 
are humbled, I will not de- 
ſtroy them, and I will give 
them a little help, and my 
wrath ſhall not Fall une e- 
ruſalem by the hand of Seſac. 
8 But yet they ſhall ſerve 
him, that they may know 
the ditference between my ſer- 
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vice, and the ſervice of a 
kingdom of the earth. 

9 So Sefac king of Egypt 
departed from Jeruſalem, tak- 
ing away the treaſures of the 
houſe of the Lord, and of the 
_ houſe, and he took all 
with him, and the golden 
ſhields that Solomon had 
made. Inftead of which the 
king made braſen ones, and 
delivered them to the captains 
of the ſhield bearers, who 
guarded the entrance of the 
palace. | 

10 And when the king 
entered into the houſe of the 
Lord, the ſhield bearers came 
and took them, and brought 
them back again to their ar- 
mory. | 
11 But yet becauſe they 
were humbled, the wrath of 
the Lord turned away from 
them, and they were not ut- 
terly deſtroyed: for even in 
Juda there were found good 
works. 

12 So king Roboam was 
ſtrengthened in Jeruſalem, and 
reigned: he was one and for- 
ty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned ſeven- 
teen years in Jeruſalem, the 
city, which the Lord choſe 
out of all the tribes of Iſta- 
el, to eſtabliſh his name there: 
and the name of his mother 
was Naama an Ammoniteſs. 

13 But he did evil, and did 
not 2 his heart to ſeek 

rd. 
14 Now the acts of R 
boam 


. 
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boam firſt and laſt are written 
in the books of Semeias the 
rophet, and of Addo the 
cer, and diligently recorded: 
and there was war between 
Roboam and Jeroboam all 
their days. 

i5 And Roboam flept 
with his fathers, and was bu- 
ried in the city of David. 
And Abia his ſon reigned in 
his ſtead. 

CHAP. A 
Abia's reign: his victory over

N the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam, Abia 
reigned over Juda. 

2 Three years he reigned 
in Jeruſalem, and his mo- 
ther's name was (a) Michaia, 
the daughter of Uriel of Ga- 
baa: and there was war be- 
tween Abia and Jeroboam. 

3 And when Abia had be- 

battle, and had with him 
— hundred thouſand moſt 
valiant and choſen men: Je- 
roboam put his army in array 
azainſt him of eight hundred 
thouſand men, who were alſo 
cboſenand moſt valiant for war. 

4 And Abia ſtood upon 
mount Semeron, which was 
in Ephraim, and faid: Hear 
me „ ge Iſrael: 

5 you not know that

| the Lord God of Iſrael gave 
to David the kingdom over 
Ifrael for ever, to him and to

6 And Jeroboam the ſon of 
Nabat, the ſervant of Solo- 
| mon the ſon of David roſe 
up: and rebelled againft his 
lord. 

7 And there were pather- 
ed to him vaia men, and chil- 
dren of Behal: and they pre- 
vailed againſt Rcboam the ſon 
of Solomon: for Roboam 
was unexperienced, and of a 
fearful heart, and could not 
reſiſt them.

multitude of people, and 
golden calves, which Jerobo- 
am hath made you for gods. 

9 And you have caſt out 
the prieſts of the Lord, the 
ſons of Aaron, and the Le- 
vites: and you have made you 
prieſts, like all the nations of 
the earth: whoſoeyer cometh 
and conſecrateth his hand with 
a bullock of the herd, and 
with ſeven rams, is made a 
prieſt of them that are no 
gods.

11 And they offer holo- 
cauſts to the Lord, every day 
morning and evening, and in- 
cenſe made according to the 
ordinance of the law, and the 
loaves are ſet forth on a moſt 
clean table, and there is with 
us the golden candleſtick, and 
the lamps thereof, to be light- 
ed always in the evening: for 
we keep the precepts of the 
Lord our God, whom you 
have forſaken.

13 While he ſpoke theſe 
things, Jeroboam cauſed an 
ambuſhment to come about 
behind him. And while he 
ſtood facing the enemies, he 
encompaſſed Juda, who per- 
ceived it not, with his army. 

14 And when Tuda looked 
back, they ſaw the battle com- 
ing upon them both before and 
behind, and they cried to the 
Lord: and the prieſts began to 
ſound with the trumpets. 

15 Andall the men of Juda

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ſnouted: and behold when 
they ſhouted, God terrified 

Jeroboam, and all Ifraet 
that ſtood againſt Abia and 
uda. 

16 And the children of Iſ- 
rael fled before Juda, and the 
Lord delivered them into their 
hand. 

17 And Abia and his peo- 
ple flew them with a great 
ſlaughter, and there fell woun- 
ded of Iſtael five hundred 
thouſand valiant men. 

18 And the children of Iſ- 
racl were brought down, at 
that time, and the children of 
Juda were exceedingly ſtreng- 
thened becauſe they had truſt 2 
ed in the Lord the God of 
their fathers. | 

19 And Abia purſued aſter 

22 and took cities 
rom him, Bethel and her 
daughters, and Jeſana with 
her daughters, Ephron alſo 
and her = hters. 

20 And Jeroboam was not 
able to reſiſt any more, in the 
days of Abia: and the Lord 
{truck him, and he died. 

21 But Abia, being ſtreng- 
thened in his kingdom, t 
fourteen wives: and begottwo 
and twenty ſons, and ſixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the reſt of the 
acts of Abia, and of his ways 
and works, are written diti- 

ently in the book of Addo 
the prophet.

The reign of Aſa: his victory 
over the Ethiopians. 


A* D Abia ſlept with his 
fathers, and they buri- 
ed him in the city of David : 
and Aſa his ſon reigned in his 
ſtead, in his days the land was 
quiet ten years. 

2 And Afa did that which 
was good and pleaſing in the 
ſight of his God, and he de- 
ſtroyed the altars of foreign 
worſhip, and the high places, 

3 And broke the ſtatues, 
and cut down the groves. 

4 And he commanded Juda 
to ſeek the Lord the God of 
their fathers, and to do the 
law, and all the command- 
ments. 

5 And he took away out 
of all the cities of Juda the 
altars, and temples, and reign- 
ed in peace. | 

6 He built alſo ſtrong cities 
in Juda, for he was quiet, and 
there had no wars tiſen in his 
time, the Lord giving him 
peace. 

7 And he ſaid to Juda: 
Let us build theſe cities, and 
compaſs them with walls, and 
fortify them with towers, and 
gates, and bars, while all is 
quiet from wars, becauſe we 
have ſought the Lord the 
God of our fathers, and he 
hath given us peace round a- 
bout. So they built, and there 
was na hindrance in building.

them, and his army fought a- 
gainſt them, and they were 
deſtroyed: And they took

N D the Spirit of God

with him. If you ſeek him, 
you ſhall find: but if you for- 
fake him, he will forſake you. 

3 And many days ſhall paſs 
in Iſrael without the true God, 
and without a prieſt a teacker, 
and without the law. 

4 And when in their diſ- 
treſs they ſhall return to the

the prophet, he took courage, 
and took away the 1dols out 
of all the land of Juda, and 
out of Benjamin, and out of 
the cities of mount Ephraim, 
which he had taken, and he 
dedicated the altar of the 
Lord, which was before the 
porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered toge- 
ther all Juda and Benjamin, 
and the ſtrangers with them of 
Ephraim, and Manaſſes, and 
Simeon: for many were come 
over to him out of Iſrael, 
ſeeing that the Lord his God 
was with him. 

10 And when they were 
come to Jecufalem inthe third 
month, in the fifteenth year of 
the reign of Aſa, | 

11 They ſacrificed to the 
Lord in that day of the ſpoils, 
and of the prey, that they had 
brought, ſeven hundred cx2n, 
and ſeven thouſand rams. 

12 And he went in to con- 
firm as uſual the covenant,

ND in the (a) fix and 
thirtteth year of his 
kingdom, Baaſa the king of 
Iſrael came up againſt ſuda, 
and built a wall about Rama, 
that no one might ſafely go 
out or come in, of the king- 
dom of Aſa. 

2 Then Aſa brought out 
ſilver and gold, out of the 
treaſures of the houſe of the 
Lord, and of the king's trea- 
ſures, and ſent to Benadad 
king of Syria, who dwelt in 
Damaſcus, ſaying : 

3 There is a league between 
me and thee, as there was be- 
tween my father and thy fa- 
ther, wherefore I have ſent 
thee ſilver and gold, that thou 
mayſt break thy league with 
Baafa king of Iſrael, and make 
him depart from me. 

4 And when Benadad heard 
this he ſent the captains of his 
armies againit the cities of 
Iſrael: and they took Ahion, 
and Dan, and Abelmaim, and 
all the walled cities of Neph- 


thali. 
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Chap. XVI. (a) Ver. 1. Six and thirtieth year of bi. 
kingdom. That is, of the kingdom of Juda, taking the date 
of it from the beginning of the reign of Roboam, 


3 And

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s And when Baaſa heard 
ofit, he left off the building 
of Rama, and interrupted his 
work. 

6 Then king Aſa took all 
ſuda, and they carried away 
from Rama, the ſtones, and 
tie timber that Baaſa had pre- 
ared for the building: and 
be built with them Gabaa, 
and Maſpha. 

7 At that time Hanani the 

rophet came to Aſa king of 
5 and ſaid to him: Be- 
cauſe thou haſt had conſidence 
in the king of Syria, and not 
in the Lord thy God, there- 
fore hath the army of the king 
of * eſcaped out of thy 
hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians, 
and the Libyans much more 
numerous in Chariots, and 
horſemen, and an exceedin 
great multitude: yet — 
thou truſtedſt in the Lord, 
le delivered them into thy 
hand ? 

9 For the eyes of the Lord 
behold all the earth, and give 
ſtrength to them, that with 
a perfect heart truſt in him. 
Whereſore thou haſt done 
foolithly, and for this cauſe 
icom this time wars ſtall ariſe 
a gainſt thee. | 

10 And Aſa was angry 
with the ſeer, and command- 
ed him to be put in priſon: 
for he was greatly enraged 
becauſe of this thing : and he 
put to death many of the peo- 
ple at that time. 
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11 But the works of Aſa 
the firſt and laſt are written in 
the book of the kings of Juda 
and iſrael. 

12 And Aſa fell ſick in the 
nine and thirtieth year of his 
reign, of a moſt violent pain 
in his feet, and yet in his ill- 
neſs he did not {eek the Lord, 
but rather truſted in the (kill 
of phyſicians. 

13 And he ſlept with his 
fathers: and he died in the 
one and fortieth year of his 
reign. 

14 And they buried him 
in his own ſepulchre, which 
he had made for himſelf in the 
city of David: and they laid 
him on his bed full of ſpices 
and odoriferous ointments, 
which were made by the art 
of the perfumers, and they 
burnt them over him with 


very great pomp.

ND Joſaphat his fon 
reigned in his ſtead, and 
grew vz againſt Iſrael. 

2 And he placed numbers 
of-ſoldiers in all the fortified 
cities of Juda. And he put 
garriſons in the land of Juda, 
and in the cities of Ephraim, 
which Aſa his father had 
taken. 

3 And the Lord was with 
Joſaphat, becauſe he walked 
m 
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in the firſt ways of David his 
father: and truſted not in 
Baalin, 

4 But in the God of his 
father, and walked in his com- 
mandments, and not accord- 
ing to the fins of Iſrael. 

5 And the Lord eſtabliſhed 
the kingdom in his hand, and 
all! Juda brought prefents to 
Joſaphat: and he acquired 
immmenſe riches, and much 
glory. 

6 And when his heart had 
taken courage for the ways 
of the Lord, he took away 
alſo the high places and the 
groves out of Juda. 

7 And in the third year of 
his reign, he ſent of his princes 
Benhail, and Abdias, and Za- 
Charias, and Nathanael, and 
Micheas, to teach in the cities 
of Juda : 

8 And with them the Le- 
vites, Semeias, and Natha- 
nias, and Zabadias, and A- 
ſael, and - Semiramoth, and 
1 and Adonias and 

obias, and Tnobadonias Le- 
vites, and with them Eliſama, 
and Joram prieſts. 

9 And they taught the peo- 
ple in juda, having with 
them the book of the law of 
the Lord : and they went 
about all the cities of Ju- 
da, and inſtructed the peo- 

le. 
F 10 And the fear of the 
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durſt not make war againſt ſo- 
ſaphat. 

11 The Philiſt ines alſo 
brought preſents to Jotaphar, 
and tribute in ſilver, and the 
Arabians brought him cattle, 
ſeven thouſand ſeven hundred 
rams, and as many he-goats. 

12 And Joſaphat grew, and 
became exceeding great : and 
he built in ſuda houſes like 
towers, and walled cities. 

13 And he prepared many 
works in the cities of Juda: 
and he had watrriers, and va— 
liant men in Jeruſalern. 

14 Of whom this is the 
number of the houſes and fa- 
milies of every one: in Juda 
captains of the army, Fdnas 
the chief, and with hin three 
hundred thouſand moſt valiant 
men. 

15 After him Johanan the 
captain, and with hun two 
hundred and eighty thouſand. 

16 And after hun was Ama- 
ſias the ſon of Zechri, con- 
ſecrated to the Lord, and with 
him were two hund;ed thou- 
ſand valiant men. | 

17 After him was Eliada 
valiant in battle, and with him 
two hundred thouſand armed 
with bow and fhield. 

18 After him alſo was Jo- 
zabad, and with him à hun- 
dred and eighty thouſand rea- 
dy for war.

2 And he went down to 
him after ſome years to Sama- 
ria : and Achab at his coming 
killed ſheep and oxen in abun- 
dance for him and the people 
that came with him : and he 
perſuaded him to go up to 
| Ramoth Galaad. - 

3 And Achab king of 
Iſrael faid to Joſaphat king 
of Juda: Come with me to 
Ramoth Galaad And he an- 
ſwered him: Thou art as I 
am, and my people as thy 


0 people, and we will be with 
2 thee in the war. | 
2 4 And Joſaphat ſaid to the 
king of Ifracl: Enquire I be- 
h (ſeech thee at preſent the word 
* Wot the Lord. 

5 So the king of Iſrael ga- 
ja thered to zetherof the prophets 
mn four hundred men, and he faid 
ed Wl to them: Shall we go to Ra- 
moth Galaad to fight, or ſhall 
o ve forbear? But they ſaid: 
Co up, and God will deliver 
a it into the king's hand. 

6 And Jolaphat ſaid: Is 
he chere not here a prophet of 
* the Lord, that we may enquire 


alſo of him? 


7 And the king of Iſrael 
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ſaid to Joſaphat : There is one 
man, of whom we may aſk 
the will of the Lord: but I 
hate him, for he never prophe- 
ſieth good to me but always 
evil: and it 15 Micheas the ſon 
of Jemla. And Joſaphat ſaid: 
Speak not thus O king. 

8 And the king of Iſrael cal- 
led one of the eunuchs, and 
ſaid to him: Call quickly Mi- 
cheas the ſon of ſemla. 

9 Now the king of Iſrael, 
and Jofaphat king of Juda, 
both fat on their thrones, clo- 
thed in royal robes, and they 
fat in the open court by the 
gate of Samaria, and all the 
prophets propheſied before 
thein. 

10 And Sedecias the ſon of 
Chanaana made him horns of 
iron, and ſaid: Thus faith the 
Lord: With theſe ſhalt thou 
puſh Syria, tiH thou deſtroy it; 

11 And all the prophets 
propheſied in like manner and 
laid: Go up to Ramoth Galaad, 
and thou ſhalt proſper, and 
the Lord will deliver them in- 
to the king's hand. | 

12 And the meſſenger that 
went to call Micheas, faid to 
him : Behold the words of all 
the prophets with one mouth 
declare good to the king: I 
beſeech thee therefore let not 
thy word diſagree with them, 
— ſpeak thou alſo good ſuc- 
cels. 

13 And Micheas anſwered 
him: As the Lord liveth, 


| whatſoever my God ſhall ſay 
to 
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to me, that will I ſpeak. 

14 So he came to the king: 
and the king faid to him: Mi- 
cheas, ſhall we go to Rainoth 
Galaad to fght, or forbear ? 
And he anſwered him: Go up 
for all ſhall ſucceed proſpe- 
rouſly, -and the enennes ſhall 
be delivered into your hands. 

15 And the king ſaid: I ad- 
jure thee, again, and again to 
ſay nothing but the truth to 
me, in the name of the Lord. 

16 Then he faid: I faw 
all Iſrael ſcattered in the moun- 
tains, like ſheep without a 
ſhepherd : and the Lord ſaid: 
Theſe have no maſters : let 
every man return to his own 
houſe in peace. 

17 And the king of Iſrael 
faid to Joſaphat: did I not tell 
thee that this man would not 
propheſy me any good, but 
evil? 

18 Then he ſaid: Hear ye 
therefore the word of the 
Lord: I ſaw the Lord fitting 
on his throne, and all the army 
of heaven ſtanding by him on 
the right hand and on the left. 

19-And the Lord faid (a) 
who ſhall deceive Achab kin 
of Iſrael, that he may goup an 
fall in Ramoth Galaad. And 
when one ſpoke in this man- 
ner, and another otherwiſe : 

20 There came forth a ſpi- 
rit, and ſtood before the Lord, 


and faid : I will deceive him 
And the Lord faid to bim; 
by what means wilt thou de- 
ceive him. 

21 And he anſwered: I will 
go out, and be alying ſpitit 
in the mouth of all his pro. 

hets. And the Lord ſaid: 
hou ſhalt deceive; and ſhalt 
prevail: go out, and do ſo. 

22 Now therefore, behold 
the Lord bath put a ſpirit of 
lying in the mouth of all thy 
prophets, and the Lord hath 
ſpoken evil againſt thee. 

23 And Sedecias the fon of 
Chanaana came, and firuck 
Micheas on the cheek and 
ſaid : which way went the 
ſpirit of the Lord from me, to 
ſpeak to thee ? 

24 And Micheas faid Thou 
thy (elf ſhait ſee in that day, 
5 ty thou ſhalt go in from 
chamber to chamber, to hide 
thyſelf. 

25 And the king of Iſrael 
commanded, ſaying : Take 
Micheas, and carry him to 
Amon the governour of the 
city, and to ; Joas the ſon of 
Amelech. 

26 And fay:. Thus ſaith 
the king: Put this fellow in 
priſon, and give him bread, 
and water in a ſmall quantity 
till I return in peace, 

27 And Micheas faid : If 
thou return in peace, the Lord 


— ———_ 
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hath not _ by me, and 
he ſaid : Hear all ye people. 

28 So the king of Iſrael 
and Joſaphat king of Juda 
went up to Ramoth Galaad. 

29 And the king of Iſrael 
ſaid to Joſaphat : Iwill change 
my dreſs, and fo I will go to 
the battle, but put thou on thy 
own garments. And the king 
of Iſtael having changed his 
dreſs went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria 
had commanded the captains 
of his cavalry faying : Fight 
ye not with ſmall, or great, 
but with the king of Ifrae! 
only. : 

31 So when the captains of 
the cavalry ſaw Jofaphat, 
they ſaid: This is the king of 
Ifrael. And they ſurrounded 
him to attack him: but he 
cried to the Lord, and he 
helped him, and turned them 
away from him. 

32 For when the captains 
of the cavalry ſaw, that he 
was not the king of Iſrael, 
they left him. 

33 And it happened that 
one of the people ſhot an ar- 
row at a venture, and ftruck 
the king of Iſtael between the 
neck and the ſhoulders, and he 
ſaid to his chariot- men: Turn 
thy hand, and carry me out 
of the battle, for I am woun- 
ded. | 

34 And the fight was end- 
ed that day : but the king of 
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| gainfſt the Syrians until the

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evening, and died at the ſun- 
ſet.

ND Joſaphat king of 
Juda returned to his 
houſe in peace to Jeruſalem. 

2 And Jehu the fon of Ha- 
nant the Seer met him, and 
ſaid to him: Thou helpeſt the 
ungodly, and thou art joined 
in triendſhip with them that 
hate the Lord and therefore 
thou didſt deferve indeed the 
wrath of the Lord: 

3 But good works are found 
in thee, becauſe thou haſt 
taken away the groves out of 
the land of Juda, and haft 
prepared thy heart to ſeek the 
Lord the God of thy fathers, 

4 And Joſaphat dwelt at 
Jeruſalem: and he went out 
again to the people from Ber- 
ſabee to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back to the 
Lord the God of their fathers. 

5 And he ſet judges of the 
land in all the fenced cities of 
Juda, in every place. 

6 And charging the judges, 
he ſaid : Take heed what you 
do: for you exerciſe not the 
judgment of man, but of the 
Lord: and whatſoeyer you 
judge, it ſhall tedound to you, 

7 Let the fear of the 
be with you, and do all thin 


Iſrael ſtood in his chariot a- 


with diligence; for there is

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no iniquity with the Lord ou: 
God, nor reſpect of perſons, 
nor deſire of gifts. 

8 In — — alſo Joſa- 
phat appointed Levites, and 
prieſts, and chiefs of the fa- 


milies of Iſrael, to judge the 


judgment and the cauſe of the 
ord for the inhabitants 
thereof. 


9 And he charged them, 
faying : Thus ſhall you do in 
the fear of the Lord faith- 
fully, and with a perfect 
heart. 

10 Every cauſe, that ſhall 
come to you of your brethren, 
that dwell in thetr cities, be- 
tween kindred and kindred, 
whereſoever there is queſtion 
concerning the law, the com- 
mandment, the ceremonies, the 
juſtifications : ſhew it them, 
that they may not ſin againſt 
the Lord, and that wrath may 
not come upon you and your 
brethren: and to doing you 
ſhall not fin. 

11 And Amarias the prieſt

faphat, he ſeeketh God's help

14 And Jahaziel the ſon of 
Zacharias, the ſon of Banaias, 
the ſon of Jehiel, the ſon of 
Mathanias, a Levite of the 
ſons of Aſaph, was there, 
upon whom the Spirit of the 
Lord came in the midſt of the 
multitude, 

15 Andhefaid: Attend ye 
all Juda, and you that dwell 
in ſerum, and thou king 
Joſaphat: thus faith the Lord 
to you: Fear ye not, and be 
not diſmayed at this multi- 
tude : for the battle is not 
yours, but God's. 

16 To-morrow you ſhall go 
down againſt them : for they 
will come up by the aſcent 
named Sis, and you ſhall find 
them at the head of the tor- 
rent, which is over againſt 
the wildernefs of Jeruel.

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19 And the Levites of the 
ſons of Caath, and of the 
ſons of Core praiſed the Lord

20 And they roſe early 
in the morning, and went 
out through the deſart of 
Thecua : and as they were 
marching, Joſaphat ſtanding 
in the midit of them, ſaid: 
Hear me ye men of ſuda, and 
all the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem: believe in the Lord 
your God, and you ſhall be 
jecnre : believe his prophets, 
and all things ſhall ſucceed 
well. 

21 And ke gave counſel to 
the people, and appointed the 
ſinging men of the Lord, to 
praiſe hun by their compa- 
nies, and to go before the ar- 
my, and with one voice to 
ſay: Give glory te the Lord, 
for his mercy endureth for 
ever.

24 And when Juda came 
to the watch tower, that look- 
eth toward the deſart, they 
ſaw afar off all the country, 
for a great ſpace, full of 
dead bodies, and that no one 
was left that could. eſcape 
death. 

25 Then Joſaphat came, 
and all the people with him to 
take away the ſpoils of the 
dead, ery they found among 
the dead bodies, ſtuff of vari- 
ous kinds, and garments, and 
moſt precious veſſels: and they 
took them for themſelves, in- 
ſomuch that they could not 
carry all, nor in three days 
take away the ſpoils, the booty 
was fo great. 

26 And on the fourth day 
they were aſſembled in the val- 
ley of Bleſſing: for there they 
bleſſed the Lord, and there- 
fore they called that place the 
valley of Bleſſing until this 
day. 

27 And every man of ju- 
da, and the inhabitants of Je- 
ruſalem returned, and joſa- 

hat at their head, into Jeru- 
ſalem with great joy, becauſe 
the Lord had made them re- 
Joice over their enemies. 

28 And they came into Je- 
ruſalem with pſalteries, and 
harps, and trumpets into the 
houſe of the Lord. | 

29 And the fear of the 
Lord fell upon all the king- 
doms of the lands when they 

heard 
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heard that the Lord had fought 
againft the enemies of Iſtael. 
zo And the kingdom of 
Joſaphat was quiet, and God 
gave him peace round about. 

31 And Joſaphat reigned 
over Juda, and he was five 
and thirty years old when he 
began to reign: and he reign- 
ed five and twenty years in 21 
ruſalem: and the name of his 
mother was Azuba the daugh- 
ter of Selahi. 

32 And he walked in the 
way of his father Aſa, and de- 
parted not from it, doing the 
things that were pleaſing be- 
fore the Lord. 

33 But yet he took not a- 
way the high places, and the 
people had not yet turned their 
heart to the Lord the God of 
their fathers. 

34 But the reſt of the acts 
of Joſaphat, firſt and laſt are 
written in the words of ſehu 
the ſon of Hanani, which he 
digeſted into the books of the 
kings of Iſrael. 

35 After theſe things Joſa- 
phat king of Juda made friend- 
ſhip with Ochoꝛias king of Iſ- 
el, whoſe works were very 
wicked. | 

36 And he was partner 
with him in making ſhips, to 
go to Tharſis: and they made 
the ſhips in Afiongaber. 

37 And Eliezer the ſon of 
Dodau of Mareſa propheſied 
to Joſaphat, ſaying: Becauſe 
thou haſt made a league with 
Ochozias, the Lord 9 ö 
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ſtroyed thy works, and the 
ſhips are broken, and they 
could not go to Tharſis.

A? D Joſaphat ſlept with 

his fathers, and was bu- 
ried with them in the city of 
David: and Joram his, ſon 
reigned in his ſtead. 

2 And he had brethren the 
ſons of Joſaphat, Azarias, 
and Jahiel, and | Zacharias, 
and Arzaria, and Michael, 
and Saphatias, all theſe were 
the ſons of Joſaphat king of 
Juda. 

3 And their father gave 
them great gifts of ſilver, and 
of gold, and penſions, with 
ſtrong cities in Juda: but the 
kingdom he gave to Joram, 
becauſe he was the eldeſt. 

4 So Joram roſe up over 
the kingdom of his father: 
and when he had eſtabliſhed 
himſelf, he ſlew all his bre- 
thren with the ſword, and 
ſome of the princes of Iſrael. 

5 Joram was two and tlut- 


ty years old when he began to 


reign : and he reigned eight 
years in Jeruſalem. 

6 And he walked in the 
ways of the kings of Iſtael, 
as the houſe of Achab had 
done: for his wife was a 
daughter of Achab, and he 
did evil in the ſight: of the

9 And Joram went over 
with his princes, and all his 
cavalry with him, and roſe in 
the night, and defeated the E- 
domites who had ſurrounded 
him, and all the captains of 
his cavalry. 

10 However Edom revolt- 
ed, from being under the do- 
minion of Juda unto this day: 
at that time Lobna allo re- 
'volted, from being under his 
hand. For he had forſaken. 
the Lord the God of his fa- 
thers: 

ti Moreover he built alſo 
high places in the cities of 
Juda, and he made the inha- 
bitants of Jeruſalem to com- 
mit fornication, and Juda to 
tranſgreſs. | 

12 And there was a letter. 
brought him from Elias the 
prophet, in which it was 
written: Thus faith the Lord 
the God of David thy father : 
Becauſe thou haſt not walked 
in the ways of Jolaphat th 
father, nor in the ways of Aſa 


king of Juda, 


ways of the kings of Iſrael, 
and haſt made ſuda and the 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem to 
conunit fornication, imitating 
the fornication of the houſe of 
Achab, moreover alſo thou 
haſt killed thy brethren, the 
houſe of thy father, better 
men than thyſelf. 

14 Behold the Lord will 
ſtrike thee with a great plague, 
with all thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and 
all thy ſubſtance. 

15 And thou ſhalt be ſick 
of a very grievous diſeaſe of 
thy . till thy vital parts 
come out by little and little 
every day. 

16 And the Lord ſtirred 
up againſt Joram the ſpirit of 
the Philiſtines, and of the 
Arabians, who border on the 
Ethiopians. 124400 

17 And they came up into 
the land of Juda, and waſted 


it, and they carried away all 


the ſubſtance, that was found 
in the king's houſe, his ſons 
alſo, and his wives: ſo that 


there was no ſon left him but 


(a) Joachaz, who was the 


youngeſt. 


18 And beſides all this the 
Lord ſtruck him with an in- 
curable diſeaſe in his bowels. 

19 And as day came after 
day, and time rolled on, two 
whole years paſſed : then at- 
ter being waſted with a long 


13 But haſt walked in the | conſumption, ſo as to void 
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kis very bowels, his difeaſe 
ended with his life. And he 
died of a moſt wretched ill- 
zeſs, and the people did not 
make a funeral for him ac- 
cording to the manner of burn- 
ing, as they had done for his 
anceſtors.

ND the inhabitants of 

Jeruſalem made Ocho- 
zias his youngeſt ſon, king in 
his place : for the rovers of 
the Arabians, who had broke 
in upon the camp, had killed 
all that were his cider brothers. 
So Ochozias the on of Joram 
king of Juda reigned. 

2 Ochozias was (a) forty 
two years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned one 
year in Jeruſalem, and the 
name of his ®,other was A- 
thalia the daughter of Am:i. 

3 He alſo walked in the 
ways of the houſe of Achab: 


— 
— — 
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4 So he did evil in the ſight 
of the Lord, as the houſe of 
Achab did: for they were his 
counſellors after the death of 
his father, to his deſtruction. 

5 And he walked after their 
counſels. And he went with 
Joram the ſon of Achab king 
of Iſrael, to fight againſt Ha- 
zael king of Syria, at Ra- 
moth Galaad: and the Syrians 


| wounded Joram. 


6 And he returned to be 
healed in Jezrahel : for here- 
ceived many wounds in the 
foreſaid battle. And Ocho- 
zias the ſon of Joram king of 
Juda, went down'to viſit Jo- 
tam the fon of Achab in Jez- 
rahel where he lay fick. 

7 For it was the will of 
God againſt Ochozias, that 
he ſhould come to Joram : 
and when he was come Could 
$9 out allo againſt Jehu the 
on of Namſi, whom the 
Lord had anointed to deſttoy 


the houſe of Achab. 


8 So when Jehu was root- 
ing out the houſe of Achab, 
he found the princes of Juda, 
and the ſons of the brethren 
of Ochoꝛias, who ſerved him, 
and he flew them. 

9 Ard he ſought for O- 
chozias himſelf, and took him 
lying hid in Samaria : and 
when he was brought to him, 


for his mother puſhed him on | 
to do wickedly. 


he killed him, and they buried 


him: becauſe he was the ſon

Joiada being eacourag- 
ed, took the captains of hun-

made a covenant with them. 

2 And they went about 
Juda, and gathered together 
the Levites out of all the cities 
of Juda, and the chiefs of 
the families of Iſracl, and they 
came to Jeruſalem. 

3 And all the multitude 
made a covenant with the kin 
in the houſe of God: — 
Joiada ſaid to them: Behold 
the king's ſon ſhall reign, as 
the Lord hath faid of the ſons 
of David.

two wives, by whom he had 
ſons and daughters. 

4 After this Joas had a 
mind to repair the houſe of 
the Lord. 

5 And he aſſembled the 
prieſts, and the Levites, and 
taid to them: Go out to the 
cities of Juda, and gather 
of all Iſrael money to. repair 
the temple of your God, from 
year to year, and do this with 
ſpeed: but the Levites were 
negligent. - 

6 And the king called Joi- 
ada the chief, and ſaid to him: 
why haſt thou not taken care 
to oblige the Levites to biing 
in cut of Juda and Jeruſalem 
the morey, that was appoint- 
ed by Moſes the ſervant of the 
Lord for all the multitude of 
Iſrael to bring into the tabet- 
nacle of the teitimony ? 

7 Fer that wicked woman 
Atbalia, and ber children have

8 Ard the king commarded, 
and they made a cheſt: and 
ſet it by the gate of the houſe 
of the Lord on the outſide.

going in they contributed and 


caſt ſo much into the chef of 


the Lord, that it was filled.

much money) the king's ſcribe, 
and he whom the high prieſt 
had appointed went in: and 
they poured out the money 
that was in the cheſt; and 
they carried back the cheſt to 
its place : and thus they did 
from day to day, and there 
was gathered an immenſe ſum 
of money.

14 And when they had finiſh- 
ed all the works, they brought 
the reſt of the money betore 
the king and Joiada : and with 
it were made veſſels for the 
temple for the miniſtery, and 
for holocauſts and bowls, and 
othet veſſels of gold and ſilvet: 
and holocauſts were offered in

nually all the days of Joiada. 


15 But Joiada grew old 
and was full of days, and died 


when he was a hundred ard 


thirty years old. 

16 And they buried him 
in the city of David among 
the kings, becauſe he had done 
good to Iſrael, and to his houſe. 

17 And after the death of 
Joiada, the princes of Juda 
went in, and worſhipped the 
king: and he was ſoothed by 


their ſervices and hearkened

18 Ard they forſook the 
temple of the Lord the God 
of their fathers, and ſerved 
groves and idols, and' wrath 
came upon Juda, and Fferuſa- 
lem for this fin. 

19 And he ſent prophets 
to them to bring them back 
to the Lord, and they would 
not give ear when they teſti- 
hed againſt them. 

20 The ſpirit of God then 
came upon Zacharias the ſon 
of Joiada the prieſt, and he

21 And they gathered them- 
ſelves. together againſt him, 
and ftoned him at the king s

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22 And king Joas did not 
remember the kindneſs, that 
Joĩada his father had done to 
him, but killed his ſon. And 
when he died, he ſaid: The 
Lord fee, and require it. 

23 And when a year was 
come about the army of Syria 
came up againſt him: and 
they came to Juda and Jeru- 
ſalem, and killed all the prin- 
ces of the people, and they 
ſent all the ſpoils to the king 
to Damaſcus. 

24 And whereas there 
came a very {mall number of 
the Syrians, the Lord deliver- 
ed into their hands an infinite 
multitude, becauſe they had 
forſaken the Lord the God of 
their farthers: and on Joas 
they executed ſhameful judg- 
ments. 

25 And departing they left 
him in great diſeaſes: and his 
{ervants roſe up againſt him, 
tor revenge of the blood of 
tae fon of Joiada the prieſt, 
and they ſlew him in his bed, 


and he died: and they buried 


him in the city of David, but 
not in the ſepulchres of the 
Kings. 

20 Now the men that con- 
ſpired againſt him were Za- 
bad the ſon of Semmaath an 
Ammoniteſs, and fozabad the 
ſon of Semarith a Moabiteſs. 

27 And concerning his 
ſons, and the ſum of money, 


which was gathered under 


Rim, and the repairing” the 
houſe of God, they, are wiit-

ten more diligentiy in the 
book of kings: _ Amaſias 
his ſon reigned in his ſtead. 
CHAP. XXV. 
Amaſias's reign : he beginneth 
awell, but endeth ill; he is 
overthrown by Toas, and 
ſlain by his own people. 
MASIAS was five 
and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and 
he reigned nine and twenty 
years in Jeruſalem, the name 
of his mother was Joadan of 
Jerufalem. 

2 And he did what was 

good in the fight of the Lord: 
but yet not with a perfect 
heart. 
3 And when he faw him- 
ſelf ſtrengthened in his king- 
dom, he put to death the ſer- 
vants, that had ſlain the king 
his father, 

4 But he flew not their 
children, as it is written in 
the book of the law of Moſes, 
where the Loid commanded, 


ſaying: The fathers fhall not 


be flain for the children, nor 
the children for their fathers, 
but every man ſhall die for his 
own ſin. | | 

5 And Amaſias er 
Juda together, and diſtributed 
them by herr families, and 


captains of thouſands and of 


hundreds in all Juda, and 
Benjamin: and he numbered 
them from twenty years old 
and upwards, and found three 
hundred thouſand young men 


able to go out to battle, and 
8 20 
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hold ſpear and ſhield. 
6 He hired alſo of Ifrael a 
hundred thouſand valiant 
men, for a hundred talents of 
filyer. 

7 But a man of God came 
to him, and ſaid: O king, 
let not the army of Iſrael go 
out with thee, tor the Lord 
is not with Iſrael, and all the 
children of Ephraim : 

8 And if thou think that 
battles conſiſt in the ſtrength 
of the army, God will make 
thee to be overcome by the 
enemies: for it belongeth to 
God both to help, and to put 
to flight. 

9 And Amaſtas ſaid to the 
man of God: What will then 
become of the hundred ta- 
lents, which I have given to 
the ſoldiers of Iſrael? and the 
man of God anſwered him: 
The Lord is rich enough to 
be able to give thee much 
more than this. 

10 Then Amaſias ſeparat- 
ed the army, that came to 
him out of Ephraim, to go 
home again : but they being 
much enraged againit Juda, 
returned to their own country. 

11 And Amaſias taking 
courage led forth his people, 
and went to the vale of ſalt 
pits, and ſlew of the children 
of Seit, ten thouſand. 


to 


12 And other ten thouſand 


men the ſons of Juda took, 


aud brought to the ſteep of 


a Certain rock, and caſt them 
dawn, beadlong fron: the top 
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and they, all were broken 
to pieces. 

13 But that army which. 
Amaſias had ſent back, that 
they ſhould not go with him 
to battle, ſpread themſelves a- 
mong the cities of ſuda, from 
Samaria to Bethhoron, and 
having killed three thouſand 
took away. much ſpoil. 

14 But Amaſias after he 
had ſlain the Edomites, ſet up 
the gods of the children of 
Seit, which he had brought 
thence, to be his. gods, and 
adored them, and burnt in- 
cenſe to them. 

15 Wherefore the Lord- 
being angry againſt Amaſias, 
ſent a prophet to him, to ſay 
to him: Why haſt thou ador- 
ed gods, that have not deli- 
vered their own pcople out of 
thy hand? 

16 And when he. ſpoke 
theſe things, he. anſwered 
him: Art thou the king's 
counſellor ? be quiet, left I kill 
thee. And the prophet de- 
\ parting, ſaid: I know that 
God is minded to kill thee, 
becauſe thou haſt done this 
evil, and moreover haſt not 
hearkened to my counſel. 

17 Then Amaſias king of 
Juda taking very bad counſel, 
ſent to Joas the fon of Joa- 
chaz the. ſon of Jehu, king 
of Ifrael, ſaying : Come, let 
us lee one another, 

18 But he ſent back the

ſlaying : The thiſ- 
4 ſent to 


tle that is in 
che 
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the cedar in Libanus, 2 
Give thy daughter to my ſon 
to wife: and behold the beaſts 
that were in the wood of Li- 
banus paſled by, and trode 
down the thiſtle. 

19 Thou haſt faid: I have 
overthrown Edom, ard there- 
tore thy heart is lifted up 
with pride, ſtay at home, why 
doſt thou provoke evil againſt 
thee, that both thou thouldit 
tall and Juda with thee. 

20 Amaſias would not 
hearken to him, becauſe it 
was the Lord's will that he 
| auld be Celivered into the 
hands of enemies becauſe of 
the gods of Edom. 

21 So Joas king of Iſracl 
went up, and they preſented 
ne to be ſcen by one 
another: and Amaſias king of 
Juda was in Bethſames of 
Juda: 

22 And juda fell before Ii- 
rael, and they fled to their 
dwellings. * 

23 And Joas king of Iſrael 
took Amaſias king of Juda, 
the ſon of Joas, the ſon of 
Joachaz, in Bethfames, and 
brought him to Jeruſalem : 
and broke down the walls 
thereof from the gate of E- 
phraim, to the 
corner, four hundred cubits. 
24 And he took all the 
gold, and filver, and all the 
veſſels, that he found in the | 
houſe of God, and with Obe- 
dedom, and in the treaſures 


te of the 
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alſo the ſons of the hoſtages, 

he brought back to Samaria. 

25 And Amaſias the ſe 
of Joas king of juda lived, 
after the death of Joas the 
ſon of Joachaz king of Ifrac| 
fifteen years. 

26 Now the reſt of the aQs 
of Amaſias the firſt and laſt 
are written in the book of the 
kings of Juda and Iſrael. 

27 And after he revolted 
from the Lord, they made a 
conſpiracy againſt hun in Je- 
ruſalem. And he fled into 
Lachis, and they ſent, and 
killed him there. 

28 And they brought him 
back upon horſes, and buried 
him with his fathers in the 
city of David.

Juda took his ſon Ozias 
who was ſixteen years old, 
and made him king in the 
room of Amaſias his father.

3 Ozias was ſixteen 
old when he began to 2 
and he reigned two and fifty 
years in jeruſalem, the name 
of his mother was Jechelia of

4 And he did that which

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Lord, according to all that 
Amaſias his father had done. 

5 And he ſought the Lord 
in the days of Zacharias that 
underſtood and faw God: and 
as long as he ſought the Lord, 
he directed him in all things. 

6 Moreover he went forth, 
and fought againſt the Phi- 
liſtines, and broke down the 
wall of Geth, and the wall of 
Jabnia, and the wall of Azo- 
tus: and he built towns in 
the land of Azotus, and among 
the Philittines. 

7 And God helped him 
againſt the Philiſtines, and a- 

ainſt the Arabians, that dwelt 
in Garbaal, and againſt the 
Ammonites. 

8 And the Ammonites gave 
gifts to Ozias: and his name 
was ſpread abroad even to the 
entrance of Egypt for his fre- 
quent victories. 

9 And Ozias built towers 
in Jeruſalem over the gate of 
the corner, and over the gate 
of the valley, and the reit, in 
the ſame fide of the wall, and 
fortified them.

10 And he built towers in 


the wilderneſs, and dug many 
ciſterns, for he had much cat- 
tle both in the plains, and in 
the waſte of the deſart: he 
had alſo vineyards and dreſſers 
of vines in the mountains, and 
in Carmel: for he was a man 
that loved huſbandry. 

11 And the army of his 
fighting men, that went out 
to war, was under the hand 
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of Jehiel the ſcribe, and Ma- 
aſias the doctor, and under the 
hand of Hananias, who was 
one of the king's captains. 

12 And the whole number 
of the chiefs by the families 
of valtant men, were two 
thouſand fix hundred. 

13 And the whole army 
under them three hundred and 
ſeven thouſand five hundred : 
who were fit for war, and 
fought for the king againſt 
the enemy. 

14 And Oꝛias prepared for 
them, that 1s, for the whole 
army, ſhields, and ſpears, and 
helmets, and coats of mail, 
and bows, and ſlings to caſt 
ſtones. 

15 And he made in Jeruſa- 
lem engines of diverſe kinds, 
which he placed in the towers, 
and in the corners of the 
walls, to ſhoot arrows, and 
great ſtones: and his name 
went forth far abroad, for the 
Lord helped him, and had 
ſtrengthened him. 

16 But when he was made 
ſtrong, his heart was lifted up 
to his deſtruction, and he ne- 
glected the Lord his God: 
and going into the temple of 
the Lord, he had a mind to 
burn incenſe upon the altar of 
incenſe. 

17 Aad immediately Aza- 
rias the prieſt going in after 
him, and with him 'fourſcore 
prieſts of the Lord, moſt va- 


tant men, 


18 Wichſtood the king, 
and

Amos, the prophet. 
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and ſaid : It doth not belon 
to thee Oz1as, to burn incenſe 
tothe Loud, but to the prieſts, 
that 1s, to the ſons of Aaron, 
who are conſecrated for this 
miniſtery: go out of the ſanc- 
tuary, do not deſpiſe: for this 
8 _ not a —_—_

God gory by 


19 And Ozias was angry, 
and holding in his hand the 
cenſer to burn incenſe, threat- 
ened the prieſts. And preſent- 
ly there role a leproſy in his 
forehead before the prieſts, in 
the houſe of the Lord at the 
altar of incenſe. 

20 And Azanas the _ 
prieſt, and all the reſt of the 
riefls looked upon him, and 


ſaw the leproſy in his fore- 


head, and they made haſte 

to thruſt him out. Yea him- | 
ſelf alſo- being frightened, 

haſted to go out, becauſe he 

had quickly felt the ſtroke of 
the Lord. 

21 And Oꝛias the king was 
unto the day of his 
death, and hedwelt in a houſe 


-apart being full of the lepro- 
fy, for which he had been caſt 
- out of the houſe of the Lord. 


And Joatham his ſon govern- 
ed the king's houſe, and judg- 
ed the people of the land. 

22 But the reſt of the acts

C HAZ was twenty 
years old when he be- 
| gan to reign, and he reigned 
— years in Jeruſalem: 
he did not that which was 
right in the ſight of the Lord 
as David his father had done. 
2 But walked in the ways 
of the kings of Iſrael, more- 
over alſo he caſt ſtatues for 
Baalim. 
3 It was he that burnt in- 
cenſe in the valley of Benen- 
nom, and conſecrated his ſons 


in the fire according to the 


manner of the nations, which 
the Lord flew at the coming 
of the children of Iſrael. 

4 He ſacrificed alſo, and 
burnt incenſe in the high pla- 
ces, and on the hills, and un- 
der every: green tree. 

5 And the Lord his God 
delivered him into the hands 
of the king of Syria, who 
defeated him, and took a great 
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booty out of his kingdom, 
and carried it to Damaſcus : 
he was alſo delivered into the 
hands of the king of Iſrael, 
who overthrew him with a 
great flaughter, 

6 For Phacee the ſon of 
Romelia flew of Juda a hun- 
dred and twenty thouſand in 
one day, all valiant men : be- 
cauſe they had forſaken the 
Lord the God of their fa- 
thers. 

7 At the ſame time Zechri 
a powerful man of Ephraim, 
flew Maaſias the king's ſon, 
and Ezricam the governor of 
his houſe, and Elcana who 
was next to the king. 

8 And the children of Iſ- 
rael carried away of their bre- 
thren two hundred thouſand 
women, boys, and girls, and 
an immenſe booty: and they 
brought it to Samaria, 

9 At that time there was a 
prophet of the Lord there, 
whoſe name was Oded: and 
he went out to meet the army 
that came to Samaria, and ſaid 
to them: Behold the Lord 
the God of your fathers be- 
ing angry with Juda, hath 
delivered them into your 
hands, and you have butch- 
ered them cruelly, ſo that 
your cruelty hath reached up 
to heaven. 

10 Moreover you have a 
mind to keep under the chil- 
dren of Juda and Jeruſalem 
for your bond-men and bond- 
women, which ought not Þ

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be done: for you have ſinned in 
this _ the Lord your God. 

11 But hear ye my counſel, 
and releaſe the captives, that 
r. have brought of your 

rethren, becauſe a t in- 
dignation of the Lord hangeth 
over you. 

12 Then ſome of the chief 
men of the ſons of Ephraim, 
Azarias the fon of Johanan, 
Barachias the ſon of Moſollo- 


meth, Ezechias the ſon of 


Sellum, and Amaſa the ſon 
of Adali, ſtood up againſt 
them that came from the war, 

13 And they ſaid to them: 


- You ſhall not bring in the 


captives hither, leſt we ſin 
againſt the Lord. Why will 
you add to our fins, and hea 
up upon our former offences: 
for our fin is great, and the 
fierce anger of the Lord hang- 
eth over Iſrael. 

14 So the ſoldiers left the 
ſpoils, and all that they had 
taken, before the princes and 
all the multitude. 

15 And the men, whom 
we mentioned above, roſe up 
and took the captives, and 
with the ſpoils clothed all 
them that were naked: and 
when they had clothed and 
ſhod them, a nd refreſhed them 
with meat and drink, and a- 
nointed them becauſe of their 
labour, and had taken care of 
them: they ſet ſuch of them as 
could not walk, and were fee- 
ble, upon beaſts, and brought 
them to Jericho the city of 


palm- trees to their brethren, 
and they returned to Samaria, 

16 At that time king Achaz 
ſent to the king of the Aſſy- 
rians aſking help. 

17 And the Edomites came 
and flew many of Juda, and 
took a great booty. 

18 The Philiſtines alſo 
ſpread themſelves among the 
cities of the plains, and to 
the ſouth of Juda: and they 
took Bethſames, and Aialon, 


and Gaderoth, and Socho, and 


Thamnan, and Gamzo, with 
their villages, and they dwelt 
in them. 

19 For the Lord had hum- 
bled Juda becauſe of Achaz 
the king of Juda, for he had 
ſtripped Juda of all help, and 
had contemned the Lord. 

20 And he brought againſt 
him Thelgathphalnaſar kin 
of the Aſfyrians, who allo 
afflicted him, and plundered 
him without any reſiſtance. 

21 And Achaz ftripped the 
houſe of the Lord, and the 
houſe of the kings, and of the 
ee, and gave gifts to the 

ing of the Aſſyrians, and 
yet it availed him nothing. 

22 Moreover alſo in the 
time of his diſtreſs he increaſ- 
ed bis contempt againſt the 
Lord, king Achaz himſelf by 
himſelf, } 


23 Sacrificed victims to the

im, and he ſaid : — 
of the king's of Syria help 
them, and 1 will appeaſe _ 
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with victims, and they will 
help me, whereas on the con- 
trary they were the ruin of

24 Then Achaz having 
taken away all the veſſels of 
the houſe of God, and broken 
them, ſhut up the doors of 
the temple of God, and mace 
himſelf altars in all the cor- 
ners of Jeruſalem. 

25 And in all the cities of 
Juda he built altars to burn 
frankincenſe, and he provoked 
the Lord the God of his fa- 
thers to wrath. | 

26 But the reſt of his acts, 
and all his works firſt and laſt 
are written in the book of the 
kings of Juda and Iſtael. 

27 And Achaz ſlept with 
his fathers, and they buried 
him in the city of Jeruſalem: 
for they received him not into 
the ſepulchres of the kings of 


Iſrael. And Exechias his fon 


teigned in his ſtead.

Egechias purifieth the temple, 
and reftoreth religion. 


OW Enrechias began 
to reign, when he was 
ive and twenty years old, and 
he reigned nine and twenty 
years in Jeruſalem : the name 
of his mother was Abia, the 
daughter of Zacharias. 

2 And he did that which 
was pleaſing in the ſight of 
the Lord, according to all that 
David his father had done. 

3 In the firſt year and 
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month of his reign he opened 
the doors of the houſe of the 
Lord, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought the 
E and the Levites, and aſ- 
embled them in the eaſt- ſtreet. 

5 And he ſaid to them: 
Hear me ye Levites, and be 
ſanctified, purify the houſe of 
the Lord the God of your fa- 
there, and take away all filth 
out of the ſanctuary. 

6 Our fathers have ſinned 
and done evil in the ſight of 
the Lord God, forſaking 
him: they have turned away 
their faces from the tabernacle 
of the Lord, and turned their 
backs. 

7 They have ſhut up the 
doors, tliat were in the porch, 
and put out the lamps, and 
have not burnt incenſe, nor 
offered holocauf's in the ſanc- 
tuary of the God of Iſrael. 

3 Therefore the wrath of 
the Lord hath been ſtirted up 
againſt Juda and Jeruſalem, 
and he hath delivered them to 
trouble, and to deſt ruction, 
and to be hiſſed at, as you ſee 
with your eyes. 

Behold, our fathers are 
fallen by the ſword, cur ſons, 
and our daughters, and wives 
are led away captives for this 
wickedneſs. 

10 Now therefore I have a 
mind that we make a covenant 
with the Lord the God of I, 
rael, and he will turn away 
the wrath of his indignation 


from us. 
11 My

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11 My ſons be not negli- 
gent: the Lord hath choſen 
you to ſtand before him, and 
to miniſter to him, and to 
worſhip him, and to burn in- 
cenſe to him. 

12 Then theLevites aroſe : 

Mahath the ſon of Amaſai, 
and Joel the fon of Arzarias, 
of the ſons of Caath : and of 
the ſons cf Merari, Cis the 
ſon of Abdi, and Azarias the 
ſon of Jalalgel. And of the 
ſons of Gerſon, Joah the fon 
of Zemma, and Eden the ſon 
of Joah. 

13 And of the ſons of E- 
liſaphan, Samri, and Jahiel. 
Allo of the ſons of Aſaph, 
Zacharias, and Mathanias. 

14 And of the ſons of He- 
man, Jahiel, and Semei: and 
of the ſons of Idithun, Seme- 
ias, and Oꝛiel. 

15 And they gathered to- 

ther their brethren, and 

anctified themſelves, and 
went in according to the com- 
mandment of the king, and the 
precept of the Lord, to pu- 
rify the houſe of God. | 

16 And the prieſts went 
into the temple of the Lord 
to ſanctify it, and brought out 
all the uncleanneſs, that they 
found within to the enterance 
of the houſe of the Lord, and 
the Levites took it away, and 
Carried it out abroad to the 
torrent — 

17 And they be to 
cleanſe on the 1 hay of the 


firſt month, and on the eighth

day of the ſame month they 
came into the porch of the 
temple of the Lord, and they 
purified the temple in eight 
days, and on the ſixteenth day 
of the ſame month they finith- 
ed what they had begun. 

18 And they went in 6 
king Ezechias, and ſaid ty 
him: We have fanQihed all 
the houſe of the Lord. and 
the altar of holocauſt, and 
the veſſels thereof, and the 
table of propoſition with all 
its veſſels, 

19 And all the furniture of 
the temple, which king A- 
chaz in his reign had detiled, 
after his tranſgreiſion; and be- 
hold they are all ſet ſorth be- 
fore the altar of the Lord. 

20 And king Ezechias r- 
ſing early, zſſembled all the 
rulers of the city, and wen 
up into the houſe of the Loid 

21 And they offered toge- 
ther ſeven bullocks, and ſeven 
rams, and ſeven lambs, aad 
ſeven he-goats ſor ſin, for the 
kirgdom, for the ſanQuary, 
for ſuda, and he ſpoke to the 
prieſts the ſons of Aaron, to 
offer them upon the altar of 
the Lord. | 

22 So they killed the bul- 
locks, and the prieſts took the 
blood, and poured it upon the 


altar, they killed alſo the rams, 

and their blood they poured 

alſo upon the altar, and they 

killed the lambs, and poured 
the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought _ 

R Cc. 
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he-goats for ſin before the 
king, and the whole multi- 
tude, and they laid their hands 
upon them: 

24 And the prieſts immo- 
lated them, and ſprinkled 
their blood before the altar for 
an expiation of all Iſrael: for 
the king had commanded that 
the holocauſt and the fin-of- 
fering ſhould be made for all 
Ifrael. 

25 And he ſet the Levites 
in the houſe of the Lord with 
cymbals, and pfſalteries, and 


harps according to the regula- 


tion of David the king, and 
of Cad the ſeer, and of Na- 
than the prophet: for it was 
the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of his pro- 
phets. 

26 And the Levites ſtood, 
with the inſtruments of David, 
and the prieſts with trum- 
pets. 

27 And Ezechias com- 
manded that they ſhould offer 
holocauſts upon the altar: and 
when the holocauſts were of- 
fered, they began to ſing 
praiſes to the Lord, and to 
ſound with trumpets, and di- 
rers inftruments, which Da- 
vid the king of lirae} had 
prepared. 

28 And all the multitude 
adored, and the fingers, and 
the trumpeters, were in their 
office, till the holocauſt was 
{niſhed., | 

29 And when the oblation 
was ended, the king, and all 
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that were with hin bowed 
down, and adored. 

30 And Ezechias, and the 
princes commanded the Le- 
vites, to praiſe the Lord with 
the words of David, and A- 
ſaph the ſeer: and they praiſ- 
ed him with great joy, and 
bowing the knee adored. | 

31 And Ezechias added, 
and ſaid : You have filled your 
hands to the Lord, come now, 
and offer victims, and praiſes 
in the houſe of the Lord. And 
all the multitude offered vic- 
tims, and praiſes, . and holo- 
cauſts with a devout mind. 

32 And the number of the - 
holocauſts, which the multi- 
tude offered, Was ſeventy bul- 
locks, a hundred rams, and 
two hundred lambs. 

33 And they conſecrated 
to the Lord ſix hundred oxen, 
and three thouſand ſheep. 

34 But the prieſts were 
few, and were not enough to 
flay the holocauſts: where- 
fore the Levites their brethren 
helped them, till the work 
was ended, and other prieſts 
were ſanctiſied, for the, Le- 
vites are ſanctified with an ea- 
ſier manner, than the prieſts. 

35 So there were many 
holocauſts offered, and the fat 
of peace-ofterings, and the 
libations of the holocauſts :

CHAP. XXX. 


Ezechias inviteth all Ifrael 
to celebrate the paſch: the 
mn is kept fourteen 


J. 


ND Erechias ſent to 

all Iſrael and Juda: 

and he wrote letters to Ephra- 

im and Manaſſes, that they 

ſhould come to the houſe of 

the Lord in Jeruſalem, and 

keep the phaſe to the Lord the 
God of Iſrael. 

2 For the king taking coun- 

ſel and the FR and all the 
aſſembly of Jeruſalem, de- 
creed to keep the phaſe the 
ſecond month. 
- 3 For they could not keep 
it in its time: becauſe there 
were not prieſts enough ſanc- 
tified, and the people was not 
as yet gathered together to je- 
ruſalem. 

4 And the thing pleaſed 
the king, and all the people. 

5 And they decreed to ſend 
meffengers to all Iſrael from 
Berſabee even to Dan, that 
they ſhould come, and keep 
the _ to the Lord the God 
of Iſrael in Jeruſalem: for 
many had not kept it as it 
is preſcribed by the law. 

6 And the poſts went with 
letters by commandment of 
the ot and his princes, to 


all Iſrael and Juda, proclaim- 
ing according to the s or- 
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| 


ders: Ye children of Iſrael 
turn again to to the Lord the 
God of Abraham, and of J- 
ſaac, and of Iſtael: and he 
will return to the remnant of 
you that have eſcaped the hand 
of the king of the Aſſyrians. 

7 Be not like your fathers, 
and brethren, who departed 
from the Lord the God of 
their fathers, and he hath giy- 
en them up to deſtruction, az 
you ſee. 

8 Harden not your necks, 
as your fathers did: yield 
yourſelves to the Lord, and 
come to his ſanQuary, which 
he hath ſanctified for ever: 
ſerve. the Lord the God of 
your fathers, and the wrath of 
his indignation ſhall be turned 
away from you. 

9 For if you turn again to 
the Lord; your brethren, and 
children ſhall find mercy be- 
fore their maſters, that have 
led them away captive, and 
they ſhall return into this 
land: for the Lord your God 
is merciful, and will not turn 
away bis face ſrom you, if 
you return to him. 

10 So the poſts went ſpee- 
dily from city to city, 
through the land of Ephraim, 
and of Manaſſes, even to Za- 
bulon, whilft they laughed at 
them and mocked them. 

11 Nevertheleſs ſome men 
of Aſer, and of Manaſſes, 
and of Zabulon, yielding to 
the counſel, came to Jeruſa- 


_ 


12 But 
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12 But the hand of God 
was in Juda, to give them one 
heart to do the word of the 
Lord, according to the com- 
mandment of the king, and 
of the princes. 

13 And much people were 
aſſembled to Jeruſalem to cele- 
brate the ſolemnity of the un- 
leavened bread in the ſecond 
month: 

14 And they aroſe and de- 
ſtroyed the altars that were in 
Jeruſalem, and took away all 
things in which incenſe was 
burat to idols, and caſt them 
into the torrent Cedron. 

is And they immolated 
the phaſe on the fourteenth 


day of the ſecond month. fi 


And the prieſts and the Le- 
vites being at length ſanctified 
offered holocauſts in the houſe 
of the Lord. | 
16 And they ſtood in 
their order according to the 
diſpoſition, and law of Moſes 
the man of God: but the 
prieſts received the blood 
which was to be poured out, 
from the hands of the Levites, 
17 Becauſe a great number 
were, not ſanctified: and 
therefore the Levites killed the 
phaſe for them, that came 
not in time to be ſanCtihed to 
the Lord. 

18 For a great part of the 
peaple from Ephraim, and 


Manaſſes, and Iſſachar, and 


Zabulon, that had not been 
ſanctiſied, eat the phaſe, other- 
wiſe than it is written: and 


Ezechias prayed for them, 
ſaying The Lord who is 
good will thew mercy, 

19 To all them, who with 
their whole heart ſeek the 
Lord the God of their fathers: 
and will not impute it to them 
that they are not ſanQihed. 

20 And the Lord heard 
— and was merciful to the 

ple. 

21 And the children of Iſ- 
rael, that were found at Je- 
ruſalem, kept the feaſt of un- 
leavened bread ſeven days with 
great joy, praiſing the Lord 
every day. The 4. al ſo 
and the prieſts with inſtru- 
ments, that agreed to their of- 
1 

22 And Ezechias ſpoke to 
the heart of all the Levites, 
that had good underſtanding 
concerning the Lord: and. 
they eat during the ſeven 
days of the ſolemnity, immo- 
lating victims of peace-offer- 
ings, and praiſing the Lord 
the God of their fathers. 

23 And it pleaſed the 
whole multitude to keep other 
ſeven days: which they did 
with great joy. 

24 For Ezechias the king 
of Juda had given tothe mul- 
titude a thouſand bullocks, 
and ſeven thouſand ſheep: and 
the princes had given the 
people a thouſand bullocks, 
and ten thouſand ſheep: and 
a great number of prieſts was 
ſanctified. 

25 And all the * 

0 
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of Juda with the prieſts and 
Levites, and all the aſſembly, 
that came out of Iſrael; and 
the proſelites of the land of 
Ifr2e), and that dwelt in Juda 
were full of joy. 

26 And there was a great 
ſolemnity in Jeruſalem, ſuch 
as had not been in that city 
ſince the time of Solomon the 
ſon of David king of Ifrael. 

27 And the prieſts and the 
Levites roſe up and bleſſod the 

ple: and their voice was 
heard: and their prayer came 
to the holy dwelling place of 
heaven. 


CH AE. XXXY. 
Ilolatry is aboliſhed ; and pro- 


viſions made for the mini 


ters. 


ND when theſe things 
bad been duly celebrat- 
ed, all Iſrael that were found 
in the cities of ſuda, went out, 
and they broke the idols, and 
cut down the groves, demo- 
liſhed the high places, and de- 
ſtroyed the altars, not only 
out of all Juda and Benjamin, 
but out of Ephraim alſo and 
Manaſſes, till they had utter- 
ly deſtroyed them: then all 
the children of Iſrael return- 
ed to their poſſeſſions and ci- 

ties. 3 
2 And Ezechias appointed 


companies of the prieſts, and 


the Levites, by their courſes, | 
every man in his own office, 
to wit, both of the priefts, 
and of the Levites, for holo- 


Y 
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cauſts, and for peace-offerings, 
to miniſter, and to praiſe, and 
to ſing in the gates of the camy 
of the Lord. 


3 And the king's part was, 
that of his proper labſtanes 
the Wenn! ſhould be offer- 
ed always morning and eve- 
ning, and on the ſabbaths, 
and the new moons and the o- 
ther ſolemnities, as it is writ- 
ten in the law of Moſes. 

4 He commanded alſo the 
people that dwelt in Jeruſa- 
lem, to give to the prieſts, 
and the Levites their porti- 
on, that they might attend to 
the law of the Lord. 

5 Which when it was noiſ⸗ 
ed abroad in the ears of the 
people, the children of Iſrael 


offered in abundance the firſt- 


fruits of corn, wine, and 
oil, and honey: and brought 
the tithe of all things, which 
the ground bringeth forth. 

6 Moreover the children of 
Iſrael and Juda, that dwelt in 
the cities of Juda, brought in 
the tithes of oxen, and ſheep, 
and the tithes of holy things, 
which they had vowed to the 
Lord their God: and carry- 
ing them all, made many 
heaps. 

7 In the third month they 
began to lay the foundations 
of the heaps, and in the ſe- 
venth month they finiſhed 
them. 

8 And when Ezechias and 
his princes came in, they ſaw 
the heaps, and they _—

1 And Exechias aſked the 
prieſts and the Levites, why 
the heaps lay ſo: 

10 Azarias the chief prieſt 
of the race of Sadoc anſwer- 
ed him, ſaying: Since the 
firſt- fruits began to be offered 
in the houſe of the Lord, we 
have eaten, and have been fil- 
led, and abundance is left, be- 
cauſe the Lord hath bleſſed 
his people: and of that which 
js left is this great ſtore, which 
thou ſeeſt. 

11 Then Ezechias com- 
manded to prepare ſtore hou- 
ſes in the houle of the Lord. 
And when they had done 
lo, 

12 They brought in faith- 
fully both the firſt-fruits, and 
the tithes, and all they had 
vowed. And the overſeer of 
them was Chonenias the Le- 
vite, and Semei his brother 
was the-ſecond, 

13 And after him Jehiel, 
and Azarias, and Nahath, and 
Afael, and Jerimoth, and Jo- 
ſabad, and Eliel, and Jeſma- 
chias, and Mahath, and Ba- 
naias, overſeers under the hand 
of Chonenias, and Semei his 
brother, by the command- 
ment of Ezechias the king, 
and Azarias the high prieſt of 
the houſe of God, to whom 
all things appertained. 

14 But Core the ſon of 
Jemna the Levite, the porter 
ol the eaſt- gate, was overſeer 
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of the things, which were 
freely offered to the Lord, and 
of the firſt· fruits and the things 
dedicated for the holies of 
holes. 

15 And under his charge 


were Eden, and Benjamin, 


Jeſue, and Semeias, and A- 


marias, and Sechenias, in the 

cities of the prieſts, to diſ- 

tribute faithfully portions to 

their brethren, both little and 
eat : 

16 Beſides the males from 
three years old and upward, 
to all that went into the tem- 
ple of the Lord, and what- 
ſoever there was need of in 
the miniſtery, and their offi- 
ces according to their courſes, 
day by day. 

17 To the prieſts by their 
families, and to the Levites 
from the twentieth year and 
upward, by their claſſes and 


companies, 


18 And to all the multi- 
tude, both to their wives, and 
to their children of both ſex- 
es, victuals were given faith- 
fully out of the things, that 
had been ſanctified. 

19 Alſo of the ſons of 
Aaron who were in the fields 
and in the ſuburbs of each ci- 
ty, there were men appoint- 
ed, to diſtribute portions, to 
all the males, among the 
prieſts and the Levites. 

20 So Ezechias did all 
things which we have ſaid in 
all Juda: and wrought that 
which was good and right, 


and

21 In all the ſervice of the 
miniſtery of the houſe of the 
Lord, according to the law 
and the ceremonies, defiring 
to ſeek his God with all his 
heart, and he did it and proſ- 
pered. 


C HAP. XXXII. 


Sennacherib invadeth Juda. 
bis army is deſtroyed by an 
Angel. Exzechias recover- 
eth from his fickneſs: his 
other ads. 

A FTER theſe things, and 

this truth, Sennacherib 

king of the Aſſyrians came 

and entered into ſuda, and be- 

ſieged the fenced cities, defir- 
ing to take them. 

2 And when Ezechias ſaw 
that Sennacherib was come, 
and that the whole force of 
the war was turning againſt 
Terufalem, 

3 He took counſel with the 
princes, and the moſt valiant 
men, to ſtop up the heads of 
the ſprings, that were without 
the city: and as they were all 
of this mind, 5 

4 He gathered together a 
very great multitude, and they 
ſtopped up all the {prings, and 
the brook, that ran through 
the midfl of the land, ſaying: 
Leſt the kings of the Aſſyrians 
ſhould come, and find abun- 
dance of water. | 

5 He built up alſo with 
great diligence all the wall 


. 


that had been broken down, 
and built towers upon it, and 
another wall without: and 
he repaired Mello in the city 
of David, and made all fort 
of _ wy ſhields: 
nd he appointed 

tains of the ſoldiers of * 
my: and he called them a 
„ e. the ſtreet of the 
gate of the city, and ſpoke 
to their heart, Jen 98 

7 Behave like men, and 
take courage: be not afraid 
nor diſmayed for the king of 
the Aſſyrians, nor for all the 
multitude, that is with him: 
for there are many more with 
us, than with him. 

8 For with him is an am 
of fleſh: with us the Lord ow 
God, who is our helper, and 
fighteth for us. And the peo- 
ple were encouraged with 
theſe words of Ezechias king 
of Juda. 

9 After this, Sennacherib 
king of the Aſſyrians ſent his 


ſervants to Jeruſalem (for he 


with all his army was beſieg⸗ 
ng Lachis,) to Ezechias king 

Juda, and to all the peo- 
ple that were in the city, fay- 


ing: 

10 Thus faith Sennache- 
rib king of the Aſſyrians: In 
whom do you truſt, that you 
fit ſtill beſieged in Jeruſa- 


lem. 


11 Doth not Ezechias de- 
ceive you, to give you up 
to die by hunger and thiilt, 


affirming that the Lord your 
1 Gol 
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God ſhall deliver you from 
the hand of the king of the 
Aſſyrians? 

12 Is it not this ſame Eze- 
chias, that hath deſtroyed his 
high places, and his altars, 
and commanded Juda and je- 


ruſalem, ſaying: You ſhall 


worſhip before one altar, and 
upon it you ſhall burn incenſe? 

13 Know you not what ! 
and my fathers have done to 
all the people of the lands? 
have the gods of any nations, 
and lands been able to deliver 
their country out of my hand: 

14 Whois there among all 
the gods of the nations, which 
wy tathers have deſtroyed, 
that could deliver his people 
out of my hand, that your 
God ſhould be able to deliver 
you ont of this hand ? 

15 Therefore let not Eze- 
chias deceive you, nor delude 
you with a vain perſuaſion, 
and do not believe him. For 
if no god of all the nations 
and kingdoms, could deliver 
his people out of my hand, 
and out of the hand of my 
fathers, conſequently neither 
ſhall your God be able to de- 
liver you out of my hand. 

16 And many other things 
did his ſervants ſpeak, againſt 
the Lord God, and againſt 
Ezechias his ſervant. 

17 He wrote alſo letters 
tull of blaſphemy againſt the 
wo oy God 2 — and 
poke againſt him, ſaying : 
As the _ of other — 
could not deliver their people 

Vor. II. 
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out of my hand, ſo neither 
can the God of Ezechias de- 
liver his people out of this 
hand. 

18 Moreover he cried out 
with a loud voice, in the Jews 
tongue, to the people that fat 
on the walls of [eruſalem, 
that he might frighten them, 
and take the city. 

19 And he ſpoke againſt 
the God of Jeruſalem, as a- 
gainſt the gods of the people 
of the earth, the works of 
the hands of men. 

20 And Ezechias the king, 
and Iſaias the prophet the ſon 
of Amos, prayed againſt this 
blaſphemy, and cried out to 
heaven. 

21 And the Lord ſent an An- 
gel, who cut off all the ſtout 
men and the warriors, and the 
captains of the army of the 
king of the Aſſyrians: and 
he returned with diſgrace into 
his own country. And when 
he was come into the houſe 
of his god, his ſons that came 
out of his bowels, ſlew him 
with the ſword. | 

22 And the Lord faved 
Ezechias and the inhabitants 
of Jeruſalem, out of the hand 
of Sennacherib king of the 
Aſſyrians, and out ot the hand 
of all, and gave them trea- 
ſures on every ſide. 

23 Many alſo brought 
victims, and facritices to the 
Lord to Jeruſalem, and pre- 
ſents to Ezechias king of Juda: 
and he was magnihed thence- 


forth in the ſight of all nations, 
24 In 
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24 In thoſe days Ezechias 
was lick even to death, and 
he praved to the Lord: and 
he heard him, and gave him 
a ſign. 

25 But he did not render 
again according to the benefits 
which he had received, for his 


heart was lifted up and wrath 


wasenkindled againtt him, and 
againſt Juda and Jeruſalem. 

26 And he humbled him- 
ſelf afterwards, becauſe his 
heart had. been lifted up, both 
he and the inhabitants of Je- 
ruſalem: and therefore the 
wrath of the Lord came not 
upon them in the days of E- 
zeChias. | 

27 And Ezechias was rich, 
and very glorious, and he ga- 
thered himſelf great treaſures 
of filver and of gold, and of 
precious ſtones, of ſpices, and 
of arins of all kinds, and of 
veſſels of great price. 

28 Storchouſes alſo of corn, 
of wine, and of oil, and ſtalls 
for all beaſts, and folds for 
cattle, 

29 And he built himſelf 
cities: tor he had flocks of 
ſheep, and herds without aum- 
ber, for the Lord had given 
him very much ſubſtance. 

39 This ſame Ezechias 
was he that itopped the upper 
ſource of the waters of Gihon, 
and turned them away under- 
neath toward the weft of the 
city of David: in all his 
works he did profperouſly 
what be would. 


31 But yet in the embaſſy 
of the princes of Babylon, 
that were ſent to him, to en- 
quire of the wonder that had 
happened upon the earth, God 
left him that he might be 
tempted, and all things might 
be made known that were in 
his heart. 

32 Now the reſt of the aQ; 
of Ezechias, and of his mer- 
cies are written in the book of 
the kings of Juda and Iſrael. 

33 And Exe hias ſlept with 
his fathers, and they buried 
him above the ſepulchres of 
the ſons of David : and all 
Juda, and all the inhabitant; 
of ſeruſalem celebrated his 
funeral: and Manaſſes his ſon 
reigned in his ſtead. 
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Manaſſes for his manifo!d 
wickedneſs is led captive to 
Babylon : he repenteth, and 
is reſtored to his kingdom, 


and deflrayeth idolatry, hi; 
ſucceſſor Amon is ſlain by 


his [ervants. 


ANASSES was twelve 
years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 
fifty hive years in Jeruſalem. 
2 And he did evil before 
the Lord; according to all the 
abominations of the nations, 
which the Lord caſt out be- 
fore the children of Iſrael : 
3 And he turned, and built 
again the high places Which 
Erechias his father had de- 


ſtroyed: and he built altar 


tg 


to Baalim, and made groves, 
and he adored all (a) the hoſt 
of heaven, and worſhipped 
them. 

4 He built alſo altars in the 
houſe of the Lord, whereof 
the Lord had ſaid: In Jeru- 
ſalem ſhall my name be for 


Ever. 


5 And he built them for all 
the hoſt of heaven in the two 


courts of the houſe of the 


Lord. 

6 And he made his ſons to 
paſs through the fire, in the 
valley of Benennom: he ob- 
ſerved dreams, followed divi- 
nations, gave himſelf up to 
magick arts, had with him 
magicians, and inchanters : 
and he wrought many evils 
before the Lord, to provoke 
hit to anger. 

7 He ſet alſo a graven, and 
molten ſtatue in the houſe or 
God, of which God had ſaid to 
David, and to Solomon his 
lon : In this houſe, and in Je- 
ruſalem, -which J have choſen 
out of all the tribes of 1trael, 
will T put my name for eyer. 

8 And I will not make the 
foot of Iſrael to be removed 
out of the land which I have 
delivered to their fathers : yet 
ſo if they will take heed to 
do what I have commanded 
them, and all the law, and the 
ceremonies, and judgments by 


the hand of Moſes. 
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9 So Manaſſes ſeduced Ju- 
da, and the inhabitants of Je- 
ruſalem, to do evil beyond all 
the nations, which the Lord 
had deſtroyed before the face 
of the children of Iſrael. 

10 And the Lord ſ oke to 
him, and to his people, and 
they would not hearken. 

11 Therefore he brought 
upon them the captains of the 
army of the king of the Aſ- 


| fyrians : and they took Ma- 


naſles, and carried him bound 
with chains, and fetters to 
Babylon. | 

12 And after that he was 
in diſtreſs, he prayed to the 
Lord his God: and did pe- 
nance exceedingly before the 
God of his fathers. 

13 And he entreated him, 
and beſought him earneſtly : 
and he heard his prayer, and 
brought him again to Jeruſa- 
lem into his kingdom, and 
Manaſſes knew that the Lord 
was God. 

14 Aſter this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on 
the weſt ſide of Gihon in the 
valley, from the entering in 
of the hſh gate round about 
to Ophel, and raifed it up to 
a great height: and he ap- 
pointed captains of the army 
in all thefenced cities of Juda: 

15 And he took away the 
ſtrange gods, and the idol out 
of the houſe of the Lord: 


Chap. XXXIII. (a) Ver. z. The bot of heaven. The 
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the altars alſo which he had 
made in the mount of the 
houſe of the Lord, and in Je- 
ruſalem, and he caſt them all 
out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the al- 
tat of the Lord, and ſacrificed 
upon it victims, and peace- 
e and praiſe: and he 
commanded Juda to ſerve the 
Lord the God of Iſrael. 

17 Nevertheleſs the people 
fill ſacrificed in the high places 
to the Lord their God. 

13 But the reſt of the acts 
of Manaſſes: and his prayer 
to his God: and the words of 
the ſeers, that ſpoke to him 
in the name of the Lord the 
God of Iſrael, are contained 
in the words of the kings of 
Israel. 

19 His prayer alſo, and his 
being heard, and all his ſins, 
and contempt, and places 
wherein he built high places, 
and ſet up groves, and ſtatues 
before he did penance, are 
„ritten in the words of Hozai. 

20 And Manaſſes ſlept with 
his fathers, and they buried 
him in his houſe: and his fon 
Amon reigned in his ſtead. 

21 Amon was two and 
twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 
two years in Jeruſalem. 

22 And he did evil in the 
fight of the Lord, as Ma- 
naſſes his father had done: and 
he ſacrificed to all the idols, 
which Manaſſes his father had 
made, and ſerved them. 


23 And he did not humble 
himſelf before the Lord, as 
Manaſſes his father had hum- 
bled himſelf, but committed 
far greater ſins. 

24 And his ſervants con- 
{pired againſt him, and flew 
hun in his own houſe. 

25 But the reſt of the mul- 
titude of the people flew them 
that had killed Amon, and 
made Joſias his ſon king in his 
ſtead. 
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Jaſias deflroyeth idolatry, re- 
faireth the temple, and re- 
neweth the covenant be- 


tween God and the people. 


OSIAS was eight years 

old when he began to 

reign, and he reigned one and 
thirty years in Jeruſalem. 

2 And he did that which 
was right in the ſight of the 
Lord, and walked in the ways 
of David his father : he de- 
clined not neither to the right 
hand, nor to the left. 

3 And in the eighth year 


of his reign, when he was yet. 


a boy, he began to ſeek the 
God of his father David: and 
in the twelfth year after he 
began to reign, he cleanſed 
you and Jeruſalem from the 

igh places, and the proves, 
and the idols, and the graven 
things. 

4 And they broke. down 
before him the altars of Baa- 
lim, and demoliſhed the idols, 
that had been ſet upon them: 


and 
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and he cut down the groves 
and the graven things, and 
broke them in pieces: and 
ſtrewed the fragments upon 
the graves of them that had 
ſacrificed to them. 

And he burnt the bones 
of the prieſts on the altars of 
the idols, and he cleanſed Ju- 
da and Jeruſalem. 

6 And in the cities of Ma- 
naſſes, and of Ephraim, and 
of Simeon, even to Neph- 
thali he demoliſhed all. 

7 And when he had de- 
ſtroyed the altars, and the 
groves, and had broken the 
idols in pieces, and had de- 
moliſhed all profane temples 
throughout all the land of If- 
rael, he returned to Jeruſalem. 

8 Now in the eighteenth 
year of his reign, when he 
had cleanſed the land, and the 
temple of 'the Lord, he ſent 
Saphan the ſon of Efelias, 
and Maaſias the governor of 
the city, Joha the ton of Joa- 
chaz the recorder, to repair 
the houſe of the Lord his God. 

9 And they came to Hel- 
cias the high prieſt: and re- 
ceived of him the money, 
which had been brought into 
the houſe of the Lord, and 
which the Levites and porters 
had gathered tog2ther from 
Manaſſes, and Ephraim, and 
all the remnant ot Iſrael, and 
from all Juda, and Benjamin, 
and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
falem, 


10 And they delivered 17 


into the hands of them that 
were over the workmen in the 
houſe of the Lord, to repair 
the temple, and mend all that 
was weak. 

11 But they gave it to the 
artificers, and to the maſons, 
to buy ſtones out of the quar- 
ries, and timber for the coup- 
_ of the building, and to 
rafter the houſes, which the 
kings of Juda had defiroyed. 

12 And thev did all faith- 
fully. Now the overſeers of 
the workmen were [ahath and 
Abdias of the ſons of Merati, 
Zachaiias and Moſollam oft 
the ſons of Caath, who haſten- 
ed the work: all Levites ſkil- 


muſt ck. | 

13 But over them that car- 
ried burdens for divers uſes, 
were fcribes, and maſters of 
tie number of the Levites, 
and porters. 

14 Now when they carried 
out the money, that had been 
brought into the temple of 
the Lord, Helcias the prieft 
found the book of the law of 


Moſes. 

15 And he ſaid to Saphan 
the ſcribe: I have found the 
book of the law in the houſe 
of the Lord: and he deli- 
vered it to him. 

16 But he carried the book 
to the king, and told him, 
ſaying: Lo, all that thou haſt 
committed to thy ſervants, is 


accompliſhed, 
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17 They have gathered to- 


gether the ſilver that was found 
in the houſe of the Lord: and 
it is given to the overſeers of 
the artificers, and of the work- 
men, for divers works. 

18 Moreover Helcias the 
prieſt gave me this book. And 
he read it before the king, 

19 And when he had heard 
the words of the law, he rent 
tis garments : 

20 And he coramanded 
Helcias, and Ahicam the ſon 
oi Saphan, and Abdon the fon 
of Micha, and Saphan the 
lcribe, and Alaa the king's 
lervant, ſay ing: 

21 Go, and pray to the 
Lord for me, and ſor the rem- 


nant of Iſtael, and Juda, con- 


cerning all the words of this 
book, which is found : for 
the great wrath of the Lord 
bath fallen upon us, becauſe 
our fathers have not kept the 
words of the Lord, to do all 
things that are written in this 
book. 

22 And Helcias and they 
that were ſent with him by 
the king, went to Olda the 
propheteſs, the wife of Sel- 
lum the ſon of Thecuath, the 
fon of Haſta keeper of the 
wardrobe : who dwelt in Je- 
raſalem in the Second part: 
and they ſpoke to her the 
words above-mentioned. 

23 And ſhe anſwered them : 
Thus ſaith the Lord the God 
of Irael: "Tell the man that 
ſent you to me: 


— 
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24 Thus faith the Lord: 
Behold I will bring evils upon 


this place, and upon the inha- 


bitants thereof, and all the 
curſes that are written in this 
book, which they read before 
the king of Juda. 

25 Becauſe they have for- 
ſaken me, and have facrificed 
to ſtrange gods, to provoke me 
to wrath with all the works of 
their hands, therefore my 
wrath ſhall fall upon this place, 
and ſhall not be quenched. 

20 But as to the king of 
Juda that ſent you to beſeech 
the Lord, thus ſhall you fay 
to him: Thus ſaith the Lord 
the God of Iſrael: Becauſe 
thou haſt heard the words of 
this book. 

27 And thy heart was ſoft- 
ened, and thou haſt humbled 
thyſelf in the ſight of God 
for the things, that are ſpoken 
againſt this place, and the in- 
habitants of Jeruſaiem, and 
reverencing my face, haſt rent 
thy garments, and wept be- 
fore me: I alſo have heard 
thee, faith the Lord. 

28 For now I will gather 
thee to thy jathers, and thou 
ſhalt be brought to thy tomb 
in peace: and thy eyes ſhall 
not ſee all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and the 
inhabitants thereof. So they 
brought the king word again 
of what ſhe had ſaid. 

29 And he called together 
all the ancients of Juda and 
Jeruſalem, 

30 And 
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o And went up to the 
houſe of the Lord, and al! 
the men of Juda, and the in 
nabitants of Jeruſalem, the 
prieſts and the Levites, and 
all the people from the leaſt to 
the greateſt. And the hiag 
read in their heating in the 
lonſe of the Lotd, all the 
words of the book. 

31 And ſtanding up in his 
tribunal, he made a Covenant 
fore the Lord to walk after 
Lim, and keep his Command- 
ments, and teſtimonies, and 
juſtificatio; as with all his heart, 
and with all his ſoul, and to 
do the things that were writ- 
ten in that book, which he 
had rend. 

32 And he aq;uted all that 
were found in JIctuſalem, and 
lenjamin to do the fame : and 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem 


did according to the covenant, . 


at the Lord tne God of their 
tathers. 

33 And Johas took away 
all the abonim: tions out of ail 
the Countries of the chiidren 
of Hrael: and made all that 
were left in Iſtael, to ſerve 
the Lord their God. As long 
as he lived they departed not 


from the Lord the God of 


their fathers. 
CH AP. XXXV. 
Tofras cele brateth a mofl ſo- 


lemn paſch. He is flain by ' 


the king of E gypt. 
ND 75625 kept 2 phaſe 
to the Lord in Jeruſa- 
lem, and it was facrihced on

the fourteenth day of the firſt 
month. 

2 And he ſet the prieſts in 
their offices, and exhorted 
them to miniſter in the houſe 
of the Lord. 

3 And he ſpoke to the Je- 
vites by whote inſtruction all 
Ifrael (was ſanctified to the 
Lord. ſaying: Put the ark 
in the ſanctuary of the tem- 
ple, which Solomon the ſon of 
David king of Iſiad built: for 
you ſhall carry it no more: 
but miniſter now to the Lord 
your God, and to his people 
Iſracl. 

4 And prepare yourſelves 
by your hou'cs, and familie 

acccrding to your courſes, as 
Day id king of Iftael com- 
manded, and Solomon his fon 
hath written, 

5 And ſerve ye in the ſanc- 
tuary by the families and com- 
panes of Levi, 

6 Ard being ſanctiſied kill 
the phaſe, and prepare your 
brethren, that they may do 
according to the words which 
the Lord ſpoke by the hand 
of Moſes 

7 And Joſias gave to all the 
people, that were found there 
in the ſolemnity of the phaſe, 
of lambs and of kids of the 
flocks, and of other ſmall cat- 
tle thirty thouſand, and of 
oxen three thouſand, all theſe 
were of the king's ſubſtance. 

8 And his princes willing- 
ly offered what they had vow- 


ed, both to the people, and 


to 
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to the prieſts and the Levites. 


Moreover Helcias, and Za- 


charias, and Jahiel rulers of 
the houſe of the Lord, gave 
to the prieſts to keep the 
phaſe, two thouſand fix hun- 
dred ſmall cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 And Chonenias, and Se- 
metas, and Nathanael, his bre- 
thren, and Haſabias, and je- 
hiel, and ſozabad princes of 
the Levites, gave to the reſt 
of the Levites to celebrate 
the phaſe five thouſand ſmall 
cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 And the miniſtry was 
prepared, and the prieſts ſtood 
in their office: the Levites al- 


ſo in-therr Companies, accord- 


ing to the kiag's command- 
ment. 

11 And the phaſe was 
immolated : and the prieſts 
ſprinkled the blood with their 
hand, and the Levites flayed 
the holocauſts : 

12 And they ſeparated them 
to give them by the houſes 
and families of every one, and 
to be offered to the Lord, as 
it is written in the book of 
Motes, and with the oxen 
they did in like manner. 

13 And they roſted the 
phaſe with fire, according to 
that which is written in the 
law : but the victims of peace- 
offerings they boiled in caul- 
drons, and kettles, and pots, 
and they diſtributed them ſpee- 
dily among all the people. 

14 And afterwards they 
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| made ready for themſelves, 


and for the prieſts: for the 
prieſts were buſied in offerin 
of holocauſts and the fat un- 
til night : wherefore the Le- 
vites prepared for themſelves, 
and for the prieſts the ſons of 
Aaron laſt, 

15 And the fingers the 
ſons of Aſaph ſtood in their 
order, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and A- 
ſaph, and Heman, and Idi- 
thun the prophets of the king: 
and the porters kept guard at 
every gate, ſo as not to depart 
one moment from their ſer- 
vice: and therefore their bre- 
thren the Levites prepared 
meats tor them. 

16 So all the fervice of the 
Lord was duly accompliſhed 
that day, both in keeping the 
phaſe, and offering holocaults 
upon the altar of the Lord, 
according to the command- 
ment of king Joſias. 

17 And the children of Iſ- 
rae] that were found there, 
kept the phaſe at that time, 
and the feaſt of unleavened 
bread ſeven days. 

18 There was no phaſe 
like to this in Iſrael, from the 
days of Samuel the prophet : 
neither did any of all the 
kings of Iſrael keep ſuch a 
phaſe as Joſias kept, with the 
prieits, and the Levites, and 
all Juda, and Ifrael that were 
found, and the inhabitants of 
Jeruſalem. | 


| 19 In the eighteenth 2 
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of the reign of Joſias was this 
phaſe celebrated. 

20 New after Joſias had 
repaired the temple, Nechao 
king of Egypt came up to 
fight 1n Charcamis by the Eu- 
phrates: and Joſias went out 
to meet him. 

21 But he ſent meſſengers 
to him, ſaying: What have 
1 to do with thee O king of 
Juda? I come not againſt thee 
this day, but I fight againſt a- 
nother houſe, to which God 
hath commanded me to go in 
hafte : forbear to do againſt 
God, who is with me, leſt he 
kill thee. 

22 joſias would not re- 
turn, but prepared to fight a- 
gainſt him, and hearkened not 
to the words of Nechao from 
the mouth of God, but went 
to fight in the field of Maged- 
do. 

23 And there he was 
wounded by the archers, and 
he ſaid to his ſervants : Carry 
me out of the battle, for I am 
grievouſly wounded. 

24 And they removed hun 
from the Chariot into another, 
that followed him after the 
manner of kings, and they 
carried him away to Jeruſa- 
lem, and he died, and was 
buried in the monument of his 
tathers, and all Juda and ſe- 
culalem mourned for him. 

25 Particularly Jeremias : 
whoſe lamentations for ſoſias 


#11 the ſinging men and ſing- 


vs women repeat unto this 
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his brother kin 
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day, and it became like a law 
in Iſtael: Behold it is found 
written in the lamentations. 
26 Now the reſt of the 
acts of Joſias and of his mer- 
cies: according to what vas 
commanded by the law of the 
Lord: ; 
27 And his works firſt and * 
laſt, are written in the book 


of the kings of Juda and Iſ- 


rael. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 
The reigns of Foachaz, pa- 


kim, Foachin and Sedecias : 
the captivity of Babylon re- 
leaſed at length by Cyrus. 


HEN the people of 

the land took Joachaz 
the ſon of Joſias, and made 
him king inſtead of his father 
in Jeruſalem. 

2 Joachaz was three and 
twenty years old, when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 
three months in Jeruſalem. 

3 And the king of Egypt 
came to Jeruſalem, and depo- 
ſed him, and condemned the 
land in a hundred talents of 
ſilver, and a talent of gold. 

4 And he made Elizkim 
in his ſtead, 
over Juda and ſeruſalem: and 
he turned his name to ſoa- 
kim: but he took joachaz 


with him, and carried him a- 


way into Egypt. 

5 Joakim was five and 
twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned 


eleven years in Jeruſalem : 


224 
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and hedid evil before the Lord 
his God. 

6 Againſt him came up 
Nabechodonofor king of the 
Chaldeans, and led him bound 
in chains into Babylon. 

7 And he carried alſo thi- 
ther the veſſels of the Lord, 
and put them in his temple. 

8 But the reſt of the aQs 
of Joakim, and his abomina- 
tions, which he wrought, and 
the things that were found in 
him, are contained in the book 
of the kings of Juda and Iſ- 
rael. And Joachin his fon 
reigned in his ſtead. 

9 Joachia was (s) eight 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned three 
months and ten days in Jeru- 
ſalem, and he did evil in the 
ſight of the Lord. 

10 And at the return of the 
year, king Nabuchodonotor 
tient, and brought him to Ba- 
bylon, carrying away at the 
ſame time the moſt precious 
veſſels of the houſe of the 
Lord: and he made Sedecias 
his uncle king over Juda and 
Jeruſalem. 

11 Sedecias was one and 
twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign: and he reigned 
eleven years in Jeruſalem. 

12 And he did evil in the 


eyes of the Lord his God, and 


did not reverence the face of 
Jeremias the prophet ſpeal;- 
ing to him from the mouth of 
the Lord. 

13 He allo revolted from 
king Nabuchodonofor, who 
had made him ſwear by God: 
and he hardened his neck and 
his heart, from returning to 
the Lord the God of Iſrael. 

14 Moreover all the chicf 
of the prieſts, and the people 
wickedly tranſgreſſed accord- 
ing to all the abomination of 
the Gentiles: and they defiled 
the houſe of the Lord, which 
he had ſanctified to himſelf in 
Jerufalem. 

15 And the Lord the God 
of their fathers ſent to them, 
by the hand of his meſſengers, 
riſing early, and daily admo- 
niſhing them; becauſe he ſpa- 
red his people and his dwell- 
ing place. 


16 But they mocked the 


| meſſengers of God, and del- 


piſed his words, and miſuſed 


the prophets, until the wrath - 


of the Lord aroſe againſt his 
people, and there was no re- 
medy. 

17 For he brought upon 
them the king of the Chalde- 
ans, and he flew their young

of their brethren the prieſts, 
and the Levites, and all that 
were come from the captivity 
to Jeruſalem began, and they 
appointed Levites from twen- 
ty years old and upward, to 
haſten forward the work of 
the Lord. 
1 Then Joſue and his ſons 
his brethren, Cedmihel, 
and his ſons, and the 1 
of Juda, as one man, ſtogd to 
haſten them that did the work 
in the temple of God: the ſons 
of Henadad, and their ſons, and 
their brethren the Levites. 

10 And when the maſons 
laid the foundations of the 
temple of the Lord, the prieſts 
ſtood in their ornaments with 
trumpets: and the Levites the 
ſons of Afaph with cymbals, 
to praiſe God by the hands of 
David king of Ifrael.

behold we have ſacrificed to 
him, ſince the days of Afor 
Haddan king of Aſſyria, who 
brought us hither. 

3 But Zorobabel, and Jo- 
ſue, and the reſt of the chief 
of the fathers of Ifrael ſaid 
to them: You have nothin 
to do with us to build a hou: 
to our God, but we ourſelves | 
alone will build to the Lord 
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our God, as Cyrus king of 
the Perſians hath commanded 
us. 

4 Then the people of the 
land hindred the hands of the 
people of Juda, and troubled 
them 1n building. 

5 And they Lired counſel- 
lers againſt them, to fruſtrate 
their deſign all the days of 
Cyrus king of Perſia, even un- 
til the reign of Darius king of 
the Perſians, 

6 And in the reign of (a) 
Aſſuerus, in the beginning of 
his reign, they wrote an ac- 
cuſation againſt the inhabi- 
tants of Jak and Jeruſalem. 

7 And in the days of Ar- 
taxerxes, Beſelam, Mithrida- 
tes, and Thabeel, and the reſt 
that were in the counſel wrote 
to Artaxerxes king, of the Per- 
ſians: and the letter of accu- 
ſation was written 1n Syriac, 
and was read in the Syrian 
tongue. | 

8 Reum Beelteem, and 
Samſai the ſcribe wrote a let- 
ter from Jeruſalem -to king 
Artaxerxes, in this manner:

ſervants, the men that are on 
this fide of the river, ſend 
greeting. 


12 Be it krown to the king, | 


-that the Jews, who came up 
from thee to us, are come to 
Jeruſalem a rebelious and 
wicked city, which they are 
building, ſing up the ram- 
parts thereof, and repairing 
the valls. 

13 And now be it known 
to the king, that if this city 
be built up, and the walls 
thereof repaired, they will 
not pay tribute nor toll, or 
yearly revenues, and this loſs 
will fall upon the kings. 

14 But we remembring the 


ſalt that we have eaten in the 


palace, and becauſe we count 
it a crime to ſee the king 
wronged, have therefore ſent 
and certified the king, 

15 That ſearch may be 
made in the books of the hiſ- 
tories of thy fathers, and thou 
ſhalt find written in the records: 
and ſhalt know that this city is 
a rebellious city, and hurtful 

to the kings and provinces, and

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that wars were raiſed therein 
of old time: for which cauſe 
alſo the city was deſtroyed. 

16 We certify the king, 
that if this city be built, and 
the walls thereof repaired, 
thou ſhalt have no poſſeſſion on 
this fide of the river. 

17 The king ſent word 
to Reum Beelteem, and Sam- 
fa! the ſcribe, and to the reſt 
that were in their council in- 
habitants of Samaria, and to 
the reſt beyond the river, 
ſending greeting and peace. 

18 The accuſation, which 
vou have ſent to us, hath 
been plainly read before me, 
And 1 commanded:

6 The copy of the letter, 
that Thathanai governor of 
the country beyond the It- 
ver, and Stharbuzanai, and his 
counſeliers the Arphaſachites, 
who dwelt beyond the river, 
ſent to Darius the king.

To Darius the king all peace. 

8 Be it known to the king, 
that we went to the province 
of Judea, to the houſe of the 
great God, which they are 
building with unpoliſhed 
ſtones and timber is laid in the 
walls: and this work 1s carried 
on diligentiy, and advanceth 
in their hands. . 

9 And we aſked thoſe an- 
cients, and faid to them thus. 
Who hath given you authort- 
ty to build this houſe, and to 
repair theſe walls? 

10 We aſked allo of them 
their names, that we might 
give thee notice: and we have 
written the names of the men, 
that are the chief among them. 

11 And they anſyered us 
in theſe words, ſaying: We 
are the ſervants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and we are 
building a temple, that was 


built theſe many years ago, 
and

rael built and ſet up. 

12 But after that our fa- 
thers had provoked the God 
of heaven to wrath, he deli- 
vered them into the hands of 
Nabuchodonoſor the king of 
Babylon the Chaldean: and

13 But in the firſt year of 
Cyrus the king of Babylon, 
king Cyrus ſet forth a decree,

Eſdras mourneth for the tranſ- 
greſſion of the people: his 
confeſſion and prayer. 

N D after theſe things 

were accomplithed, the 
princes came to me, faying: 
'Fhe people of Iſrael, and the 
prieſts and Levites have not ſe- 
parated themſelves from the 
people of the lands, and from 
their abowinations, namely of 
the Chananites, and the He- 
thites, and the Fherezites, and 
the Jebuſites, and the Am- 
monites, and the Moabites, 
and th2 Egyptians, and the 
Amorrhites. 

2 For they have taken of 
their daughters for themſelves 
and for their fons, and they 
have mingled the holy ſced 
with the people of the lands. 
And the hand ot the priaces 
and magiſtrates hath been 
brit in thus tranſgreſion. + 

3 And when I had heard 
this word, I rent my mantle 
and my coat, and plucked off 
the hairs of my head and my 
beard, and I tat down mourn- 
Ing. 

4 And there were aſſembled 
to ine all that feared the God 
or {iracl, becaute of the tranſ- 
greſſion of them, that were 
come from the captivity, and 
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I fat ſorrou ful, until the even- 
ing. ſacrihce. 

5 And at the evening ſa- 
crihce I roſe up from my al- 
fiction, and having rent my 
mantle and my garment, I fell 
upon my knees, and ſpread 
out my hands to the Lord my 
God, 

6 And faid: My God I 
am confounded and aſhamed 
to liſt up my face to thee : for 
our iniquities are multiplied 
over our heads, and our fins 
are grown up even unto hea- 
ven, 

7 From the days of our 
fathers: and we ourſelves 
alſo have ſinned grievouſly un- 
to this day, and for our iniqui- 
ties we and our kings, and 
our prieſts have been delivered 
into the hands of the kings of 
the lands, and to the ſword, 
and to captivity, and to ſpoil, 
and to confuſion ol face, as it 
is at this day. 

8 And now as a little, and 
lor a moment has our prayer 
been made beſore the Lord 
our God, to leave us a rem- 
nant, and give us (a) a pin in 
his holy place, and that our 
God would enlighten our 
eyes, and would give us a lit- 
tle life in our bondage. 

9 For we are bondmen, and 
in our bondage our God bath 
not forſaken us, but hath ex- 

ended mercy upon us before 


fixt abode.

and Jeruſalem. 

to And now O our God 
v-hat ſhall we ſay after this? 
tot we have forſaken thy com-

11 Which thou haſt com- 


manded by the hand of thy 
ſervants the prophets, ſaying : 
The land which you go to 
poſſeſs, is an unclean 1 
according to the uncleanneſs 
of the people, and of other 
lands, with their abominati- 
ons who have filled it from 


mouth to mouth with their, 


filth. 
12 Now therefore give not 


your daughters to their ſons, 


and take not their daughters 
for your ſons, and ſeek not 
their peace, nor their proſpe- 
rity for ever; that you may 
be ſtrengthened, and may eat 
the good things of the land, 
and may have your children 
your heirs for ever. 

13 And after all that is 
come upon us, for our molt 
wicked deeds, and our great 
fin, ſeeing that thou our God 
haſt Ges us from our iniqui- 
ty, and haſt given us a deli- 
verance as at this day, 

14 That we ſhould not 
turn away, nor break thy 
commandments, nor join in 
marriage with the people of

O W when Eſdras wa 
thus praying, and be. 
ſeeching, and weeping, and 
lying before the temple of 
God, there was gathered to 
him of Iſrael an exceeding 
great aſſembly of men and 
women and children, and the 
people wept with much k 
mentation. 

2 And Sechenias the on 
of Jehiel of the ſons of Elan 
anſwered, and ſaid to Eidras: 
We have ſinned againſt out 
God, and have taken ſtrang 
wives of the people of the 
land: and now, if there be 
repentance in Iſrael concern: 
ing this, 

3 Let us make a covenan! 
with the Lord our God, to 
put away all the wives, and 
ſuch as are born of them, ac- 
cording to the will of the 
Lord, and of thein that fear 
the commandment of the 


Lord our God: let it be done 
according to the law. 
4 Ariſe, it is thy part to 


theſe ab-—inations. Art thou] give orders, and we will be 
with 
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with thee: take courage, and 
do it. | 

5 So Eſdras aroſe, and made 
the chief of the prieſts and of 
the Levites, and all Iſrael, to 
{wear that they would do ac- 
cording to this word, and they 
ſwore. 

6 And Eſdras roſe up from 
before the houſe of God, and 
went to the chamber of Jo- 
hanan the ſon of Eliaſib, and 
entered in thither, he cat no 
bread, and drank no water : 
for he mourned for the tranſ- 
greſſion of them that were 
come out of the captivity. 

7 And proclamation was 
made in Juda and ſeruſalem 
to all the children of the cap- 
tivity, that they ſhould aſſem- 
ble together into Jeruſalem. 

8 And that whoſoever 
would not come within three 
days, according to the counſel 
of the princes and the ancients, 
all his ſubſtance ſhould be ta- 
ken away, and he ſhould be 
caſt out of the company of 
them that were returned from 
captivity. 

9 Then all the men of Ju- 
da, and Benjamin gathered 
themſelves together to Jeru- 
ſalem within three days, in 
the ninth month, the twen- 
tieth day of the month : and 
all the ple fat in the 
ſtreet of the houſe of God, 
frembling becauſe of the fin, 
and the rain. 

10 And Eſdras the prieſt 
Rood up, and ſaid to them: 
You have tranſgreſſed, and 


taken ſtrange wives, to add to 
the fins of Ifrael. 

11 And now make confeſ- 
ſion to the Lord the God of 
your fat heis, and do his plea- 
ſure, and ſeparate yourſelves 
from the people of the land, 
and from your ſtrange wives. 
12 And all the multitude 
anſwered and ſaid with a loud 
voice: According to thy word 
unto us, ſo be it done. 

13 But as the people are 
many, and it is time of rain, 
and we are not able to ſtand 
without, and it is not a woik 
of one day or two (for we 
have exceedingly ſinned in this 
matter) 

14 Let rulers be appointed 
in all the multitude: and in 
all our cities, let them that 
have taken ſtiange wives come 
at the times appointed, and 
with them the ancients and the 
judges of every city, until 
the wrath of our God be turn- 
ed away from us for this fin. 

15 Then Jonathan the fon 
of Azahel, and ſaazia the fon 
of Thecua were appointed over 
this, and Meſolam and Sebe- 
thai the Levite helped them: 

16 And the children of the 
captivity did ſo. And Eſdras 
the prieſt, and the men that 
were heads of the families in 
the houſes of their fathers, 
and all by their names, went 
and fat down 1h the firſt day 
of the tenth month to examine 
the matter. 

17 And they made an end 


with all the men that had ta- 
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ken ſtrange wives, by the firſt 
day of the firſt month.

Fudea, lamenteth, faſtetb, and prayeth to God for their 


relief. 

HE words of Nehe- 
mias the ſon of Hel- 
chias. And it came to paſs 
in the month of Caſleu, in 
the twentieth year, as I was 
in the caſtle of Suſa. 

2 That Hanani one of my 
brethren came, he and ſome 
men of Juda; and Iaſked them 
concerning the Jews, that re- 
mained and were left of the 
captivity, and concerning Je- 
ruſalem. 

3 And they ſaid to me: 
They that have remained, and 
are left of the captivity there 
m the province, are in great 
affliction, and reproach : and 
the wall of Jeruſalem is broken 
down, and the gates thereof 
are burnt with fire. 


4 And when I had heard 


theſe words, I fat dovn, and 
wept, and movrned for many 
days: and I faffed, and pray- 
ed betore the face of the God 
of heaven. 

5 And I faid: I befeech 
thee O Lord God of heaven, 
ſtrong, great, and terrible, 
who keepeſt covenant and 
mercy with them that love 
thee, and keep thy command- 
ments : 

6 Let thy ears be attentive, 
and thy eyes open, to hear 
the prayer of thy ſervant, 
which I pray before thee now, 
night and day for the children 
of Iſrael thy ſervants: and 1 
confeſs the ſins of the childrefi 
of Ifrael, by which they have 
finned againſt thee: I and my 
father's houſe have ſinned, 


(a) Nebemias. This book takes its name from the writer, 
who was cup-bearer to Artaxerxes (ſurnamed Longimanus) 
king of Perl, and was ſent by him with a commiſſion to 


rebuild the walls of Jeruſalem. 


It is alſo called the ſecond

begun by Eſdras, of the fate of the people of God after their

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by vanity, and have not kept 
thy commandments, and cere- 
monies and judgments, which 
thou haſt commanded thy ſer- 
vant Moles. 

8 Remember the word that 
thou commandedit to Moſes 
thy ſervant, ſaying: If you 
ſhall tranſgreſs, I will ſcatter 
you abroad among the nations :

ſhould be led away to the ut- 
termoſt parts of the world, I 
will gather you from thence, 
and bring you back to the 
place, which I have choſen 
tor my name to dwell there. 

10 And theſe are thy ſer- 
vants, and thy people: whom 
thou haſt redeemed by thy 
great ſtrength, and by thy 
mighty hand. | 

11 I beſeech thee O Lord, 
let thy ear be attentive to the 
prayer of thy ſervant, and to 
the prayer of thy ſervants, 
who defire to fear thy name: 
and direct thy ſervant this day, 
and give him mercy before this 
man. For I was the king's 
cup-bearer.

And now our fleſh 1s as 
the fleſh of our brethren : and 
our children as their children 
Behold we bring into bon- 
dage our ſons, and our daugh- 
ters, and ſome of our daugh- 
ters are bond-women already, 
neither have we wherewith to 
redeem them, and our helds 
and our vineyards other men- 
poſſeſs. 

6 And I was exceeding an- 
gry, when I heard their cry 
according to theſe words. 

7 And my heart thought 
with myſelf: and I rebuked

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very one exact uſury of your 
brethren ? and I gathered to- 
gether a great aſſembly againſt 
them. 

8 And I ſaid to them: 
We, as you know, have re- 
deemed according to our abi- 
lity our brethren the Jews, 
that were fold to the Gentiles: 
and will you then ſell your 
brethren, for us to redeem 
them? and they held their 
peace, and found not what to 
anſwer. 

9 And I ſaid to them: 
The thing you do is not good: 
why walk you not in the fear 
of our God, that we be not 
expoſed to the reproaches of 
the Gentiles our enemies? 

10 Both I and my brethren, 
and my ſervants, have lent 
money and corn to many: 
let us all agree not to call for 
it again, let us forgive the 
debt, that is owing to us. 

11 Reſtore ye to then this 
day their fields, and their vine- 
yards, and their olive-yards, 
and their houies : and the 
hundredth part of the money, 
and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, which you were 
wont to exact of them, give it 
rather for them. 

12 And they ſaid: We will 
reſtore, and we will require 
nothing of them ; and we 
will do ſo as thou ſayeſt. And 
I called the prieſts, and took 
an oath of them, to do ac- 
cording to what I had4aid. 


13 Moteover I ſhook my 


lap, 
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lap, and ſaid: So may God 
ſhake every man, that ſhall 
not accompliſh this word, out 
of his houſe, and out of his 
labours, thus he may be ſhak- 
en out, and become empty. 
And all the multitude faid : 
Amen. And they praiſed 


God. And the people did ac- 


cording to what was ſaid. 

14 And from the day, in 
which the king commanded 
me to be governor 1n the land 
of Juda, from the twentieth 
year even to the two and thir- 
tieth year of Artaxerxes the 
king, for twelve years, I and 
my brethren did not eat the 
yearly allowance, that was 
due to the governors. 

15 But the former gover- 
nors that had been before me, 
were Chargeable to the peo- 
ple, and took of them in 
bread, and wine, and in mo- 
ney every day forty ficles : 
and their officers alſo oppteſ- 
ſed the people. But I did not 
ſo for the tear of God, 

16 Moreover I built m the 
work of the wall, and I 
bought no land, and all my 
ſervants were gathered toge- 
ther to the —_— 

17 The Jews alſo and the 
magiſtrates to the number of 
a hundred and fifty men, were 
at my table, beſides them that 
came to us from among the 
nations, that were round a- 
bout us. 4 

18 And there was prepar- 
ed ior me day by day one ox, 
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and fix choice rams, beſides 
fowls, and once in ten days I 
gave ſtore of divers wines, and 
many other things. Yet I did 
not require my yearly allow- 
ance as governor, for the peo- 
ple were very much impove- 
riſhed. 

19 Remember me O my 
God for good, according to 
all that I have done for this 


people.

The enemies ſeek to terrify Ne- 
he mins.

ND it came to paſs, 
when Sanaballat, and

written in this manner : 

6 It is reported amongſt 
the Gentiles, and Gofſem hath 
ſaid it, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel, and therefore 
thou buildeſt the Wall, and 
haſt a mind to ſet thyſelf king 
over them: for which end 

7 Thou haſt alſo ſet up 
prophets, to preach of thee 
at — ſaying : There 
isa king in Judea. he king 
will hear of theſe things: 
therefore come new, that we 
may take counſel together. 

3 And ] ſent to them, ſay- 
ing: There is no ſuch thing 
done as thou ſayeſt: but thou 
feigneſt theſe things out of 
thy own heart. 

9 For all theſe men thought 
to frighten us, thinking that 
our hands would ceaſe from 
the work, and that we 
would leave off. Wherefore 1 
ſtrengthened my hands the 
more : 

10 And I went into the 
houſe of Samaia the ſon of 
Delaia the fon of Metabeel 
privately. And he faid: Let 
us conſult together in the 
houſe of God in the midſt of 
the temple: and let us ſhut 
the doors of the temple, for 
they will come to kill thee, 
and in the night they will 
come to ſlay thee. "es 

11 And I ſaid ; ſhould 
ſuch a man as I flee ? and 


k r ere I 
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who is there that being as 1 
am, would go into the tem- 
ple, to fave his life? I will 
not go in. | 

12 And I underſtood that 
God had not ſent him, but 
that he had ſpoken to me az 


if he had been propheſying, 


and Tobias, and Sanaballat 
had hired him. 


13 For he had taken mo- 


ney, that I being afraid ſhould 


do this thing, and fin, and 
they might have ſome evil to 
upbraid me withal. 

14 Remember me O Lord 
for 'Tobias and Sanaballat, ac- 
cording to their works of this 
kind: and Noadias the pro- 
phet, and the reſt of the pro- 
phets that would have put me 
in fear. 

15 But the wall was finiſh- 
ed the hve and twentieth day 
of the month of Elul, in two 
and fifty days. 

16 And it came to pal: 
when all our enemies heard of 
it, that all nations which were 
round about us, were afraid, 
and were caſt down within 
themſelves, for they perceived 
that this work was the work 
of God. 

17 Moreover in thoſe days 
many letters were ſent by the 
1 men of the Jews to 

obias, and from Tobias there 
came letters to them.

man, and one that feared God 


above the reſt) 

3 And I faid to them: Let 
not the gates of Jeruſalem be 
opened till the ſun be hot. 
And while they were yet 
ſtanding by, the gates were 
ſhut, and barred : and I ſet 
watchmen of the inhabitants 
of Jeruſalem, eyery one by 
their courſes, and every man 
over-againſt his houſe. 

4 And the city was very 
wide and great, and the peo- 
ple few in the midſt thereof, 
and the houſes were not built. 

5 But God had put in my 
heart, and I aſſembled the

CHAP. VIII. 


Eſdras readeth the Iaw before 
the people. Nehemias com- 
forteth them. They celebrate 
the feaſt of tabernacles. 


| ND the ſeventh month 

came: and the chil- 
dren of Iſrael were in their 
Cities. And all the people 
were gathered together as 
one man to the ſtreet, which 
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is before the water-gate, and 
they ſpoke to Eſdtas the ſcribe, 
to bring the book of the law 
of Motes, which the Lord 
had commanded to Iſrael. 

2 Then Eſdras the prief 
brought the law before the 
multitude of men and women, 
and all thoſe that could under. 
ſtand, in the firſt day of the 
ſeventh month. 

3 And he read it plainly in 
the ſtreet that was before the 
water-gate, from the morning 
until mid-day, before the 
inen, and the women, and all 
thoſe that could underſtand : 
and the ears of all the people 
were attentive to the book. 

4 And Eſdras the ſcnbe 
ſtood upon a ſtep of wood, 
which he had made to ſpeak 
upon: and there ſtood by him 
Mathathias, and Seme1a, and 
Ania, and Uria, and Helci, 
and Maaſia, on his right hand: 
and on the left, Phadaia, Mi- 
ſael, and Melchia, and Haſum, 
and Haſbadana, Zacharia, and 
Moſollam. . 

5 And Eſdras opened the 
book before all the people : 
for he was above all the peo- 

le: and when he had opened 
it, all the people ſtood. 

6 And Eſdras bleſſed the

7 Now Joſue, and Bani, 
and Serebia, Jamin, Accub, 
Septhai, Odia, Maaſia, Celita, 
Azarias, Jozabed, Hanan, Pha- 
laia, the Levites, made ſilence 
among the people to hear the 
law: and the people ſtood in 
their place. 

8 And they read in the 
book of the law of God di- 
ſtinctly and plainly to be un- 
derſtood : and they underſtood 
when it was read. 

9 And Nehemias (he is A- 
therſatha) and Eſdras the prieſt 
and ſcribe, and the Levites 
who interpreted to all the peo- 
ple, ſaid: This is a hol 
day to the Lord our God, do 
not mourn, nor weep. For 
all the people wept, when 
they heard the words of the 
law. 

10 And he ſaid to them: 
Go, eat fat meats, and drink 
{weet wine, and ſend portions 
to them that have not prepa- 
red for themſelves: becauſe 
itis the holy day of the Lord, 
and be not fad: for the joy of 
the Lord is our ſtrength. 

11 And the Levites tilled 
all the people, ſaying: Hold 
your peace, for the day is holy, 
and be not ſorrowful. 

i2 Soall the people went 
to eat and drink, and to tend 
portions, and to make -great 
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mirth: becauſe they under- 
ſtood the words that he had 
taught them. 

13 And on the ſecond day 
the chiefs of the families of 
all the people, the prieſts, and 
the Levites were gathered to- 
gether to Eſdras the ſcribe, 
that he ſhould interpret to 
them the words of the law. 

14 And they found written 
in the law, that the Lord had 
commanded by the hand of 
Moſes, that the children of 
Iſrael ſhould dwell in taber- 
nacles, on the feaſt, in the 
ſeventh month: 

15 And that they ſhould 
proclaim and publiſh the word 
in all their cities, in je- 
ruſalem, ſaying 0 forth 
to the mount, ar etch bran- 


y | Ches of olive, aud branches of 


beautiful wood, branches of 
myrtle, and branches of palm, 
and branches of thick trees, 
to make tabernacles, as it is 
written. 

16 And the people went 
forth, and brought them. And 
they made themſelves taber- 
nacles every man on the top 
of his houte, and in their 
courts, and in the courts of 
the houſe of God, and in the 
ſtreet of the water- gate, and 
in the ſtreet of the gate of 
Ephraim. 

17 And all the aſſembly 
of them that were returned 
from the captivity, made 
tabernacles, and dwelt in ta- 
bernacles. For ſince the days 


of 
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of Joſue the ſon of Nun the 
children of Iſrael had not done 
ſo, until that day: and there 
was exceeding great joy. 

18 And he read in the book 
of the law of God day by 
day, from the firſt day till the 
laſt, and they kept the ſolem- 
nity ſeven days, and in the 
eighth day a ſolemn aſſembly 
according to the manner. 


CHAP. IX. 


The people repent with faft- 
ing and ſack-cloth. The 
Lites confeſs God's bene- 
fits, and the people's intra- 

" titude : they pray for them, 
and make a covenant with

N D in the four and 
twentieth day of the 
month the children of Iſtael 
came together with faſting and 
with fack-cloth, and earth 
upon them. 

2 And the ſeed of the chil- 
dren of Ifrael ſeparated them- 
ſelves from every ſtranger : 
and they ſtood, and confeſſed 
their fins, and the iniquities 
of their fathers. 

And they 
ſtand: and they

heaven adoreth thee. 

7 Thou, O Lord God, art 
he who choſeſt Abram, and 
broughteſt him forth (a) out 
of the fire of the Chaldeans, 
and gaveſt him the name of 
Abraham.

0 And thou ſhewedſt ſigns 
and wonders upon Pharao, and 
upon all Eis ſervants, and up- 
on the people of his land: for 
thou kneweſt that they dealt 
proudly againſt them: and 
thou madeſt thyſelf a name, 
as it is at this day. 

11 And thou didſt divide 
the ſea before them, and they 
paſſed through the midſt of 
the ſea on diy land: but their 
perſecuters thou threwelt in- 

to the depth, as a ſtone into 
t mighty waters. f 
d 12 And in a pillar of a 
cloud thou waſt their leader by 
day, and in a pillar of ſire by 
night, that they might ſee the 
way, by which they went. 

13 Thou cameſt down al- 
ſo to mount Sinai, and didſt 
ſpeak with them from heaven, 
and thou gaveſt them right 
judgments, and the law of 
truth, ceremonies, and good 
precepts. | 

14 Thou madeſt known to 
them thy holy ſabbath, and 
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didſt preſcribe. to them com- 
mandments, and ceremonies, 
and the law by the hand of 
Moſes thy ſervant. 

15 And thou gaveſt them 
bread from heaven in their 
hunger, and broughteſt forth 
water. for them out of the 
rock in their thirſt, and thou 
ſaidſt to them that they ſhould 
go in, and poſſeſs the land, 
upon which thou hadſt lifted 
up thy hand to give it them. 

16 But they and our fathers 
dealt proudly, and hardened 
their necks and hearkened not 
to thy commandments. 

17 And they would not 
hear, and they remembered 
not thy wonders which thou 
hadſt done for then. And they 
hardened their necks, and ſet 
their head to return to their 
bondage, as it were by a ſpirit 
of contention. But thou who 
art a forgiving God, gracious, 
and merciful, long-lutferin 
and full of compaliton, did 
not forſake them. 

18 Yea when they had 
made allo to themſelves a 
molten calf, and had ſaid:

20 And thou gaveſt them 
thy good Spirit to teach them, 
and thy manna thou didſt not 
withhold from their mouth 
and thou gaveſt them water 
for their thirſt. 

21 Forty years didſt thou 
feed them in the deſart, and 
nothing was wanting to them, 
their garments did not grow 
old, and their feet were not 
worn.

24 And the children came 
and poſſeſſed the land, and 
thou didſt humble before them 
the inhabitants of the land, the 
Chananites, and gaveſt them 
into their hands, with their 
kings, and the people of the 
land, that they might do with 
them as it pleaſed them. 

25 And they took ſtron 
cities and a fat land, and poſ- 
ſeſſed houſes full of all goods: 
ciſterns made by others, vine- 
yards, and olive-yards, and 
frnit-trees in abundance: and 
they eat, and were filled, and 
became fat, and abounded 
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with delight in thy great good- 

neſs. . 
26 But they provoked thee 
to wrath, and departed from 
thee, and threw thy law be- 
hind their backs: and they 
killed thy prophets, who ad- 
moniſhed them earneſtly to re- 
turn to thee: and they were 
guilty of great blaſphemies. 

27 And thou gaveſt them 
into the hands of their ene- 
mies, and they afflicted them. 
And in the time of their tri- 
bulation they cried to thee, 
and thou heardeſt them from 
heaven, and according ro the 
multitude of thy tender mer- 
cies thou gaveſt them ſaviours, 
'to fave them from the hands 
of their enemies. 

28 But after they had reſt, 
they returned to do evil in 
thy fight : and thou lefteſt 
them in the hand of their ene- 
mies, and they had dominion 
over them. 'Then they re- 
turned, and cried to thee: and 
thou heardeſt from heaven, 
and deliveredſt them many 
times in thy mercies. 

29 And thou didit admo- 
niſh them to return to thy 
law. But they dealt proud- 
ly, and hearkened not to thy 
commandments, but ſinned a- 
gainſt thy judgments, which 
if a man do, he ſhall live in 
them, and they withdrew the 
ſhoulder, and hardened their 
neck, and would not hear. 

30 And thou didft forbear

35 And they have not ſerv- 
ed thee in their kingdoms, 
and in thy manifold goodneſs, 
which thou gavelt them, and 
in the large and fat land, 
which thou deliveredſt before 
them, nor did they return

ple cat lots, to take one part 
in ten to dwell in ſerufalem the 
holy city, and nine parts in 
the ther cities. 

2 And the people bleſſed 
all the men that williagly offer- 
ed themſelves to dwell in Je- 
ruſalem. 

3 Now theſe are the chief 
men of the province, who 
dwelt in jeruſalem, and in 
the cities ot Juda. And eve- 
ry one dwelt in his poſſeſſion, 
in their cities, 4 wit, Iſrael, 
the prieſts, the Levites, the 
Nathinites, and the children 
of the ſervants of Solomon.

26 Theſe were in the days

37 And the ſecond quire of 
them that gave thanks went 
on the oppoſite ſide, and 1 
after them, and the half of 
the people upon the wall,

40 And the priefts, Elia- 
chim, Maafia, Miamin, Mi- 
chea, Elioenai, Zacharia, Ha- 
nania with trumpets, 

41 And Maaſia, and Se- 
mia, and Eleazar, and Azzi, 
and Johanan, and Melchia, 
and Elam, and Ezer. And 
the fingers ſung loud, and 
ſerraia was their overſeer :. 
42 And they ſacrificed on 
that day great, ſacrifices, and 
they rejoiced: for God had 
made them joyful with great 
joy: their wives alſo and their 
children rejoiced, and the joy 
of Jeruſalem was heard a-far 
oft. 

43 And they appointed at 
that time men over the ſtore- 
houſes of the treaſure, for the 
libations, and for the fir(t- 
fruits, and for the tithes, that 
the rulers of the city might 
gather them in by them with 
decent thankſgiving, for the 


prieſts and Levites: for Juda 
84 was 


was joyful, for the prieſts and 
Levites that allifted. 

44 And they kept the 
watch of their God, and the 
obſervance of expiation, and 
the ſinging men, and the por- 
ters, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of

45 For in the days of 
David and Aſaph from the 
beginning there were chief 
fingers appointed, to praiſe 
witk canticles,and give thanks 
to God. 

46 And all Ifrael, in the 
days of Zorobabel, and in the 
days of Nehemias gave por- 
tions to the ſinging men, and 
to the porters day by day, 
and they (a) ſanctified the 
Levites, and the Levites ſanc- 
tified the ſons of Aaron. 

CHAP. XIII. 
Divers abuſes are refor med. 
ND on that day they 
read in the book of 
Moſes in the hearing of the 
people: and therein was found 
written, that the Ammonites 
and the Mcabites ſhould not 
come in to the church of God 
tor ever : 

2 Becauſe they met not the 
children of Iſrael with bread 
and water: and they hired a- 
gainſt them Balaam, to curſe 
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them and our God turned 
the curſe into bleſſing. 

3 And it came to paſs, when 
they had heard the law, that 
they ſeparated every ſtranger 
from Iſrael. 

4 And (5) over this thing 
was Eliaſib the prieſt, who 
was ſet over the treaſury of 
the houſe of our God, and 
was near akin to Tobias. 

5 And he made him a great 
{tore-room, where before hiin 
they laid up gifts, and frank- 
incenſe, and veſſels, and the 
tithes of the corn, of the wine, 
and of the oil, the portions 
of the Levites, and of the 
ſinging men, and of the por- 
ters, and the firſt- fruits of the 
prieſts. 

6 But in all this time I wes 
not in Jeruſalem, becauſe in 
the two and thirtieth year of 
Artaxerxes king of Babylon [ 
went to the king, and after 
certain days [ aſked the king. 

7 And I came to — 
lem, and I underſtood the e- 
vil, that Eliaſtb had done for 
Tobias, to make him a ſtore- 
houſe in the courts of the 
houſe of God. 

8 And it ſeemed to me ex- 
ceeding evil. And I caſt forth 
the veſſels of the houſe of 
Tobias out of the ſtore-houſe.

13 And weſetover the ſtore- 
houſes Selemias the prieſt, 
and Sadoc the ſcribe, and of 
the Levites Phadaia, and next 
to them Hanan the ſon of Za- 
chur, the fon of Mathania: 
for they were approved as 
faithful, and to them were 
committed the portions. of 
their brethren. 

14 Remember me O my 
God for this thing, and wipe 
not out my kindneſſes, which 
I have done relating to the 
houſe of my God, and his 
Ceremonies. 

15 In thoſe days I faw in 
Juda ſome treading the preſſes 
on the ſabbath, and * 
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ſheaves, and lading aifes with 
wine, and grapes, and hgs, 
and all manner of burthens, 
and bringing them into Jeru- 
ſalem on the fabbath-day. 
And I charged them that they 
ſhould ſell on a day on which 
it was lawful to fell. 

16 Some Tyrians alſo dwelt 
there, who brought fiſh, and 
all manner of wares : and 
they ſold them on the ſabbaths 
to the children of Juda in Je- 
ruſalem. 

17 And JI rebuked the chief 
men of ſuda, and ſaid to them: 
What is this evil thing, that 
you are 2 profaning the 
labbath- day? | 

18 Did not our fathers do 
theſe things, and our God 
brought all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? And you 
bring more wrath upon Ifrael 
by violating the ſabbath. 

19 And it came to pats, 
that when the gates of ſeru- 
ſalem were at reft on the ſab- 
bath- day, I ſpoke : and they 
ſhut the gates, and I com- 
manded that they hould not 
open them till after the fab- 
bath : and I ſet ſome of my 
ſervants at the gates, that none 
ſhould bring, in burthens on 
the ſabbath-day. 

20 So the merchants, ard 
they that fold all kind of 
wares, ſtayed without Jeru- 
ſalem once or twice. 

21 And I charged them, 
and I ſaid to them "wv hy ſtay 
you before the wall? it you 

&> 
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do fo another time, I will lay 
hands on you. And from that 
time they came no more on 
the ſabbath. | 

22 I ſpoke alſo to the Le- 
vites that they ſhould be puri- 
hed, and ſhould come to keep 
the gates, and to ſanctify the 
ſabbath-day: for this alſo re- 
member me O my God, and 
ſpate me according to the 
multitude of thy tender mer- 
cies. 
23 In thoſe days alſo I ſaw 
fews that married wives, wo- 
- men of Azotus, and of Am- 
mon, and of Moab. - 

24 And their children 
ſpoke, half, in the ſpeech of 
Azotus, and could not ſpeak 
the Jews language, þut they 
{poke according to lan- 
guage of this and that people. 

25 And I chid them, and 
laid my curſe n them. 
And | beat ſome of them, 
and ſhaved off their hair, and 


made them ſwear by God 


that they would not give their 
daughters to their ions, nor 
take their daughters for their 
{ons, nor for themſelves, fay- 


ing : 


a ESUDRAS, 
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26 Did not Solomon king 
of Iſrael ſin in this kind of 
thing ? and ſurely among ma- 
ny nations, there was not a 
king like him, and he was be- 
loved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Iſrael : 
and yet womenof other coun- 
tries brought even him to fin. 

27 And ſhall we alſo be 
diſobedient and do all this 
great evil, to tranſgreſs againſt 


our God, and marry ſtrange 


women ? 

28 And one of the ſons of 
Joiada, the ſon of Eliaſib the 
high prieſt, was ſon-in-law to 
Sanaballat the Horonite, and 
I drove him from me. 

29 Remember them 0 
Lord my God, that defile the 
prieſthood, and the law of 
prieſts and Levites. 

30 So I ſeparated from 
them all ſtrangers, and I ap- 
pointed the courſes of « 
prieſts and the Levites, every 
man in his miniſtery: 

31 And for the offering of 
wood at times appointed, and 
for the firſt - fruits: remember 
me, O my God unto good.

Though ſome of the ancients, before the definition 0. the 
church, made ſome ſcruple as well of this, as of ſome other

9 But when he was a man, 
he took to wife Anna of his 
own tribe, and had a ſon by

a note of his hand he gave 
him the aforeſaid ſum of mo- 
ney. 
18 But after a long time, 
Salmanaſar the king bein 
dead, when Sennacherib his 
fon who reigned in his place, 
had a hatred for the childrea 
of Iſtael: 

19 Tobias daily went a- 
mong all his kindred, and 
comforted them, and diſtri- 
buted to every one as he was 
able, out of his goods: 

20 He fed the hungry, and 
gave clothes to the naked, and 
was Careful to bury the dead, 
and they that were lain. 

21 And when king Senna- 
cherib was come back fleeing 
from Judea by teaſon of the 
laughter, that God had made 
about him for his blaſphemy, 
and being angry flew many 
of the children of Ifrael, To- 
bias buried their bodies. 

22 But when it was told 
the king, he commanded him 
to be ſlain, and took away all 
his ſubſtance. 

23 But Tobias fleeing na- 
ked away with his fon and 
with his wife, lay concealed, 
for many loved him. 

24 But after forty five days, 
the king was killed by bis

17 And when — a 
great multitude of his kindred,

25 And Tobias returned to 
his houfe, and all his ſubſtance 
was reſtored to him.

Tobias leaveth his dinner to 
bury the dead: he loſeth his 
fight by God's permiſſion, 
for manifeſtation of his 
patience. 


UT after this, when there 

was a feſtival of the Lord, 
and a good dinner was pre- 
pared in Tobias his houſe, 

2 He faid to his ſon : Go, 
and bring ſome of our tribe, 
that fear God, to feaſt with us. 

3 And when he had gone, 
returning he told him, that 
one of the children of Iſrael 
lay ſlain in the ſtreet. And 
he forthwith leaped up from 
his place at the table, and left 
his dinner, and came faſting 
to the body : 

4 And taking it up carried 
it privately to his houſe, that 
after the ſun was down, he 
might bury him cautiouſly. 

5 And when he had hid 
the body, he eat bread with 
mourning and fear, 

6 Remembering the word 
which the Lord ſpoke by. A- 
mos the prophet: Your fel- 
tival days ſhall be turned into 
lamentation and mourning.

6 In the great plain which 
is called Ragau, about the 
Euphrates, and the Tigris, 
and the Jadaſon, in the plain 
of Erioch the king of the E- 
ticians. 

7 Then was the kingdom 
of Nabuchodonoſor exalted, 
and his heart was elevated: 
and he fent to all that dwelt 
in Cilicia and Damaſcus, and 
Libanus, 

8 And to the nations that 
are in Carmelus, and Cedar, 
and to the inhabitants of Ga- 
lilee in the great plain of Eſ- 
drelon, 


9 And to all that were in. 


Samaria, and bevond the ri- 
ver ſordan even to Jeruſalem, 


and all the land of Jefle till 
vou come to the borders of 


Ethiopia. | 

10 To all theſe Nabucho- 
donoſor king of the Afſyrians 
lent meſſengers: ; 

11 But they all with one 
mind reſuſed, and ſent them 
back empty, and rejeQed 
them without honour. 

12 Then king Nabuchodo- 
noſor being ang'y againſt all 
that land, ſwore by his throne 
and kingdom that he would re- 
venge himſelf of all thoſe 


countries.

N the thirteenth year of 

the reign of Nabuchodo- 
noſor, the two and twentieth 
day of the fiſt month, the 
word was given out in the 
houſe of Nabuchodonoſor 
king of the Aſſyrians, that 
he would revenge himſelf. 

2 And he called all the 
ancients, and all the gover- 
nors, and his officers of war, 
and communicated to them 
the fecret of his counſel: 

3 And he faid that his 
thoughts were to bring all the 
earth under his empire. 

4 And when this ſaying 
pleated them all, Nabuchodo- 
nolor the king called Holo- 
ternes the general of his ar- 
mies, | 
| +5 And ſaid to him: Go 
| out againſt all the kingdoms 
of the weſt, and againſt them 
eſpecially that deſpiſed my 
commandment. 

6 Thy eye ſhall not ſpare 
any kingdom, and all the 
ſtiong cities thou ſhalt bring 
| under my yoke. 

7 Then Holofernes called 
the captains, and officers of 
the power of the Aſſyrians: 
and he muſtered men tor the 


expedition, as the king com- 


hiſtorians Saoſduchin. He ſucceeded Aſarhaddon in the king- 
dom of the Aſſyrians, and was co-temporary with Manaſſes 


king of Juda. 


mande d

manded him, a hundred and 
twenty thouſand fighting men 
on foot, and twelve thouſand 
archers, horſemen. 

8 And he made all his 
warlike preparations to go be- 
fore with a multitude of in- 
numerable camels, with all 
proviſions ſufficient for the ar- 
mies in abundance, and herds 
of oxen, and flocks of ſheep, 
without number. 

9 He appointed corn to be 
Pope out of all Syria in 

is paſſage. 

10 But gold and ſilver he 
took out of tbe king's houſe 
in great abundance. 

11 And he went forth he 
and all the army, with the 
Chariots, and horſemen, and 
archers, who covered the face 
of the earth, like locuſts. 

12 And when he had paſ- 
ſed through the borders of 
the Aſſyrians, he came to the 
.great mountains of Ange, 
which are on the left of Cili- 
Cia : and he went up to all 


their caſtles, and took all the | 


ſtrong places. 

13 And he took by aſſault 
the renowned city of Melo- 
thus, and pillagedall the chil- 
dren of '|'harſis, and the chil- 
dren of Umahel, who were 
over-againit the face of the 
deſart, and on the fouth of 
the land of Cellon. 

14 And he paſſed over the 
Euphrates, and came into- 
Meſopotamia: and he forced 
all the ſtately cities that were 
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upon all the inhabitants of 
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there, from the torrent of 
Mainbre, till one comes to 
the lea : 
i5 And he took the bor- 
ders thereof, from Cilicia to 
the coaſts of Japheth, which 
are towards the ſouth. 
16 And he carricd away all 
the children of Madian, and 
{tripped them of all their ri- 
ches, and All that refiſted him 
he ſlew with the edge of the 
ſword. a 
17 And after theſe things 
he went down into the plains 
of Damaſcus in the days of 
the harveſt, and he ſet all the 
corn on fire, and he cauſed all 
the trees and vineyards to be 
cut down ; 
18 And the fear of him fell 


the land. 


CHAP. II. 


Many ſubmit themſelves ta 
Holofernes. He deſtrayeth 
their cities. and their gods, 
that Nabuchodonoſor only 
might be called god. 


HEN the kings and 

the princes of all the 

cities and provinces, of Syria, 

Meſopotamia, and Syria Sobal, 

and Libya, and Cilicia ſent 

their embaſſadors, who con 
ing to Holofernes, faid: 

2 Let thy indignation to- 
wards us ceaſe : For it is bet- 
ter for us to live and ſerve Na- 
buchodonoſor the great King, 
and be tubjec to thee, than 
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to die and to periſh, or ſuffer 
the miſeries of ſlavery. 

3 All our cities and our 

ſſeſſions, all mountains, and 
hills, gnd fields, and herds of 
oxen, and flocks of theep, and 
goats, and horſes, and camels, 
and all our ggods, and fami- 
lies arg in thy ſight : 

4 Lerall we have be ſub- 
Je to thy law. 

5 Both we, and our chil- 
dren are thy ſervants. 

6 Come to us a peaceable 
Lord, and uſe our ſervice, as 
it ſhall pleaſe thee, 

7 Then he came down from 
the mountains with bis horſe- 
men with a great army, and 
made hiniſelf maſter of every 
city, and all the inhabitants 
of the land. 

8 And from all the cities 
he took auxiliaries valiant 
men, and Choſen for war. 

9 And fo 2 a fear lay 
vpon all thoſe provinces, that 
the inhabitants of all the citics, 
both .princes and nobles, as 
well as the people went out to 
meet him at his coming, 

10 And received him with 
garlands, and lights, and dan- 
ces, and OO: and flutes. 

- 11 And though they did 


theſe things they could not 


for all that mitigate the fierce- 
neſs of his heart: 

12 For he both deſtroyed 
their cities, and cut down 
their groves. 

13 For Nabuchodonoſor 
the king had couunanded him 


to deſtroy all the gods of the 
earth, that he only might be 
called Ged by thoſe nations, 
which could be brought under 
him by the power of Holo- 
fernes. ä 

14 And when he had paſ- 
ſed through all Syria Sobal, 
and all Apamea, and all Me- 
ſopotamia he came to the Idu- 
means into the land of Gabaa, 

15 And he took poſſeſſion 
of their cities, and ſtayed there 
for thirty days, in which days 
he commanded all the troops 
of his army to be united.

HEN the children of 

Ifrael, who dwelt in 
the land of ſuda hearing theſe 
things, were exceedingly a- 
frat of him. * 

2 Dread and horror ſeized 
upon their minds, leſt he ſhould 
do the ſame to Jeruſalem and 
to the temple of the Lord, 
that he 'had Cone to other ci- 
ties, and their temples. 

3 And they ſent into all 
Samaria round about, as far 
as Jericho, and ſeized upon 
all the tops of the mountains: 

4 And they compaſſed their 
towns with walls, and gather- 
ed together corn for proviſion 
for war. 


| 5 And Eliachim the prieſt 


wrote to all that were over- 
| agautt 


Chap. V. 


againſt Eſdrelon, which fa- 
ceth the great plain near Do- 
.thain, and to all by whom 
there might be a paſſag ge of 
way, that they ſhould take 
poſſeſſion of the aſcents of the 
mountains, by which there 
might be any way to Jeruſa- 
ſalem, and ſhould keep watch 
where the way was narrow 
between the mountains. 

6 Ard the children of I- 
rael did as the prieſt of the 
Lord Eliachim had appointed 
them. 

7 And all the people cried 
to the Lord with great earneſt- 

neſs, and they humbled their 
fouls in faſlings and prayers, 
both they and their wives. 

8 Ayd tae prieſts put on 
hair-cloths, and they cauſed 
the little children to lie proſ- 
trate before the temple of the 
Lord, and the altar of the 
Lord they covered with hait— 
cloth: 

And they cried to the 
Lord the God of Iſtael with 
one accord, that their children 
might not be made a prey, 
and their wives carried off, and 
their cities deſtroyed, and 
their holy things protaned, and 
t hat they iniztt not be made 
a reproach to the gentiles. 

10 Then Eliachim the high 
prie't of the Lord went About 
all Iſrael and ſpoke to them, 

11 Saying: Know ye that 
the Lord will hear your pray- 
ers, i; you continue with per- 
leverance in fattings and pray> 
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ers in the ſight of the Lord. 
12 Remember Moſes the 
ſervant of the Lord, who o- 
vercame Amalec that truſted 
in his own ſtrength, and in his 
power, and in his armv, and 
in his ſhields, and in kis cha- 
riots, and in is horſemen, 
not by fighting with the ſword, 
but by holy prayers: 

13 So ſhall all the enemies 
of Iſrael be; if you perfe- 
vere in this work lich you 
have begun. 

14 So they being moved by 
this exhoriation of his. pray- 
ed to the Lord, and continu- 
ed in the leht of the Lord, 

15 So that even they who 
offered the holocauſts to the 
Lord, offered the facritices to 
the Lord girded with hair- 
cloths, and with athes upon 
their head. 

1H And ey ol! begged of 
Good with alt their heart, that 
be would vilit his people 1 
racl.

ND it was told Holo- 
fernes the general of 
the army of the Allyrians, 
that the children of Iftael 
prepared themſelves to reſut, 
and had ſhut up the ways of 
the mountains, 
2 And he was tranſported 
with exceeding great fucy and 
indignation, and he. callxd all 


. ; 
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the princes of Moab and the 
leaders of Ammon, 

3 And he ſaid to them: 
Tell me what is this people 
that beſetteth the mountains: 
or what are their cities, and 
of what fort, and how great: 
alſo what is their power, or 
what is their multitude : or 
who is the king over their 
warfare : 

4 And why they above all 
that dwell in the eaft, have 
deſpiſed us, and have not 
come out to meet us, that 
they * receive us with 

ce! 
5s Then Achior captain of 
all the children of Ammon an- 
ſwering, ſaid: If thou vouch- 
ſafe my lord to hear, I will 
tell the truth in thy ſight con- 
cerning this people, that dwel- 
leth in the mountains, and 
there ſhall not a falſe word 
come out of my mouth. 

6 This people is of the 
offspring ot the Chaldeans. 


7 They dwelt firſt in Me- | 


ſopotamia, becauſe they would 
not follow the gods of their 
fathers, who were in the land 
of the Chaldeans. 

8 Wherefore forſaking the 
ceremonies of their fathers, 
which conſiſted in the worſhip 
of many gods, 

9 They worſhipped one 
God of „ who alſo 
conunanded them to depart 
from thence, and to dwell in 
Charan. And when there was 


2 amine ever all the land, 
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they went down into Egypt, 
and there for four hundred 
years were ſo multiplied, that 
the army of them could not 
be numbered. 

10 And when the king of 
Egypt opprefled them, and 
made ſlaves of them to labour 
in clay and brick, in the build- 
ing of his cities, they cried to 
their Lord, and he itruck the 
whole land of Egypt with di- 
vers plagues. 

11 And when the Egypti- 
ans had caſt them out from 
them, and the plague had 
ceafed from them, and they 
had a mind to take them a- 
gain, and bring them back to 
their ſervice, 

12 The God of heaven 
opened the ſea to them in their 
flight, fo that the waters were 
made to fland firm as a wall 
on either fide, and they walk- 
ed through the bottom of the 
ſea and paſted it dry foot. 

13 And when an innume- 
rable army of the Egyptians 
purſued after them in that 
place, they were ſo over- 
whelmed with the waters, 
that there was not one left, to 
tell what had happened to 
poſterity, 

14 And after they came 
out of the Red ſea, they a- 
bode in the deſarts of mount 
Sina, in which never man. 


could dwell, or ſon of man 


* 
- 


reſted. 
15 There bitter fountains 


were made ſweet for them to 


drink, 
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drink, and for forty years they 
received food from heaven. 

16 Whereſoever they went 
in without bow and arrow, 
and without ſhield and ſword, 
their God fought for them, 
and overcame. 

17 And there was no one 
that triumphed over this peo- 
ple, but when they departed 
from the worſhip of the Lord- 
their God, 

18 But as often as beſide 
their own God, they worſhip- 
ed any other, they were giv- 
en to ſpoil, and to the ſword, 
and to reproach. 

19 And as often as they 
were penitent for having re- 
volted from the worſhip of 
their God, the God of hea- 
ven gave them power to re- 
ſilt. 

20 So they overthrew the 
king of the Chananites, and 
of the Jebuſites, and of the 
Pherezites, and of the He- 
thites, and of the Hevites, and 
of the Amorrhites, and all 
the mighty ones in Heſebon, 
and they poſſeſſed their lands, 
and their cities : 

21 And as long as they ſin- 
ned not in the ght of their 
God, it was well with them, 
for their God hateth iniquity. 

22 And even ſome years 
ago when they had revolted 
from the way, which God 
had given them, to walk there- 
in, they were deſtroyed in 
battles by many nations, and 


very wany of them were led 
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away Captive into a ſtrange 
land, 

23 But of late returning 
to the Lord their God, from 
the different places wherein 
they were ſcattered, they are 
come together and are gone 
up into all theſe mountains, 
and poſſeſs ſeruſalem again, 
where their holies are. 

24 Now therefore my lord, 
ſearch if there be any iniqui- 
ty of theirs in the ſight of 
their God: let us go up to 
them, becauſe their God will 
ſurely deliver them to thee, 
and they ſhall be brought un- 
der the yoke of thy power : 

25 But if there be no of- 
fence of this people in the 
ſight of their God, we cannot 
refit them, becauſe their God 
will defend them: and we 
ſhall be a reproach to the 
whole earth. 

26 And it came to paſs, 
when Achior had ceaſed to 
ſpeak theſe words, all the 
great men of Holoternes were 
angry, and wy had a mind 
to kill him, ſaying to each 
other: 

27 Who is this, that ſaith 
the children of Iſrael can re- 
ſiſt king Nabuchodonoſor, and 


his armies, men unarmed, 


and without force, and with- 


out (kill in the artof war? 

28 That Achior therefore 
may know that he deceiveth 
us, let us go up into the moun- 
tains ; -and when the braveſt 


of them ſhall be taken, then 
hall 
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mall he with them be ſtabbed | 


with the ſword: 

29 That every nation may 
know that Nabuchodonofor is 
god of the earth, and beſides 
him there is no other. 


GH AP. VI. 


Holofernes in great rage ſend- 
eth Achior to Betbhuliq, 
there to be flain with the 
Iſraelites. 


ND it came to paſs 
when they had left off 
ſpeaking, that Holofernes be- 
ing ina violent paſſion, ſaid to 
Achior: 

2 Becauſe thou haſt pro- 
pheſied unto us, ſaying, that 
the nation of Iſtael is Cefend- 
ed by their God, to ſhew thee 
that there is no God, but Na- 
buchosonoſor: 

3 When we ſhall ſlay then: 
all 2s one man, then thou al- 
ſo ſhall die with them by the 
ſword of the Aſſyrians, and 
all Iſtael ſhall periſh wit! 
thee: | 

4 And thou ſhalt find that 
Nabuchodonoſor is lord of th 
whole earth: and then the 
ſword of wy foliers ſhall pa 
through thy ſides, ard thor 
ſhalt be ſtabbed and fall «:nong 
thee wounded of Ifrael, and 
thou ſhalt brezth no more 
till thou be deſtroyed with 
them. 

5 But if thov think thy 


prophecy true, let not thy | 


countenance fink, and let the 


palenels that is in thy face, | 
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depart from thee, if thou ima- 
"16k theſe my words cannot 
be accompliſhed . 

6 And that thou mayſt 
know that thou ſhalt experi- 
ence theſe things together 
with them, behotd from this 
hour thou ſhalt be aſſociated 
to their people, that when 
they ſhall receive the puniſh- 
ment they deſerve from my 
ſword, thou mayſt fall under 
the ſame vengeance. 

7 Then Holofernes com- 
manded his ſervants to take 
Achicr, and to lead him to 
Bethulia, and to deliver him 
into the hands of the children 
of 1frael. 

8 And the ſervants of Ho- 
lofernes taking him, went 
through the plains: but when 
they came near the moun— 
tains, the ſlingers came out 
againſt thein. 

oO Then turning out of the 
way by the ſide of the moun- 
tain, they tied Achior to a 
tree hand and foot, and fo 
left him bound with ropes, 
and returned to their maſter. 

10 And the children of 1t- 
ael coming down from Bethu- 
lia, came to him. And looſ- 
ing hini they brought him to 
Zethulia, and ſetting him in 
che midſt of the people, aſk- 
ed hin what was the matter, 
that the Aſſy rians had left him 
bound. 

11, In thoſ2 days the rulers 
there, were Ozias the ſon of 
Micha of the tribe of Simeon, 

and 
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and Charmi, called alſo Go- 
thoniel. 

12 And Achior related in 
the midſt of the ancients, and 
in the preſence of al! the peo- 
ple, all that he had ſaid be- 
ing aſked by Holofernes : and 
how the people of Holofernes 
would have killed him for this 
word, 

13 And how Holofernes 
himſelf being angry had com- 
manded him to be delivered 
for this cauſe to the Iſraelites : 
that when he ſhould over- 
come the children of Itrael, 
then he might command A- 
chior alſo himſelf to be put 
to death by diverſe torments, 
for having ſaid: The God of 
heaven 1s their defender. 

14 And when Achior had 
declared all theſe things, all 
the people fell upon their fa- 
ces, adoring the Lord, and all 
of them together mourning 
and weeping poured out their 
prayers with one accord to the 
Lord, 

15 Saying: O Lord God 
of heaven and earth, behold 
their pride, and look on our 
low condition, and have re- 
gard to the face of thy ſaints, 
and ſhew that thou forſakeft 
not them that truſt on thee, 
ang that thou humbleſt them 
that preſume of themſelves, 
and 910! y in their own ftrength. 

16 So when their weeping 
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was ended, and the people's 
prayer, in which they conti- 
nued all the day, was conclu- 
ded, they comforted Achior, 

17 Saying: The God of 
our fathers, whoſe power thou 
haſt ſet forth, will make this 
return to thee, that thou ra- 
ther ſhalt ſee their deſtruction. 

18 And when the Lord 
our God ſhall give this liber- 
ty to his ſervants, let God be 
with thee alſo in the midſt of 
us: that as it ſhall pleaſe thee, 
ſo thou with all thine mayſt 
converſe with us. 

19 Then Ozias, after the 
aſſeinbly was broken up, re- 
ceived him into his — + and 
made him a great ſupper. 

20 And all the ancients 
were invited, and they re- 
freſhed themſelves together af- 
ter their faſt was over. 

21 And afterwards all the 
people were called together, 
and they prayed all the night 
long within (a) the church, 
deſiring help of the God of 
Iſrael. 

CHAP; 
Holofernes befiegeth Betbulia- 
The diſtreſs of the beſieged: 
UT Holofernes on the 
next day gave orders to 
lis army, to go up againſt 
Bethulia. 

2 Now there were in his

thouſand 
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thouſand footmen, and two 
and twenty thouſand horſe- 
men, beſides the preparations 
of thoſe men who had been 
taken, and who had been 
brought away out of the pro- 
vinces and cities, of all the 
youth. 

3 All theſe prepared them- 
ſelves together to fight againſt 
the children of Iſtael, and they 
came by the hili ſide to the 
top, which looketh toward 
Dothain, from the place which 
is called Belma, unto Chelmon, 
which is over-againſt Eſdrelon. 

4 But the children of Iſ- 
rae}, when they ſaw the mul- 
titude of them, proftrated 
themſelves upon the ground, 
putting aſhes upon their heads, 
praying with one accord, that 
the God of Iſrael would ſhew 
his mercy upon his people. 

5 And taking their arms 
of war, they poſted them- 
ſelves at the places, which by 
a narrow path-way lead di- 
realy between the mountains, 
ard they guarded them all day 
and night. 

6 Now Holofernes, in go- 
mg round about, found that 
the fountain which ſupplied 
them with water, run through 
an aqueduct without the city 
on the ſouth- ſide: and he 
commanded their aqueduct to 
de cut off. 

7 Nevertheleſs there were 
ſprings not far from the walls, 


out of which they were teen | 
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freſh themſelves a little ra- 
ther than to drink their fill. 

8 But the children of Am- 
mon, and Moab came to Ho- 
lofernes, ſaying : The chil- 
dren of Iſrael truſt not in their 
ſpears, nor in their arrows, but 
the mountains are their de- 
fence, and the ſteep hills and 
precipices guard them. 

Wherefore that thou 
mayſt overcome them without 
joining battle, ſet guards at 
the ſprings, that they may 
not draw water out of them, 
and thou ſhalt deſtroy them 
without ſword, or at leaſt be- 
ing wearied out they will 
yield up their city, which 
they ſuppoſe, becauſe it is ſi- 
tuate in the mountains, to be 
unpregnable. 

10 And theſe words pleaſed 
Holofernes, and his officers, 
and he placed all round about 
a hundred men at every ſpring. 

11 And when they had 
kept this watch for full twen- 
ty days, the ceſterns, and the 
reſerve of waters failed among 
all the inhabitants of Bethulia, 
ſo that there was not within 
the city, enough to fatisly 
them no not for one day, for 
water was daily given out to 
the people by meature. 

12 Then all the men and 
women, young men, and 
children, gathering themſelves 
together to Ozias, all together 
with one voice, 

13 Said: God be judge be- 


ſecretly to draw water, to re- 


tween us and thee, tor thoa 


halt. 


Chap. VIII. 


haſt done evil againſt us, in that 
thou wouldſt not ſpeak peace- 
ably with the Aflyrians, and 
for this cauſe God hath ſold 
us into their hands. 

14 And therefore there is 
no one to help us, while we 
are caſt down before their 
eyes in thirſt, and fad deſtruc- 
tion. 

15 And now aſlemble ye 
all that, are in the city, that 
we may of our own as cord 
yield ourſelves all up to the 
people of Holofernes. 

16 For it is better, that he- 
ing captives we ſhould live 
and bleſs the Lord, than that 
we ſhould die, and be a re- 
proach to all fleſh, after we 
have ſeen our wives, and our 
iu. ants die before our eyes. 

17 We call to witneſs this 
day heaven and earth, and the 


God ot our fathers, who tak- | P 


eth vengeance upon us accord- 
ing to our fins, conjuring you 
to deliver now the city into 
the hand of the army of Ho- 
lofernes, that our end may be 
ſhort by the edge of the ſword, 
which is made longer by the 
drought of thirſt. 

18 And when they had ſaid 
theſe things, there was great 
weeping and lamentation of all 
in the aſſembly, and for many 
hours with one voice they 
cried to God, ſaying : 

19 We have ſinned with 
our fathers, we have done un- 
juſtly, we have committed ini- 


quity. 
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20 Have thou mercy on us, 
becauſe thou art good, or pu- 
niſh our iniquities by chaſtiſ- 
ing us thyſelf, and deliver not 
them that truſt in thee to 
a people that knoweth not 
thee, 

21 That they may not ſay 
among the gentiles: Where 
is their Gd? 

22 And when being wea- 
ried with theſe cries, and tired 
with theſe weepings, they held 
their peace, 

23 Oꝛxias rifing up all in 
tears, ſaid: Be of good cou- 
rage my brethren, end let us 
wait theſe five days for mercy 
from the Lord. 

24 For perhaps he will put 
a ſlop to his indignation, and 
will gize glory to his own 
name. 

25 But if after five days be 
2ſt there come no aid, we 
will do the things, which you 
have ſpoken.

ND ſ[udith ſaid to all

3 Then the watchmen 
muſt needs run to awake 
their prince for the battle.

5 And when you ſhall know 
that they are fleeing, go af- 
ter them ſecurely, for the 
Lord will deſtroy them under 
your feet. 

6 Then Achior ſeeing the 
power, that the God of Iſrael 
had wrought, leaving the re- 
ligion of the Gentiles, he be- 
lie red God, and circuincited

was joined to the people of Iſ- 
rael, with all the ſucceſſion of 
his kindred until this pteſent 
day.

to the curtain, and lifting it

ATC when all the army 
heard that Holofernes 
was beheaded, courage and 
counſel fled from them, and 
being ſeized with trembling 
and fear they thought only to 
fave themſelves by flight.

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2 So that no one ſpoke to 
his neighbour, but hanging 
down the head, leaving all 
things behind, they made haſte 
to eſcape from the Hebrews, 
who, as they heard, were com- 
ing armed upon them, and 
fled ”Y the ways of the fields, 
and the paths of the hills.

13 And when they were 
going in to the king, what- 
ſocver they aſked to adorn 
theialelves they received: and 
being decked out, as it pleaſed 
them, they paſſed from the 
chamber of the women to the 
king's chamber.

ſo the emperor had command- 
ed them, only Mardochai did 
not bend his knee, nor wor- 
ſhip him. 

3 And the king's ſervants 
that were chief at the doors of 
the palace, ſaid to him: Why 
doſt thou alone not obſerve 
the king's commandment. 

4 And when they were 
ſaying this often, and he would 
not hearken to them, they 
told Aman, defirous to know 
whether he would continue in 
his reſolution: for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 

Now when Aman had 
heard this, and had proved 
by experience that Mardochai 
did not bend his knee to him, 
nor worihip him, he was ex- 
ceedingly angry. 

6 And he counted it as 
nothing to lay his hands upon 
Mardochai alone: for he had 
heard that he was of the na- 
tion of the Jews, and he choſe 
rather to deſtroy all the na- 
tion of the Jews, that were 
in the kingdom of Aſſuerus. 

7 Inthe firſt month (which 
is called Niſan) in the twelfth 
year of the reign of Aſſuerus, 
the lot was caſt into an urn, 
which in Hebrew 1s called 
Phur, before Aman, on what 
day and what month the na- 
tion of the Jews ſhould be de- 
ſtroyed : and there came out 
the twelfth month, which is 
called Adar. 

8 And Aman faid to king 
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ſcattered through all the pro- 
vinces of thy kingdom, and 
{ſeparated one from another, 
that uſe new laws and cere- 
monies, and moreover deſpiſe 
the king's ordinances : and 
thou knoweſt very well that 
it is not expedient for thy 
kingdom that they ſhould 
grow inſolent by impunity. 
9 If it pleaſe thee, decree 
that they may be deſtroyed, 
and I will pay ten thouſand 
talents to thy treaſurers. 
10 And the king took the 
ring that he uſed, from his 
own hand, and gave it to 
Aman the fon of Amadathi 
of the race of Agag, the e- 
nemy ef the Jews, 
11 And he ſaid to him: 
As to the money which thou 
promiſeſt, keep it for thyſelf: 
and as to the people do with 
them as ſeemeth good to thee. 
12 And the king's ſcribes 
were called in the firſt month 
Niſan, on the thirteenth day 
of the ſame month: and they 
wrote, as Aman had com- 
manded, to all the king's lieu- 
tenants, and to the judges of 
the provinces, and of divers 
nations, as every nation could 
read, and hear according to 
their different languages, in 
the name of king Aſſuerus: 
and the letters ſealed with his 
ring, | 
13 Were ſent by the king's 
meſſengers to all provinces, 
to kill and deſtroy all the Jews,

both young and old, little 
children, 
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children, and women, in one 
day, that is, on the thirteenth 
of the twelfth month, which 
is called Adar, and to make a 
ſpoil of their goods. 

14 And the contents of the 
letters were to this effect, that 
all provinces might know, and 
be ready againſt that day. 

15 The courters that were 
ſent, made haſte to fulfil the 
king's commandment. And 
immediately the edit was 
hung up in Suſan, the king 
and Aman feaſting together, 
and all the Jews, that were in

OW when Mardochai 

had heard theſe things, 

he rent his garments, and put 
on fack-cloth, ſtrewing aſhes 
on his head: and he cried with 

a loud voice in the ſtreet in 

the midſt of the city, ſbewing 

the anguiſh of his nund, 


2 Ard he came la ting 
in this manner even the 
gate of the palace: for no 


one clothed with ſack- cloth 
might enter the king's court, 
3 And in all provinces, 
towns, and places, to which 
the king's cruel edit Was 
come, there was great mourn- 
ing among the jews, with 
fatting, wailing, and weep- 
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ing, many uſing fack-cloth 
and aſhes tor their bed. 

4 Then Eſther's maids and 
her eunuchs went in, and told 
her. And when the heard it 
ſhe was in a conſternation : 
and ſhe fent a garment, to 
cloth him, and to take away 
the ſack- cloth: but he would 
not receive it 

5 And ſhe called for Ath- 
ach the eunuch, whom the 
king had appointed to attend 
upon her, and ſhe command 
ed him to go to Mardochai 
and to learn of him, why he 
did this, 

6 And Athach going out 
went to Mardochai who was 
ſtanding in*the ſtreet of the 
City, betore the palace-gate: 

7 And Mardochai told him 
all that had happened, how 
Aman had promiſed, to pay 
money into the king's treaſutes 
to have the Jews deſtroy ed. 

8 He gave him alſo a co- 
py of the edit which was. 
hanging up in Suſan, that he 
ſhould thew it to the queen, 
and admoniſh her to go in to 
the king, and to intreat him 
tor her people. 

9 And Athach went back 
and told Eſther all, that Mar- 
dochai had ſaid. 8 

10 She anſwered him, and 
bad him ſay to Mardochat : 

11 All the king's ſervants, 
and all the provinces that are 
under his dominion, know, 
that whotoever whether man, 


or woman, cometh into the 


king's

king's inner court, who is not 
called for, is immediately to be 
put to death without any de- 
lay: except the king ſhall hold 
out the golden ſcepter to hun, 
in token of clemeacy, that ſo 
he may live. How then can 
I go in to the king, who for 
thele thicty days now have 
not been called unto him ? 

12 And when Mardochai 

had heard this, 

' 13 Hefent word to Eſther 
again, ſaying: Think not that 
thou mavit ſave thy life only, 
becauſe thou art in the king's 
houſe, more than all the jews: 

14 For if thou wilt now 
hold thy peace, the Jews ſhall 
be delivered by ſoine other oc- 
caſion: and thou, and thy 
father's houſe ſhall periſh. And 
who knoweth whether thou 
art not therefore come to the 
kingdom, that thou mighte!? 
be ready in ſuch a time as 
this ? 

15 And again Eſther ſent 


to Mardochai in theſe words. 


16 Go, and gather toge- 
ther all the Jews, whom thou 
ſhalt find in Suſan, and pray 
ye for me. Neither eat, nor 
drink for three days, and three 
nights: and | with my hand- 
maids will faſt in like manner, 
and then I will go in to the 


king, againſt the law, not be- 


ing called, and expoſe myſelf 
to death and to danger. 

17 80 Mardochai went, 
and did all that Either had 


Colnmanded hu. 
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E/ther is graciouſly received: 
e inviteth the king and 
Aman to dinner. Aman 
prepareth a gibbet for Mar- 
dochai, 

A! D on the third day 

Elther put on her royal 
apparel, and ſtood in the inner 
court of the king's houſe, o- 
ver-againſt the king's hall : 
now he fat upon his throne in 
the hall of the palace, over- 
azainſt the door of the houſe, 

2 And when he ſaw Either 
the queen Landing, ſhe pleaſed 
his eyes, and he held out to- 
ward her the goiden ſcepter, 
which he held in his hand: 
and ſhe dre near, and kiſſed 
the top of his ſcepter. 

And the king ſaid to 
her: What wilt thou queen 
Eſther? what is thy requeſt? 
it thou ſhoulitt even aſk one 
half of the kingdom, it ſhall 
be given to thee. 

4 But ſhe anſwered: If it 
pleaſe the king, I beſeech thee 


to come to me this day, and 


Aman with thee to the ban- 
quet which I have prepared. 

5 And the king Ri forth- 
with, call ye Aman quickly, 
that he may obey Eſther's will. 
So the king and Aman came 
to the banquet, which the 
queen had prepared for them, 

6 Ard the king faid to her, 
aft he had drunk wine plen- 
tuully. What doſt thou de- 


| ſue [ould be given thee? and 


tor

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for what _ aſkeſt thou? 
although thou ſhouldſt aſk the 
half ot my kingdom, thou 
ſhalt have it. 

7 And Eſther anſwered : 
My petition and requeſt is 
this : 

8 If I have found favour 
in the king's ſight, and if it 
pleaſe the king to give me 
what I aſk, and to fulfil my 
petition : let the king and A- 
man come to the banquet, 
which I have-prepared them, 
and to-morrow I will open my 
mind to the king. 

9 So Aman went out that 
day joyful and merry. And 
when he ſaw Mardochai ſitting 
defore the gate of the palace, 
and that he not only did not 
riſe up to honour him, but did 
not ſo much as move from the 
place where he ſat, he was ex- 
ceedingly angry : 

10 But diſſembling his an- 

r, and returning into his 
JH he called together to 


him his friends, and Zares 


his wife : 

11 And he declared to 
them the greatneſs of his rich- 
es, and the multitude of his 
children, and with how great 

lory the king had advanced 
kim above all his princes and 
ſervants. 

12 And after this he ſaid: 


ed no other to the banquet 
with the king, but me: and 
with her I amalfo to dine to- 
morrow with the king. 


Chap. VT, 


13 And whereas I have afl 
theſe things, I think I have 
nothing, fo long as I ſee Mar- 
dochai the Jew fitting before 
the king's gate. 

14 Then Zares his wife, 
and the reſt of his friends an- 
ſwered him: Order a great 
beam to be prepared, fifty cu- 
bits high, and in the morning 
yok to the king, that Mar- 

ochai way be pe u 
it, and fo thou ſhalt go full of 
Joy with the king to the ban- 
quet. The counſel pleaſed 
him, and he commanded a 
high gibbet to be prepared. 


CAP. V. 


The king hearing of the good 
ſervice done him by Mardo- 
chai, commandeth Aman to 
banour bim next ta the king, 


which he performeth. 


HAT oight the king 
paſſed without ſleep, 
and he commanded the hiſto- 
ries and chronicles of former 
times to be brought him. And 
when they were reading them 
before him, 
2 They came to that place 
where it was written, how 
Mardochai had diſcovered the 


. treaſon of Bagathan, and 


Thares the eunuch, who 


"fought to kill king Aſuerus. 
Queen Eſther alſo hath invit- 


3 And when, the king 
heard this, he ſaid: What ho- 


nour and reward hath Mardo- 


chai received for this fidelity? 


1 his ſervants and miniſters ſaid 
to 


Chap. VI. 


to him: He hath received 
(a) no reward at all. 

4 And the king ſaid imme- 
diately, who is in the court ? 
for Aman was coming in to 
the inner court of the king's 
houſe, to ſpeak to the king, 
that he might order Mardo- 
chai to be hanged upon the 
gibbet, which was prepared 
tor him. 

5 The ſervants anſwered : 
Aman ſtandeth in the court. 
And the king ſaid: Let hin 
come 1n. 

6 And when he was come 
in, he ſaid to him: What 
ought to be done to the man, 
whom the king is defirous to 
honour? But Aman thinking 
in his heart, and ſuppoſing 
that the king would honour 
no other but himſelf, | 

7 Anſwered: The man, 
whom the king delireth to 
honour, 

8 Ought to be clothed 
with the king's apparrel, and 
to be ſet upon the horſe, that 
the king ndeth upon, and to 
have the royal crown upon 
his head, 

9 And let the firſt of the 
king's princes and nobles hold 
bis horſe, and going through 
the ſtreet of the city, pro- 
claim before him and fay: 


Thus ſhall he be honoured, 
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whom the king hath a mind 
to honour. 

10 And the king ſaid to 
him: Make haſte and take 
the robe and the horſe, and 


do as thou haſt ſpoken, to 


Mardochai the Jew, who ſit- 
teth before the gates of the 
palace: Beware thou paſs o- 
ver any of thoſe things, which 


| thou haſt ſpoken. 


11 So Aman took the robe 
and the horſe, and arraying 
Mardochai in the ſtreet of 
the city, and ſetting him 
on the horſe, went before 
him, and proclaimed : This 
honour is he worthy of, 
whom the king hath a mind 
to honour. 

12 And Mardochai return- 
ed to the palace gate: and A- 
man made haſte to go to his 
houſe, mourning and having 
his head — . 

13 And he told Zares his 
wife, and his friends all that 
had befallen him. And the 
wiſe men, whom he had in 
counſel, and his wife anſwer- 
ed him: If Mardochai be of 
the ſeed of the Jews, before 
whom thou haſt begun to fall, 
thou canſt not reſiſt him, but 
thou ſhalt fall in his ſight. 

14 As they were yet ſpeak- 
ing, the king's eunuchs came, 


| and compelled him to go

ſome preſents from the king, chap. xii. 5. but theſe fo in- 
conſiderable in the opinion of the courtiers, that they eſteemed 


them as nothing at all. 


quickly 
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quickly to the banquet, which 
the queen had prepared. 


CHAP. VIL 


E 'ther's P etrt10n for herſ elf and 


ber people: Aman is hanged 
upon the gibbet he had pre- 
pared for Mardeachat. 


O the king and Aman 
went in, to drink with 
the queen. 

2 And the king faid to her 
again the ſecond day, alter he 
was warm with wine: What 
is thy petition Eſther, that it 


may be granted thee ? and | 


what wilt thou have done ? 
although thou aſk the half of 
my kingdom, thou ſhalt have 
it. 

3 Then ſhe anſwered, If 
J have found favour in th 
ſight O king, and if it pleaſe 
thee, give me my lite for 
which I aſk, and my people 
for which I requeſt. 

4 For we are given up I 
and my people, to be deſtroy- 
ed, to be ſlain, and to perith. 
And would God we were fold 
for bond-men and bond-wo- 
men: the evil might be borne 
with, and I would have 
mourned in filence: but now 
we have an enemy, whoſe 
cruelty recoundeth upon the 


king. 

5 And king Aſſuerus an- 
ſwered, and ſaid: Who is this, 
and of what power, that he 


tbould do the ſe things ? 


Chap. VII. 
6 And Eſther ſaid: It is 


this Aman that is our adverſa- 
ry and moſt wicked enemy. 
Aman hearing this was forth- 
with aſtoniſhed, not being a- 
ble to bear the countenance of 
the king and of the queen. 

7 But the king being angry 
roſe up, and went from the 
place of the banquet into the 
garden {ct with trees. Aman 
alſo roſe up, to intreat Eſther 
the queen for his life, for he 
underitood that evil was pre- 
pared for him by the king. 

8 And when the king came 
back out of the garden ſet 
with trees, and entered into 
the place of the banquet, he 
found Aman was fallen upon 
the bed on which Eſther lay, 
and he faid : he will force the 
queen alſo in my preſence, in 
my own houſe. The word 
was not yet gone out of the 
king's mouth, and immedi- 
ately they covered his face. 

And Harbona, one of 
the eunuchs that ſtood wait- 
ing on the king, ſaid : Behold 
the gibbet which he hath pre- 
pared for Mardochai, who 
{poke for the king, ſtandeth 
in Aman's houſe, being hf 
cubits high. And the king 
ſaid to him: Hang him up- 
on it. 

10 So Aman was hanged on 
the gibbet which he had pre- 
pared for Mardochai: and the 


| king's wrath ceaſed. 
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Mardochai is advanced: A. 
man's letters are reverſed. 


N that day Ling Aſſue- 

rus gave the houſe of 

Aman the Jews enemy, to 

queen Eſther, and Mardochai 

came in before the king. For 

Eſther had confefied ro him 
that he was her uncle. 

2 And the king took the 
ring, which he had command- 
ed to be taken again from A- 
man, and gave it to Mardo- 
chai. And Eſther ſet Mar- 
dochai over her houſe. 

3 And not content with 
theſe things, the fell down at 
the king's feet, and wept and 
{peaking to him beſought him, 
that he would give orders that 
the malice of Aman the A- 
gagite, and his moſt wicked 
devices, which he had invent- 
ed againſt the Jews, ſhould be 
of no effect. | 

4 But he as the manner 
was, held out the golden 
ſcepter with his hand, which 
was the fign of clemency: 
and ſhe role up and ſtood be- 
fore him, 

And ſaid: If it pleaſe 
the king, and if I have found 
favour in his ſight, and my 
requeſt be not difagreeable to 
him, I beſeech thee, that the 
former letters of Aman the 
traitor and enemy of the Jews, 
by which he commanded that 


| 


they ſhould be deſtroyed in all 
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the king's provinces, may be- 
reverſed by new letters, 

6 For how can I endure the 
murdering and flaughter- of 
my people? 

7 And king Aſſuerus an- 
ſwered Eſther the queen, and 
Mardochai the Jew: I haye 
given Aman's houſe to Eft- 
her, and 1 have commanded 
hior to be hanged on a gibbet, 


, # 5 
beceuſe he durit lay hands on 


the Jews. 

8 Write ye therefore to 
the Jews, as it pleaſeth you, 
in the king's name, and ſeal 
the letters with wy ring. For 
this was the cuſtom, that no 
man durſt gain-lay the letters, 
which were lent in the king's 
name, and were ſealed with 
his ring. 

9 Then the king's ſcribes 
and ſecretaries were called for 
(now it was the time of the 
third month, which is called 
Siban) the three and twentieth 
day of the month, and letters 
were written, as Mardochai 
had a mind, to the Jews, and to 
the governors, and to the de- 
puties, and to the Judges, who 
were rulers over the hundred 
and twenty ſeven provinces, 
from India even to Ethiopia : 
to province and province, to 
people and people, according 
to their languages and cha- 
tacters, and to the Jews, ac- 
cording as they couid read, 
and hear. 

10 And theſs letters, which 
were ſent in the king's name, 

were 
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were ſealed with his ring, and 
ſent by poſts: Who were to 
run through all the provin- 
ces, to prevent the former let- 
ters with new meſlages. 

11 And the king gave or- 
ders to them, to ſpeak to the 
Jews in every city, and to 
command them to gather 
themſelves together, and to 
ſtand fer their lives, and to kill 
and deſtroy all their enemies 
with their wives and children 
and all their houſes, and to 
take their'ſpoil. 

12 And one day of re- 
venge was appointed through 
all the provinces, to wit, the 
thirteenth of the twelfth 
month Adar. 

13 And this was the con- 
tent of the letter, that it 
ſhould be notified in all lands 
and peoples, that were ſubjedt 
to the empire of king Aſſue- 
rus, that the Jews were ready 
tq be revenged of their ene- 
mies. 

14 So the ſwift poſts went 
out carrying the meſſages, and 
the king's edict was hung up 
in Suſan. 

I 5 And Mardochai going 
forth out of the palace, and 
from the kings preſence, ſhone 


in royal apparel, to wit, of 


violet and ſky-colour, wearing 
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a golden crown on his head, 
and clothed with a cloak of 
ſilk and purple. And all 
the city rejoiced, and was 
lad. 

. 16 But to the Jews a new 
light ſeemed to riſe, with joy, 
honour, and dancing. 

17 And in all peoples, ci- 
ties, and provinces, whither- 
ſocver the king's command- 
ments came, there was won- 
derful rejoicing, feaſts and 
banquets, and keeping holy- 
day; inſomuch that many 
of other nations and religion, 
joined themſelves totheu wor- 
ſhip and ceremonies. For a 
great dread of the name of 
the Jews had fallen upon all. 


CHAP. K 


The Fews kill their enemies 
that would have killed them. 
The days of Phurim are ap- 
pointed to be kept holy. 


| CO on the thirteenth day 

of the twelfth month, 
which as we have ſaid above 
is called Adar, when all the 
— were deſigned to be maſ- 
acred, and their enemies were 
greedy aſter their blood, the 
caſe being altered, the Jews 
began to have the upper hand, 
and (a) to revenge themſelves 
of their adverſaries. 
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Chap IX. (a) Ver. 1. To revenge, Cc. The Jews on 
this occaſion by authority from the king, were made execu- 
tioners of the publick Julke, for puniſhing by death a crime 
worthy of death, viz, A malicious conſpiracy for extirpating 


their whole nation. 


2 And 
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and town, and place, to lay 
theit hands on their enemies, 
and their perſecutors. And 
no one durſt withſtand them, 
for the fear of their power 
had gone through every peo- 
le. 

: 3 And the judges of the 
provinces, and the governors, 
and lieutenants, and every one 
in dignity, that preſided over 
every place and work, extol- 
led the Jews for fear of Mar- 
dochai: 

4 For they knew him to 
be prince of the palace, and 
to have great power: and the 
fame of his name increaſed 
daily, and was ſpread abroad 
through all men's mouths. 

5 So the Jews made a great 
laughter of their enemies, and 
killed them, repaying them 
according to what they had 
prepared to do to them : 

Inſomuch that even in 
Suſan they killed five hundred 
men, beſides the ten ſons of 
Aman the Agagite the enemy 
of the Jews: whoſe names 
are theſe : 

7 Pharſandatha, and Del- 
phon, and Eſphatha, 

8 And Phoratha, and A- 
dalia, and Aridatha, 

9 And Phermeſta, and A- 
riſai, and Aridai, and Jezatha. 
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2 And they gathered them | 
ſelves together in every city, 
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ber of them that were killed 
in Suſan was brought to the 
king. 

12 And he ſaid to the 
queen: The Jews have killed 
hve hundred men in the city 
of Suſan, beſides the ten ſons 
of Aman: how many doſt 
thou think they have ſlain 
in all the provinces? what 
aſkeſt thou more, and what 
wilt thou have me to com- 
mand to be done ? 

13 And ſhe anſwered: If 
it pleaſe the king, let it be 
granted to the Jews, to do to- 
morrow in Suſan as they have 
done to-day, and that the ten 
ſons of Aman may be hanged 
upon gibbets. 

14 And the king com- 
manded that it ſhould be fo 
done. And forthwith the e- 
dict was hung up in Suſan, 
and the ten ſons of Aman 
were hanged. 

15 And on the fourteenth 
day of the month Adar the 
Jews gathered themſelves to- 
gether, and they killed in 
Suſan three hundred men: but 
they took not their ſubſtance. 

16 Moreover through all 
the provinces, which were 
ſubject to the king's dominion, 
the Jews ſtood for their lives, 
and ſlew their enemies and 
perſecutors: inſomuch that 
the number of them that were 


jo And when they had 
ſain them, they would not 
touch the ſpoils of their goods. 
14 And preſently the num- 


killed amounted to ſeventy 
hve thouſand, and no man 
took any of their goods. 


17 Now the thirteenth day 
0 
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of the month Adar was the 
ſirſt day with them all of the 
laughter, and on the four- 
teenth Cay they left off. 
Which they ordained to be 
kept holiday, fo that at all 
times hereaſter they ſhoutd ce- 
lebrate it with feaſting, joy, 
and banquets. 

18 But they that were kil- 
ling in the city of Suſan, were 
employed in the {ſlaughter on 
the thirteenth and fourteenth 
day of the fame month: and 
on the fifteenthday they reſted. 
And thereſore they appointed 
that day to be a holiday of 
feaſting and gladneſs. 

19 But thoſe Jews that 
dwelt in towns not walled and 
in villages, appointed the four- 
teenth day of the month Adar 
for banquets and gladneſs, ſo 
as to rejoice on that day, and 
ſend one another portions of 
their banquets and meats. 

20 And Mardochai wrote 
all theſe things, and ſent them 
compriſed in letters tothe Jews 
that abode in all the king's 
provinces, both thoſe that 
lay near and thoſe a- far off, 

21 That they ſhould re- 
ceive the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth day of the month Adar 
for holidays, and always at 
the return of the year ſhould 
celebrate them with folemn 
honour: | 

22 Becauſe on thoſe days 
the Jewsrevenged themſelves 
of their enemies, and their 
mourning and ſorrow were 


| 
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turned into mirth and joy, 
and that theſe ſhould be 
days of feaſting and gladneſs, 
in which they ſhould ſend one 
to another portions of meats, 
and ſhould give gifts to the 
poor. 

23 And the Jews under- 
took to obſerve with ſolem- 
nity all they had begun to do 
at that time, which Mardo- 
chai by letters had command- 
ed to be done. 

24 For Aman, the ſon of 
Amadathi of the race of Agag. 
the enemy and adverſary of 
the Jews, had deviſed evil 
againit them, to kill them and 
deſtroy them: and had caſt 
Phur, that is the lot. 

25 And afterwards Eſther 
went in to the king, beſeech- 
ing him that his endeavours 
might be made void by the 
king's letters: and the evil 
that he had intended againſt 
the Jews, might return upon 
his own head. And ſo both 
he and his ſons were hanged 
upon gibbets, 

26 And fince that time 
theſe days are called Phurim, 
that is, of Lots: becauſe Phur, 
that is, the lot, was caſt into 
the urn. And all things that 
were done, are contained in 
the volume of this epiſtle, that 
is, of this book : 

27 > And the things that 
they ſuffered, and that were 
afterwards changed, the Jews 
took upon themſelves and 
their ſeed, and upon all that 

had 
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Chap. X. 


had a mind to be joined to 
their religion, fo that it ſhould 
be lawful for none to paſs 
theſe days without ſolemnity: 
which the writing teſtifieth, 
and certain times require, as 
the years continually ſucceed 
one another. 

28 Theſe are the days 
which ſhall never be forgot: 
and which all provinces in the 
whole world thall celebrate 
throughout all generations: 
neither is there any city, 
wherein the days of Phurun, 
that is, of lots, muſt not be 
obſerved by the Jews, and by 
their poſterity, which is bound 
to theſe ceremonies. 

29 And Eſther the queen 
the daughter of Abihail, and 
Mardochai the Jew wrote alſo 
a ſecond epiſtle, that with all 
diligence this day ſhould be 
eltablithed a feſtiral for the 
time to come. 

30 And they ſent to all 
the Jews, that were in the 
hundred and twenty ſeven 
provinces of king Aſſuerus, 
that they ſhould have peace, 
and receive truth, 

31 And obterve the days 
oi lots, and celebrate them 


with joy in their proper time; |

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as Mardochai and Eſther had 
appointed, and they under- 
took them to be obſerved by 
themſelves and by their ſeed, 
their faſts, and cries, and the 
days of lots, 

32 And all things which 
are contained in the hiſtory 
of this bock, which is called 
Eſt her.

ND king Aſſuerus made 
all the land, and all the 
ſands of the ſea tributary. +» 
2 And his ſtrength and his 
empire, and the dignity and 
greatneſs, wherewith he ex- 
alted Mardochai, are written 
in the books of the Medes, 
and of the Perſians : 


3 And how Mardochai of 


the race of the Jews, was 
next after king Aſſuerus: and 
great among the Jews, and 
acceptable to the people of 
his brethren, ſeeking the good 
of his people, and ſpeaking 
thoſe things which were for 
the welfare of his ſeed. 

4 (a) Then Mardochai faid ;

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theſe ſame things: and no- 
thing thereof hath failed. 

6 The little fountain which 
grew into a river, and was 
rurned into a light, and into 
the ſun, and abounded into 
many waters, is Eſther, whom 
the king married, and made 
queen. 

7 But the two dragons : 
are I, and Aman. 

8 The nations that were 
aſſembled : are they that en- 
deavoured todeſtroy the name 
of the Jews. 

9 And my nation: is If- 
rae}, who cried to the Lord, 
and the Lord ſaved his people: 
and he delivered us — all 
evils, and hath wrought great 
ſigns and wonders among the 
nations: * 

10 And he commanded 
that there ſhould be two lots, 
one of the people of God, 
and the other ofall the nations. 

11 And both lots came 
to the day appointed already 
ſrom that time before God to 
all nations: 

12 And the Lord remem- 
bered his people, and had 
mercy on his inheritance.
